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PREFACE* 


Iv  ihe  laws  of  a  countiy  be  llie  b»* 
fomelet  of  a  people,  mih  respect  t» 
cinlKwtioa»  an  attentive  observer  canmA 
&y.  to  be  unpfeMed  witii  mete  tboA 
ordioaiy  interest,  aa  Ihe  pcvusal  of  ear 
insular  Statutes*  The  sAvaiion,  eartsnt^ 
and  ocmunerdal  fdatiins  of  this  idand^ 
tendnr  it  peculiar;  and  tbe  iodHencci 
to  which,  undnr  sodi  dnraaostanees* 
it  is  necesaarify  eaqposed,  are  attwided 
idlh  peculiar  effieeto.  One  ef  these  effects 
appears  to  be  an  extreme  acuteneas  in 
^  people,  mlh  legmrd  to  wciy  iiuag 
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n  PB£FACB. 

connected  with  their  constitutional  ri^te. 
Their  laws  being  few,  and  framed,  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  occasion  required,  to 
meet  some  public  exigence,  or  to  prevent 
some  pressing  inconvenience,  they  have 
become  almost  traditional.  From  the 
most  indigent  and  humble  individual,  to 
the  highest  and  most  opulent,  there  exists 
a  sort  of  tacit  and  intimate  connexion,  not 
only  from  the  common  ties  of  alliance  or 
of  blood, '  (which,  by  the  bye,  fcmn  no 
incoDsiderabk  link  in  the  chaiii,)  but  also, 
from  that  free  intercourte,  that  ease  of 
communication,  and  that  facility  of  intel- 
ligence, which  so  contracted  a  r^cHi 
naturally  affords.  Hence,  not  only  ar6 
the  laws  better  adapted  to  the  ordinary 
requisitions  of  justice,  but  leg^  process 
IS  less  complicate,  than  in  a  more  exten* 
sive  sphere  of  society.  Every  thing  which 
has  respect  to  the  laws  and  customs  is 
clear  and  easily  comprehaoded*  Law, 
Df  consequence,  is  ches^  and  familiar;

and  to  this  omuse,  perhaps,  as  much 
as  to  the  poverty  of  individuaby  is  owing 
Ijhiat  rage  for  litigation,  which  seems  to 
(^UHracterize  the  people.  :^ 

However  this  may  be,  the  laws  of  the 
Isle  of  Man  are  well  accommodated  to 
tbe  state  c^  the  comitry;  and  this,  con- 
iidered  abstractedly,  and  in  a  philosophical 
view,  might  seem  a  natm^  consequence; 
Im]^rovemeirts  in  laws  and  institutions, 
jvhieh  progressivdy  take  place  in  a  com- 
munis, are  the  result,  not  of  the  mental 
^certions  of  men  of  superior  powers,  so 
mncb  as  tbe  sil^it  march  of  the  whole 
mass  towards  the  point  of  civilization.— 
Acto  of  .legislation  are  not  passed  with  the 
tame  case^  as  theories  of  law  are  written ; 
MNT  are  resolutions  of  importance  carried 
with  the  same  facility,  as  amendments  are 
proposed  Laws,  which  contain  tiie  col- 
lective wisdcNm  of  a  nation,  are  not  formed 
ait  the  selfish  or  arbitrary  instance  of  a  few 
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Aiterested  mdivicMs^  ivfao  seek  tlieir  tnni 

wnjme  ci  tlm^,  it  iriSl  be  fymsAy  |lal 
common  sense,  and  cx)mmon  esrperkaoe^ 
and  mutual  consent,  from  a  sense  oC 
Biiit«al  conveniency,  turn  kita  fanwi^  and 
Miginal  prin<^)ies  we  thw  gradiMijr 
laoalded  into  legal  enactmeats.  Ifoiliomil ' 
tnaaoem  and  customs  are  not  llie  ppo« 

Uxtj  adoption.  They  flow  spoHlMieMi^ 
throng  tbe  fiow  lapse  of  ages,  frMA 
fwiow  external  «id  axlvefiUtidQs  Cannes^ 
operative  on  liie  native  geniins  itf  a  peo]^ 
All  tiiat  legislaton  cail  do,  is  to  give  tfiis 
streaoi,  whidi  is  perpetually  Howiiig,  A 
fevDurable  direction;  and  fkis  direction  m 
evident  in  our  Manks  code.  It  does  not 
resemble  ^  rat^nd  amd  majes^  flow  ^ 
the  mountain  terrent,  or  the  grandew  of 
the  roarii^  cataract,  which  rushing  over 
tochsand  abrupt  precipices,  orges  its  head* 
\mkg   OOTUse  through  ^wrkxis   countiies^ 
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H^^e^eping  bei^i^  it  every  dbstacle, .  whieh 
imuldreast)  i£s  in^petuoUs  force ;  it  is  rather 
tt  pure,,  placiil^  equable  stream^  whose 
iwrceiit;  glicfe»  qidetly,  though  obscurely; 
aiong/tiiroo^  verdant  meads  {md  flowery 
{MMitres — scenes  of  rural  retreat,  com^ 
immiosking  a  brebthing  freshness  and 
»gittfri7ly  to  all  widiin  the  peaceful  margio 
of  its  infliidsce.  Our  statiMefl  are  marked 
with  BSk  appropriate  simplicity  and  fitness 
to  the  ends  for  which  they  were  designed; 
Tbibmode  of  th^  opera^n  is  congenial 
to  the  temperament  and  ciitmmstanees  of 
the  peq[)le,  and  well  adapted  to  cfveiy 
rank  and  condition  of  society^  Admirably 
calculated  to  promote  the  ends  of  justice^ 
Aey  are  easy  of  construction ;  and; 
grounded  on  the  solid  bases  of  reason  and 
common  sense,  they  are  neither  fettered 
by  ingenious  subtleties,  nor  obscured  by 
liseiess  intricacies  of  technical  phrase/  *  It

dual  inter^ts  are  (^  a  nature  so  extensive  ^ 
as^to  be  intimately  blended  with i the  Teal- 
advantage  and  general  wel&ure  of  the  com«* . 
mwiity  at  large,  should  be  more  capable  of 
i^fAreciatii^  the  merits  and  the  oompe^ 
teacy  of  persons  tabe  elected,  than  a  feir 
petty  dgmagogiiCT,  started  lip  heate.  aad 
tliere,  in  town  ami  country,  who,  with  a 
mhaittering  of  law^  and  availing  fbemselres 
of  a  mean  popukrity,  take  every  oppor^ 
tunity  of  mveighing  against  their  rigbtfai 
superiors.  Iq  shorty  it  is:  jso.  nradi  thci 
interest  of  the  House  of  Keys,  as  a  body, 
that  every  member  be  independent,  *that 
there  is  no  just  ground  of  arppehensioni 
that  this  House  will  ever  be  surprized  into 
an  improvident  election*  The  jealousy 
natural  to  every  human  bosom,  against  the 
admission  of  persons  into  association;  who 
are  not  of  equal  pretensions;  the  over- 
weening consequence  of  real  property; 
the  counteracting  influence  of  the  relcitiv^ 
degrees  of  indepead^ice ;  iiQt  to*  say  ai^

Ijbiiig  of  that  importanoe  which  arises  from 
casual   instances  of  a  sound   judgment^ 
inatin*ed  l^  a  liberal  education,  travieU 
and   gaieral  experience;    Aese  drcum-t 
stanoes  oonndered,  it'  must  appear  next 
to  an  imposialHlity,  that  a  man  of  base 
aad  vitiated  moraU^  or  of  Vvroken'fortunesj 
shoidd  ever  be  admitted ;  nor  is  there  any 
Mason  to  fear,   that  die  influence  of  s 
turlmlent    and   pW8e^prDiri   dispcmtkm,,^ 
irhich,  firom  a  «Uy.  temerity,  or  «|ke:  dint 
of  a  sturdy  persev^ancie,    would   carry 
any  thing,  right  or  wrong,  its  own  way; 
will  ever  be  complied  with,  in  an  assembly 
where  a  majority  of  sufih^es  is  virtuedly 
j^'-^ox  popuK^  vox  Dei.  .. 

An  attempt  at  a  publication  of  Uie 
Statutes  at  length,  was  made  by  Chhis^ 
TOPUEE  Briscoe,  in  the  yfear  1/97;  but 
from  its  vevy  imperfect  and  mutflated 
state,  its  inferior  paper  and  type,  and  its 
want  of  suffident  document  to  stamp  itH 
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•ocnracy  anid   authenttdlj,  ft   iaSed  td 
flffibrd  g^ieral  salkfitction.    Prerioudy  tx> 
ihii^  and  so  far  back  as  the  y^ar  179^4 
an  Abridgment  of  die  Manks    Statutes 
Appeared,  und^  tiie  form  of  an  alphas 
betical  airangemmit,  from  the  hands  of 
an  emdite  mid  •minont  lawyer  of  gteaC 
taknt.    On  the  aduiowfedged  merits  of 
liiis  pnUication,  it  were  perfectly  super- 
fluous  to  offer  an  ^dog^um.     Tlie  manA 
year  appeared  the  CommissimieiB'  R^)ort> 
in  large  foHo,  of  which  a  §^  copies  only 
y^re  printed:    this  digest  was  made  in 
obedience  to  the  requisition  of  the  British 
gorremmenty   in  order   to    ascertain  the 
regal  and  manorial  rights  of  his  Grace 
the    Duke  of  Atholjl,  as  well    as  to 
represent  the  int^nal  state  of  the  island^ 
with  respect  to  its  exkling  laws,  revenues^ 
and  customs.   From  this  latter  work,  which, 
of  course,  as  to  its  authentioty  may  fiiUy 
be  rdied  on,  ihe  pres^it  impression  is 
taken;  with  the  exception,  ho wever,  of  thr 
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fleveiftL  sid^ucnt  statute^,  whkh  hgm

We  forbear  to  descant  on  the  vott  im- 
portance of  particular  Acts,  whidi  have 
within  late  years  been  passed,  whereby  the 
privileges  of  our   idand   are  materials- 
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affected ;  nor  would  we  enter  upon  » 
Vindication  of  certain  measures  now  pro-* 
posed  in  the  Bills  lately  published,  for  the 
pen»al  of  our  countrymen.  We  conceive 
it  not  to  be  our  province  to  intermeddle 
with  matters  of  state  policy,  or  party 
opinion ;  satisfied.  IkcU^.the  wisdom  of  our 
Liegislature  is  fully  adequate  to  every  end 
and  purpose  of  its  administration,  for  the 
good  of  the  country;  and  that  a  private 
individual  who  would  presume  to  dictate 
or  obtrude  his  opinion,  in  opposition  to  its 
fbrmal  and  deliberate  proceedings,  must 
be  either  more  than  ordinarily  sapient,  (mt

that  are  needful  to  you  within  your  Land  of  Man,  for 
it  is  Use  and  Custome  of  longe  Time. 

Alsoe  it  is  Use  and  Custome  of  long  Time,  that  the 
Moars  of  every  Shedding,  pay  two  Marks  of  Office  Sihier 
Yearly  to  the  Lord ;  for  it  hath  been  used  in  divers 
Lords  Days,  and  soe  we  now  give  for  Law  to  be  paid. 

Alsoe  it  b  our  Law,  that  no  Coron.  arrest  a  Man  for 
Dd>t  owinge,  unless  he  have  a  speciall  Warrant  from 
the  Lord  or  his  Lieutennant ;  but  in  Pdnts  of  Fellony, 
or  deUvering  of  Servants,  or  for  Surety  of  the  Peace, 
with  many  wier  Points  that  bekmg  unto  his  Oflfee,  he 
ought  to  do  these  by  Vertue  of  his  Office  without 
Warrant. 

Alsoe  whatsoever  Enquest  the  Lord  or  his  ioeuten^ 
nant  taketh  to  sett  his  Land  by  their  Oi^es,  thaie 
ought  noe  Man  to  falsiefie  them,  for  whosoever  dodi 
he  forfeites  iijL  to  the  Lord,  if  it  may  be  proved  or 
knowne. 

Alsoe  it  is  lawfiill  to  any  of  the  Lords  Councell  to 
stirr  or  move  any  Man  to  doe  that  may  i»ofiit  the  Lord 
tndy. 

^soe  for  as  much  as  the  Riseing  was  made  at  Kirk 
Michaell  upon  the  Lieuteunant  that  represents  the 
King's  Person,  his  Officers,  and  his  Men,  those  that 
the  Lieutennant  saw  rise  over  him  there  without 
Craveing  of  Law,  is  this,  that  the  be  first  drawne,  and 
hanged,  and  quartered,  and  their  Heads  stricken  oi^ 
end  sett  upon  the  Castle   Tower  over  the   Bume^ 
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tuM>aier  Qurler  at  Halland  Towne^  and  fhe  third 
Quflurter  to  be  sett  up  at  Ramsey^  and  the  fourth  at 
Douglas. 


The  Court  of  all  the  Tennants  and  Commons  of 
Man,  holden  at  Kirk  Michael],  upon  the  Hill 
ot  Reneurling,  before  our  doughtfull  Lord  Sir 
John  Stanly,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of 
Mann  and  Wisles,  the  Tuesday  next  after  the 
Feast  of  St.  Bartholomew,  in  the  Year  of  our 
Lord  God  1422. 

In  the  which  Court  the  Bishop  of  Afiton  was  called 
to  eome  to  doe  his  Faith  and  Fealtie  unto  the  Lord,  as 
tiie  Law  asketh,  and  to  shew  by  what  Claimc  !ie  hoyld- 
eth  his  Lands  and  Tenements  within  the  Lordship  of 
Mann,  the  which  came  and  did  his  Faith  and  Fealtie  to 
the  Lord.  The  Abbott  alsoe  of  Rusheo,  and  Priais  of 
Douglas,  were  called  to  doe  their  Fealtie,  and  to  shew 
their  Claimes  of  their  Houldings,  Lands  and  Tene^ 
ments,  within  the  Lordship  of  Mann ;  the  which  came 
and  did  tfaeur  Fealtie  to  the  Lord.  The  Prior  of  Wit- 
home,  in  Galloway,  the  Abbott  of  Furnace,  the  Abbott 
of  Bangor,  the  Abbott  of  Saball,  and  the  Prior  of  St. 
Beade,  in  Copeland,  were  called  in  and  came  notj 
therefore  they  were  deemed  by  the  Deemsters,  that  the 
should  coB^e  in  their  proper  Persons  within  xl  days,  and 
if  they  came  not,  then  to  loose  all  their  Temporaities, 
to  be  ceised  into  the  Lords  Hands  in  tiie  same  Court.

Vessell  and  all  the  Goods  therein* 
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In  the  satai^  Court  all  theM  Laws  of  Ifftnn  are  Mtt* 
firmed  by  Sir  John  Stanley,  l^  the  Grace  tf  Qoi^  KMjf 
of  Mann  and  the  Isles,  and  by  the  best  of  the  CdBHiMiii 
of  the  Isle  of  Mann,  that  is  to  say,  William  ScarfF^ 
Raynold  Stevenson,  and  others. 

In  the  same  Court  Hawley  M^Issadce  was  anaigned 
lor  that  the  feUoniously  rose  upon  John  Walton,  Lien* 
tennant  of  Mann,  sitting  in  the  Court  of  Kiric  Miehadl^ 
upon  Tuesday  next  after  the  Feast  of  Corpus  Christi, 
in  the  Yeare  of  our  Lord  God  1422,  and  men  there 
being  with  him,  did  beate  and  misuse  tiie  lieutennanf  i 
Men  in  the  Church  and  Church*yard.  And  there 
Hawley  M^Issacke  came  and  utterly  withsaid  all  his 
l)eeds,  and  put  him  to  l^e  Country  and  to  the  Deem- 
sters. And  the  Deemst^s  answered  and  said.  For  as 
much  as  it  was  done  trayterously  to  rise  upon  the  said 
lieutennant,  and  he  .seeing  it,  the  Lord  of  die  Land 
deems  that  he  should  not  be  recdved  to  Quest;  for  he 
rose  with  strong  Hand,  and  therefore  the  La^  deems 
that  the  toid  Hawley  oughts  to  be  drawne  with  Horses^ 
and  after  hanged  aiiid  headed ;  and  after  the  sentence 
given  he  put  himself  to  the  King's  Grace.

jpMI;  tte  which  QuUbon  with  aU  his  Fellows  put 
A^iiselves  to  the  Loi^s  Qme. 

Atid  ia  the  same  Coort  Donoki  MCrainei  Son  of 
PMrick  Mdaioi^  was  artaigiifed  a$  others  ^l^ve,  and 
apiNiaiied  and  nekiiOwleciged  ^  Tieasoo,  and  put  hiai« 
^WBLtotht  Lord^  aad  the  Lofd  of  his  speciaU  Gract 
forgave  Um  the  Treason. 

in  the  same  Comt  Mould  M^Christiae^  and  Joho 
M^Hawe  were  amdgbed  of  Tttason^  fat  rising  againsk 
John  WaUoD,  Liev^nnaikt  of  Man,  at  the  Tynwaldf 
aiid  acknowkdgied  that  they  would  have  putt  him  down^ 
and  the  Laws  of  the  Lan^  and  constramed  the  lien- 
tennant  there;  and  upon  A»  they  answered  and  said^ 
not  Goilty^  and  that  they  would  be  tryed  by  God  aiid 
ike  CcauitiT.  The  DeemsAtrs  answered  and  9M,  inso- 
tmath  as  they  have  coimnitted  Treason  to  oonstraine 
tfie  Kiw,  his  Ueutennant,  he  seeing  it,  the  Law  is^ 
tim  said  Moahl  and  John  to  be  drawn  with  wild  Horses^ 
and  after  that  tiieir  Heads  to  be  c«t  off,  as  it  Is  above 
adjudged  in  the  like  Case.

And  whosoever  yritlun  your  said 
Land  relieves  or  receipts  any  Per^p,  after  that  he  is 
outlawed  and  forreigned  a^  ijt  is  recited  before,  he  forr 
feiteth  his  Body  and  his  Goods  to  the  Lond's  Pleasure. 

Alsoe,  if  the  Bopp.  or  Abbott,  or  ai^  other  Bmp^ 
within  your  Land  cf  Man,  receipts  any  Outlaw  Wev 
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tiiat  he  is  .outlawed,  without  youir  ^ipetlaU  Grace  ;^ 
JPsu-don,  .fee  forfeiteth  his  Temporalty  unto  your  Grace. 

If  auy  yesgell  or  Ship,  or  any  other  Goods,  be  im- 
1>ayed  within  the  Heads  of  Mann  abo^e  Water  or  under 
"JVater,  it  is  the  Lord's  by  his  Prerogative.. 

Alsoe  if  any  Porpus,  Sturgeon,  or  Whale,  be  takea 
nithin  .the  Head3  of  Man^  they  be  the  I^rd'i^  by  his 
Prerogatives. 

Alsoe  if  a^y  Hawke  or  Hyron,  Hart  or  Hind>  be  bj 
any  manner  pf  Person  taken  within  your  Land  of  Man, 
he  forfeiteth  for  every  Time  iij  U  to  your  Lopp. 

Alsoe  whosoever  foresetts  the  King's  Highway  for 
any  Man,  either  to  beate  him  or  stay  him,  by  Night  or 
by  Day,  he  forfeit^  his  Bod^  i^id  Goods  tp  the  Lord  his 
Reasure. 

Alsoe  if  anv  Aliei^  re»dent  within  yoyr  I,And  of  Man, 
which  maketh  no  Faith  nor  Fealty  to  the  Iiord,  when 
tie  dyeth,  (whose  Tenjj^ant  soever  he  be)  tiie  Lord  $hall 
haye  hi?  Goods.  And  if  any  such  Person  or  Person* 
maketh  any  Testament^  that  standeth  of  no  Effect  or 
Value  in  the  Law ;  but  after  Fealtie  made  this  Prero* 
.   gative  ceaseth. 

Alsoe  if  any  Manner  of  Person  within  your  Land  of 
Man  be  outlawed,  he  shall  not  be  inlawed  without  your 
speciall  Grace  and  Pardon,  proclaimed  throughout  your 
SIX  Sheadings.  The  Forme  and  Process  of  ^outlawing 
is  this  :  First,  it  ought  to  be  made  in  your  six  Courts 
of  your  six  Sheadings,  and  at  the  Tynwald  the  rijth 
Court  to  be  made  and  called  with  the  Moare  of  Glan- 
fiaba;  and  if  such  Person  soe  called  answer  not,  then 
upon  the  Record  of  the  six  Moares  there  p^resent,  havr 
Ing  with  them  two  Witnesses  that  they  were  called  in 
the  six  Sheadings,  and  appearied  not,  such  Person  shall^ 
upon  Plroclamacon,  be  outlawed. 

Alsoe  if  any  Alien,  that  noe  Fealtb  jm*  Fealty  hath 
made  to  the  King,  forfeit  in  any  Case  I^e  or  Lymney 
and  before  judgdL  in  it,  though  it  be  Theft  in  Hand, 
pr  out  of  Hand  found,  though  he  put  him  to  the  Lord's 
trtace  before  the  Verdict  be  given,  or  knowledge  i^ade^ 
^ht  Lord  needs  not  to  receive  him  to  Grace,  except  W 
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list  by  the.  Lfiw^  of  Man.  But  if  he  be  his  Borne  Man^ 
or  els  hath' made  Faith  and  Fealty,  and  put  him  in 
Grace^  if  he  be  indicted,  and  no  mann^  on  Ijis  Hand, 
or  the  Verdict  be  given,  he  ought,  by  the  Law  of  Man, 
to  have  his  life,  but  he  must  forfeit  his  Goods,  an4 
then  shaU  he  have  his  Choice  of  three  Things  by  the 
I)eemsters  Judgment.  First,  he  shall  choose  whether 
Re  will  rest  in  Prison  a  Yeare  and  a  Day,  with  Susten- 
ance of  the  Prison,  viz*  he  shall  have  Bread,  one  Part 
Sleale,  and  another  Part  ChaflFe  of  the  same  Meale, 
and  the  third  Part  Ashes,  and  to  drink  of  the  Water 
next  the  prisson  Doore ;  the  second  is  to  forsweare  the 
King  and  all  his  Land,  or  els  for  the  third  to  pa;^  the 
fcng  iij  I 

Alsoe  if  any  Man  have  done  any  point  of  Treason, 
and  take^h  Sanctuary  for  Dread  of  Punishment,  the 
Sanctuary  shall  not  avayle  him  by  the  Law  of  Man. 

Alsoe  if  any  Man  slayer  have  taken  Sanctuary,  an4 
within  three  Days  after  the  Sanctuary  taken,  the 
Coroner  cometh  to  him,  and  he  acknowledgeth  pot 
what  he  hath  done,  the  Coroner  shall,  by  the  Law  of 
the  Land,  take  him  out  of  the  Sanctuary,  and  if  he  will 
i^ot  acknowledge  his  Fault,  the  Coroner  ought  to  make 
three  Proflfers :  First,  whether  he  will  forswear  the 
King  and  his  Kiagflomt^,  or  he  will  put  himself  under 
the  Coroner*s  Yiirtl,  viz,  obey  and  come  to  Jayle,  and 
abide  the  Law  or  Grace,  or  he  will  abide  within  Sanc- 
tuary during  thu  Space  afforesaifL  And  if  he  choose  to 
forswear  the  King  and  his  Klagdonie,  and  takes  unto  ^ 
Harbour,  the  Coroner  ought  to  sett  him  in  the  King's 
highway,  and  cut  him  across.  Aud  if  he  houlds  not 
the  King's  Higliway,  and  if  the  Coroner  find  him  with- 
out it,  he  may  arrest  him  by  the  King's  Yard,  and  bring 
him  to  the  King's  Jayle,  whether  he  will  or  not ;  and 
whosoever  disturbs  th^  Coroner  in  executing  his  Office, 
forfeits  Life  and  Lymne.  And  if  his  Enemie  say  he 
took  him  before  the  Coroner,  he  ought  to  prove  that 
by  two  Witnesses. 

Also  we  give  for  Law,  that  our  ][jord  or  his  Lieutennant 
inay  take  any  Ei^quest  at  his  qw][i  will  and  Fles^ure. 
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Alsoe  whosoever  robbs  or  spoils  the  Lieutennant  of 
his  Horse,  or  any  Wea]|[)on  of  his  in  Court,  and  Fence 
made,  he  is  a  Treaytor  by  our  Law* 

Alsoe  whosoever  beats  the  Lieutennant's  Men  in  hts 
own  Presence  and  robbs  them  of  their  Goods  he  is  a 
Traytor;  of  whosoever  beats  his  waged  Men  in  his 
Presence,  beates  himselfej  saving  the  more  Feare  of  his 
t^erson. 

Alsoe  whosoever  breakes  Church  or  House  upon  thfe 
Lieutennant  or  any  of  the  King's  Councell  in  hb  Pre- 
sence, although  there  be  no  Harme  done,  but  murmur 
and  open  rising  in  his  presence,  he  is  a  Traytor  by  the 
JLawo/]^an. 

And^  whosoever  constraynes  thie  Lieutennant  by  any 
means  to  hbiild  a  Tinv^^c^  or  any  manner  oif  Thinff 
els  by  Constraint,  he  bredcs  the  King's  ttoyafty,  and 
that  is  high  Treason. 

Alsoe  wliosoever  constrayneth  the  Lieutennant  to  put 
down  the  Lord's  Customes  or  his  Prerogatives  at  the 
Tinwald,  he  is  a  Traytor  for  the  Constraint  making  by 
our  Law.  , 

And  whosoever  comes  with  Force  and  Arms  against 
the  Lieutennant's  Commandments,  especiaOj  to  the 
Tynwald,  where  they  should  ]iave  Right  and  Reason 
peaceably,  and  makes  Murmur  and  Rising  in  his  Pre- 
sence, he  is  a  Traytor  by  our  Law. 

Alsoe  whosoever  pleadeth  any  Deceipt  agunst  the 
Lieutennant,  he  is  a  Traytor  by  our  Law. 

Oir  whosoever  riseth  against  the  Lieutennant,  he  Is  a 
Traytor  by  our  Law,  for  that  is  against  tlhe  Lord's  Pre- 
rogatives. 

Or  whosoever  maketh  Gathering  or  Councell  in 
Prejudice  of  the  Councell,  he  is  a  Traytor  by  our  Iaw. 

Alsoe  whosoever  relieves  or  receipts  Rebells,  know- 
ing the  Rebellion,  he  is  a  Traytor  by  our  Law. 

Al^oe  whosoever  falsifyeth  an  Enquest  after  they  be 
sworn,  he  forfeiteth  iii  I.  to  the  Lord. 

Alsoe  whosoever  is  sworn,  and  after  their  Oaths 
proved  false,  they  shall  make  Satisfaction  by  our  Law^ 
and  reseW^  thcQi  to  the  Church  for  Perjury. 
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.  Alsoe  whosoever  is  sworn,  and  after  telleth  the' 
Lord's  Councell  or  theit  own,  he  forfeiteth  St.  to' the 
Lord. 

Alsoe  we  give,  for  Law,  ttiat  our  honourable  Lord  ht 
victualled  when  he  is  here  himself,  for  as  much  as  shall 
need  to  larder  or  Expences  to  lake,  that  is  to  say,  i 
Cow  or  Beefe,  Price  liij  s.  at  two  Hei^  Courts  in  the 
Yeare,  of  every  Sheading  t^o  Martes,  the  Price  of  every 
Marte  iij«.  iiijd.  and  w^n  the  Ldeutennant  is  here, 
a  Marte  every  Wee|c  ^th  other  Victualls,  that  is  to 
sajr,  the  Pirice  of  a  Marte  iiij  i.  a  Sf  ut^cr  TJ  «.  a  Porke 
iiij^.  a  Lamb  jd.  a  Kidd  66.  a  Vigg  \d.  a  tioose  06. 
from  Easter  to  Midsomer,  and  from  Midsomer  j  d.  and 
and  this  is  by  Use  and  Custome ;  and  if  you  need  more 
take  more  within  your  Lan^  and  at  .the  two  Head 
Courts,  as  it  is  rehearsed  befoife,  with  all  other  Victuan 
^   of  the  Pried  aflForesAid; 

Alsoe  we  give  for  Law,  that  there  ^as  Aever  xxinj 
Keys  in  Certainty,  since  they  Were  first  that  were  called 
'  Taxiaxi,  those  were  xxiiij  free  Houldefs,  viz.  viij  in  the 

Out  Isles,  atid  icvj  in  your  Land  of  Matin,  atid  that  was 
in  King  Orryes  B^ys;  but  since  they  have  not  been  in 
Certmnty.  JBut  if  a  str^ge  Point  had  come,  the  which 
the  Licutennant  will  have  reserved  to  the  Tinwald  twice 
in  the  Yeare,  and  by  Leave  of  the  Lieutennant  the 
Deemster  there  to  calf  of  the  best  to  his  Coimcell  in 
that  Point  as  he  thinketh  to  give  Judgement  by.  And 
without  the  Lord's  Will,  none  of  the  24  Keys  to  be. 

And  as  to  the  Writeing  of  Laws,  there  was  ne\'e^ 
any  written  since  King  Orryes  Days,  but  in  th^  time  of 
Michaell  Blundell,  that  we  have  knowledge  of. 

Alsoe  we  give  for  Law,  that  the  Lord  or  his  Ueuten- 
nant  may  hould  a  Court  or  Tinwald  wheresoever  pleaseth 
him,  ana  doe  Execution  as  oft,  and  whereas  pleaseth 
him,  witliin  his  Land  of  Mann,  except  the  Passion 
Week,  at  which  Time  Execucon  of  life  and  Lymne' 
ought  not  to  be  done ;  but  as  for  Courts  of  Challenge^ 
all  Times  in  the  Yeare,  and  Execucon  to  be  done. 

Alsoe  if  any  Man  of  Holy  Church,  that  is  to  wit, 
P^n,  Yiccar,  Bunsh  Priest,  Secubr  Pries^  or  Ptoish 
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Clarke^  make  any  Offianoe  to  the  King^s  Oi&een,  ikat  ia 
to  say,  if  to  the  Moare  Amerciment  of  yj*.  viiiA 
And  if  he  do  it  to  the  Coroner  he  shall  loose  iijL 
And  if  the  afforesaid  Men  of  Holy  Church  loose  any 
Amerciment,  we  give  for  Law,  that  if  the  Distress  be 
wHhto  the  Stepps  of  Holy  Church,  the  Lord  his  OiE^ 
eers  shaH  goe  to  the  High  Sumner^  and  he  shall  deliver 
to  the  Lord  his  Officers  a  sufficient  Distress ;  and  if 
the  Sumner  will  not  so  doe,  the  Lord  his  Officers  shall 
go  in  and  take  Distresses  or  pawne  himself. 

And  also  that  every  Plea  thait  is  between  Party  and 
l^krty  pleaded,  be  written  out  of  the  Court  Rolls,  that 
k  may  be  of  Record  against  such  Time  as  the  lib) 
Chance  AUeib,  what  Judgment  was  given  in  that 
Matter. 

Alsoe  that  all  greate  Matters  and  high  Points  that  are 
in  Doubt,  ever  as  they  falT,  I  will  that  my  Lieutennant^ 
or  any  of  the  CounceU  for  the  lune  being,  take  Deem- 
sters to  tiiem,  with  the  Advise  of  the  Elders  of  your 
Land  of  Man,  to  deeme  the  Law  trudy  to  the  Parties 
as  the  will  answer  to  me  thereof*  And  that  all  doubt-* 
ftill  Points  be  always  registred  upp,  and  laid  in  my 
Treasuiie,  that  it  may  be  ready  when  such  a  Chance 
fiiUeth,  that  one  Doome  or  Judgment  be  given  at  one 
Time,  one  Way,  and  another  Time  contrary. 

Alsoe  that  there  be  Watdies  aU  the  Winter,  both  in 
the  Castle  and  in  the  Peele,  and  the  Watch  well 
searched,  as  the  Time  requireth. 

Alsoe  that  every  Officer  and  Soldier  have  Bowe  and 
Arrofws  sufficient  Dublet  or  Habergion,  a  Sword  and  a 
Buckler,  Spurrs  smd  Saddle^  upon  Paine  of  Forfeiture 
of  their  W^^es, 

Alsoe  that  Reparacons  liiat  are  to  be  made,  be  suf« 
ficiently  made  at  once,  and  not  ahvayes  have  new  to 
make,  upon  P^e  of  Disallowance  of  the  Cost  made 
upon  it. 

'  Alsoe  that  no  Woman  come  vrtthin  either  of  the  said 
Jlooses  without  a  speciall  Warrant  from  my  Lord. 

Altoe  tiiat  all  Officers  goveme  their  Offices  as  thdr 
Charge  i%  thai  noe  Pride  nor  Presumpeon  BMke  Di*-  - 
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flencon  amongst  them,  and  their  Service  the  worst  cfofl^> 
but  all  draw  one  way,  to  that  which  should  be  Profitt 
jEor  the  Lord  5  and  all  Dissencon  left  from  henceforth^ 
upon  Piine  of  Forfeiture  of  their  Fee,  and  <&chargingr 
of  their  Office. 

Also  that  there  be  in  the  Castle  xi  Bowles  of  Mault 
Ground,  and  xi  Bowles  of  Wheate,  the  Wheate  to  be 
putt  in  Pipes,  and  the  Mault  laid  upon  a  Floore,  and  in 
the  Peel  likewise. 

Also  that  the  Coniptroller  be  every  Saturday  at  the 
Pcele,  and  take  the  Household  as  he  will  answer  unto 
me ;  and  take  the  Steward,  the  Cooke,  the  Brewer,  and 
Baker,  and  charge  them  on  their  Oathes  to*  give  a  true 
Expence  for  the  Week  past ;  and  this  to  be  done  upon 
Paine  of  forfeiting  his  Fees.  And  in  the  same  Manner 
every  Sunday  at  Castle  Rushen. 

Also  that  every  Monday,  and  other  Days  of  Payment 
of  the  Moares,  that  the  Comptroller  sitt  by  and  see  the 
Delivery  of  the  Money,  and  write  it ;  and  when  the 
Payments  are  done,  take  the  Money  and  put  in  a  Pagge, 
and  the  Lieutennant  to  seal  it,  and  put  it  in  the  Chest 
that  the  Bookes  are  in,  and  not  to  be  opened  till  need 
be ;  either  to  send  it  to  me,  or  what  needful  Expences  the 
Ldeutennant,  the  Receiver,  and  Comptroller,  think 
needfull  to  be  done* 

Also  that  the  Comptroller  certify  aU  needfull  Expences 
forthwith  as  they  are  done,  write  them  from  Time  to 
Time,  and  to  send  the  Lord  word  thereof,  how  he  think- 
eth  them  governed  well  or  evill,  upon  Pain  of  that  be- 
longeth  thereto,  and  so  thought  by  the  Lieutennant,  or 
ds  that  they  come  by  Warrant  from  the  Lord  to  be  done, 
or  els  that  they  be  needfull  for  the  Places^ 

And  that  the  I^nfolds  be  made  aa  they  wiere  wonte  to 
be  in  old  Time,  taking  ftoe  keeper  to  nee  new  Rule,  for 
I  vrill  have  my  Farme  ruled  as  the  Yeare  asketh  ;  but  if 
any  poor  Man  be,  1  will  that  he  be  eased  for  the  Time. 

And  the  Bishop,  and  Abbott,  and  Auditors,  for  the 
Time  being,  call  before  tliem  all  Manner  of  Officers,, 
tiiat  is  to  say,  Receivers,  Comptroller,  Clearice  of  the 
Rowles,  and  Stewards ;  and  also  all  they  that  have  been 
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in  Offices  before  Aem,  and  make  them  all  to  be  sworne 
vpon  a  Bobke,  to  bong  before  them  all  Manner  of 
Siookes,  and  Rowles  of  AccomptSy.and  Ordinances,  and 
all  £script8,.and  other  Evidences,  that  toucheth  the 
Xord  his  Prerogative  or  the  Land,  or  any  Matter  that 
toucheth  the  Lo^d«  And  when  you  have  them  brought 
before  you,  that  you  see  what  is  in  the  Tceasurie, 
and  write  all,  and  lay  all  in  die  Treasurie  again. 
And  that  there  be  none  taken  out  till  need  require, 
upon  Pain  of  Forfeiture  ^f  their  Offices  and  Fees.  And 
if  any  Officer  neede  any  Thinge  that  is  witliin  the  Trea- 
sury, take  him  a  Copy  and  let  that  Register  lye  still  in 
the  Treasury  till  need  be.  And  that  the  Comptroller 
see  that  this  be  done  every  Quarter  duly^  and  that  to  be 
houlden  upon  Paine  to  forfeit  to  the  Lord  according  to 
the  Law  of  the  Land  to  all  that  breaks  it. 

Forasmuch  as  before  this  Time,  by  misrule  and  Wil« 
fulness  of  the  lieutennant  and  Receiver,  the  Law  of 
Mann  hath  been  misgoverned  to  them  that  they  hated 
too  rigorous,  and  to  diem  that  they  did  like  over  favour- 
able, soe  that  oft  Times,  through  this  Misgovemment, 
ithe  people  have  been  wronged,  and  Profitt  taken  to  the 
Lord,  otherwise  than  the  Law  would  And  whereas' 
Profitt  should  be  taken  not  done  as  the  Law  wjould  for 
Favour.  Wherefore  be  it  ordained  from  henceforth, 
that  the  Officers  .be  true  principally  to  the  Lord  and  the 
Laws  of  the  Land,  t«  be  governed  duely  and  truely 
betwixt  the  Lord  and  his  Commons,  and  betwixt  Party 
and  Party,  without  Rigour,  Praud,or  .Colour.  And  that 
the  Dieemsters  may  give  tbeir  Ju^^ent  at  their  Perills^ 
saving  ever  the  Lord's  Prerogatives,  and  to  be  ruled  by 
Advice  of  the  Councel  and  die  Deemsters. 

And  that  the  Clearke  of  the  Rowlcs  may  make  his 
Process  after  die  Pleas  and  Points  rehearsed  before  him 
at  his  Peril,  so  that  by  the  Yeares  end  they  may  be  seen 
whether  they  be  lawfully  governed  or  not. 

Alsoe  forasmuch  as  the  Land  Setting  hath  jiot  been 
made  in  due  time,  nor  read  to  the  People^  whereby 
saany  have  lost  thdr  IVofit  of  fouldinge  and  manuring 
P  2 
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that  Tear^  bxA  namcAy,  new  Tenoanti,  wUeh  hath  been 
great  Hmdrance  and  casting  down  of  them. 

Wherefore  be  it  ordained,  that  the  Setting  be  made 
betyme  before  Midsomer  to  the  People;  and  when  it 
is  read  to  them,  the  lieutennant  to  make  four  Men  of 
every  Parish  sworn  to  deliver  to  ^very  one  his  Penny- 
worth after  his  houlding,  and  spetialiy  to  new  Tennants* 

And  also  to  see  that  every  one  mannure  and  occujqr 
to  his  Power  his  Lands,  and  Defence  make,  that  th^ 
soe  doe ;  and  be  resident  upon  their  Land,  the  whicn 
Thing  done  the  People  within  the  Yeare,  if  they  be 
cherrished  thereto,  may  be  able  to  beare  the  Lord's 
Rent  of  their  Come  for  the  most  Part,  though  there  bt 
no  Herring  Fishing  5  for  by  Default  of  Livery  and 
of  Pfeitricon  of  Land  every  one  runneth  to  another  and 
occupieth  it,  and  then  will  each  one  meete  other,  and 
so  they  loose  their  Goods,  which  grieveth  them  worst 
than  their  Farmes,  and  the  Lord  never  the  better ;  and 
after  the  Setting  be  made,  that  there  be  noeEncreaseor 
Batement  of  noe  Farme  but  if  it  be  greni  need  lor  the 
Lord,  and  that  Encrease  soe  given  in  that  it  be  of  tuffi* 
cient  Persons,  or  els  of  sufficient  Sureties,  soe  that  he 
may  be  assured  of  his  Goods. 

And  for  as  much  as  the  Officers  of  M ylenis  Leads 
and  Corroners  be  sett  by  the  Lieutennant  and  net  given 
by  the  Clearke  of  the  Rolls,  that  he  might  give  them 
out  by  Times  in  Straites  to  the  Moares,  but  holden  stiH 
unto  the  Ycare's  End.  Therefore  be  it  ordained,  that 
at  the  next  Court  after  Midsomer  the  Coroners  be  made^ 
and  their  names  entered  into  the  Rolls  of  ike  Court, 
with  the  Sume  that  he  taketh  for  to  serve. 

Also  Milnes  at  the  same  Time,  and  Leades  at  th^ 
Isetting  Time.  And  for  as  much  as  Coronero  Bgainst 
the  Law  .stand  in  Office  for  two  or  three  Yeares  toge* 
ther,  and  take  Enquests  of  their  own  Affinity,  and  be 
lovers  to  indite  where  they  ought  evill  Will  for  Malice. 
And  also  where  that  Enquest  hath  indited  certain 
Persons,  then  the  Coroner  will  defend  them  that  be 
kidited,  and  acqiHtt  them  that  are  soe  indited^  and  iiidil# 
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lifaem  &m(t  were  lequitledL  And  dso  wliere  tto  IVetqH 
or  Charge  is  use  to  send  Arreast  upon  the  People  and 
sett  Fine  upon  them,  which  put  them  to  great  Value, 
to  the  Hinderance  and  DistructioQ  of  the  Comonalty ; 
wherefore  be  it  ordained,  that  Coroners  stand  in  Office 
but  one  Yeare,  nor  that  he  take  noe  Enquest  but  twice 
in  the  Yeare,  by  Commandment  of  the  Lieutenoant  in 
^pen  Court,  by  Enquest  swome  btfore  the  Deemster^ 
and  there  to  be  recorded,  that  he  arreast  no  Man  with- 
out a  Warrant,  sealed  recoverable,  but  for  Treason  and 
Fellony,  or  that  the  Peace  be  broken,  and  so  governed 
as  the  Law  of  the  Land  will,  in  his  Presence,  or  els  re- 
iioired  at  the  suit  of  the  Paitie,  and  the  Surtties,  at  the 
next  Court  after  be  reqpiired. 

Alsoe  whereas  Shipmen  and  Chapmen  might  have 
tioe  License  to  pass  the  Land  with  their  Goods  and 
Cattle  to  reare  the  Lord's  Farme  as  the  were  accus«- 
tomed  to  doe,  which  hath  been  great  Hinderance  to 
the  Land ;  for  better  it  were  for  them  to  thrive  vpoo 
there  Merciianfize  then  other  forreigne  Merchants  and 
Chapnen. 

Therefore  be  it  ordained  that  every  Qiapman  and 
Shipman  have  Lycense  as  of t  as  his  Profitt  servedi,  for 
England,  Ireland,  and  Wales^  soe  liiat  be  wame  the 
Ideutetinant,  and  have  Lycense,  to  goe,  and  knowe  it 
he  have  any  Business  and  Cooae  to  tiie  Coast  they  goe 
uato,  or  badce  again. 

'  Alsoe  that  they  take  noe  Tennants  nor  Servants  out 
of  the  Land  without  Lycense  of  Ae  Lieutennant,  for  noe 
Offence  to  them  made,  upoe  P^e  of  Forfeiture  of  his 
Vessell,  and  tonay  the  Fanne  of  them  that  he  carryeth 
away,  and  his  Body  to  Prisson :  And  also  that  he  find 
Sureties  to  come  againe  if  he  have  no  Lycense. 

Alsoe  every  Munday  the  Chatieecy  to  be  holden  at 
&e  CaslJc,  and  these  who  will  puraue  any  Warrant, 
either  for  ikte  Lord  or  himself,  for  any  Manner  of  Cause, 
•r  for  any  Manner  of  Aneast,  that  he  may  have  Process 
nat  of  the  Court  reasonable  against  that  Day  Seven* 
iiij^t  at  Niffht,  or  els  at  the  next  Court  of  the  sama 
^beating,  that  the  Cause  should  bee  tryed  in,  soe  ih^t 
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every  cause  have  a  lawful  Auswere  and  Process  as  ite 
Law  wiH. 

Akoe  be  it  ordained^  that  noe  Barron  have  noe  Sum 
of  Money  above  51.  out  of  this  Land,  but  in  Merchani- 
dize,  in  Pkine  of  the  Forfeiture  of  the  same  Sume  which 
he  carryeth  out  of  the  Kings  Land.  Therefore  be  it 
ordained,  that  all  Fines  and  Amerciments,  after  the 
Cause  considered  by  the  whole  Council!,  after  their 
Power  that  offendeth,  may  be  standinge. 

Alsoe  forasmuch  as  the  Receivers  have  made  Receipts 
and  Reckonings  with  the  M oares,  of  Payment  for  Vic- 
tuall  for  the  Lord,  and  to  both  the  Places  made  Assign- 
ment ;  and  also  reconing  with  the  Steward  for  Payment 
of  Repairacons  and  other  Things ;  and  with  Shipmeft 
for  their  Fraight  and  their  Hyres,  without  Knowledge 
of  the  Comptroller  thereof.  Therefore  be  it  ordained 
from  henceforth,  that  the  Benchquire  be  houlden  every 
Munday,  and  there  all  such  Receipts,  Becomngs,  and 
Payments  of  Money,  to  be  made  before  the  Comptroller 
upon  Pdn  of  Disallowance  of  the  Costs  and  Payments 
made  without  Sight  of  the  Comptroller ;  and  also  of 
Beasts  taken  up  for  my  Lord  at  Pinfold,  and  praised  of 
whome,  and  of  what  Price. 

Be  it  ordained  also,  that  noe  Officer  take  any  Guifts 
of  any  Tennant,  nor  of  any  Perscm,  upon  Pain  of  for- 
feiting their  Fee ;  and  also  that  no  Officer  nor  Freedman 
be  in  Fee  with  noe  Barron,  upon  Pain  of  the  Forfeiture^ 

Alsoe  that  noe  Man  ought  to  have  any  Pages  withio 
either  of  the  said  Houses,  without  spetiall  Warrant, 
saving  those  that  ought  to  have  them  of  Right. 

Alsoe  there  shall  no  Books  goe  out  of  the  Treasury 
without  Consent  of  the  whole  CounceU,  and  in  their 
Presence. 

And  forasmuch  as  greate  Wast  hath  been  made  in 
the  Castle  and  Peele,  in  bread,  and  also  in  Fuell  and 
Candles ;  therefore  be  it  ordained,  that  the  Lieutennant 
have  one  Loafe  of  Bread,  one  Gallon  of  Ale,  two 
Candies  in  Somer,  and  three  in  Winter,  and  reasonable^ 
of  Fuell  every  Night  ifrom  AllhoUowday  till  Easter ;  ai^ 
sij  Men  and  one  P&ge;  iii  Horses  at  Hay,  with  %x 
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Bowles  of  Gates  at  the  Lord  his  Price.  And  the  Re- 
ceivers to  have  a  Pottle  of  Ale,  Halfe  a  Loafe  Bread, 
one  Candle  in  Somer,  and  ij  in  Winter,  and  reasonable  of 
Fyre  in  the  same  Manner;  and  one  Man  a  Piece,  2 
Horses  at  Hay,  at  Hay,  and  xij  Bowles  Gates.  The 
Clearke  of  the  Rowles  one  Quarte  of  Beere,  one  Candle* 
in  Somer,  and  2  in  Winter,  and  yj  Bowles  Gates.  The 
Comptroller  one  Quarte  Beere,  one  Candle  in  Somer, 
and  ij  in  Winter;  j  Horse  at  Hay,  and  six  Bowles 
Oiates,  with  one  page.  The  Constables  of  both  the 
Places  either  a  Quarte  of  Beere,  Halfe  a  Loafe  Bread, 
u  Candles,  Fuell  in  Winter  reasonable,  and  ij  Turves  a 
Night  in  Somer  to  search  the  Watch,  and  the  Water 
Bayliffe  to  have  as  the  Receivers  afforesaid,  and  noe  more 
Liveries  without  speciall  Warrant  from  the  Lord. 

Alsoe  be  it  oroained  that  no  Soldier  be  taken  into 
either  Place,  or  put  out,  without  knowledge  of  the 
Lord,  but  in  need^l  Causes. 

Alsoe  that  no  Soldier  of  the  one  House  be  received 
into  the  other,  upon  P^e  of  Forfeiting  his  Fee,  at 
Meate  or  Drink,  except  he  come  on  the  Lord  his 
Business. 

Alsoe  that  no  Soldier  faould  continually  a  Lemon 
within  a  Mile  of  either  of  said  Houses  upon  Paine  of 
Forfeiting  of  his  Fee. 

Alsoe  that  no  Feedman  or  Soldier  buy  or  sell  without 
the  Lord  his  Warrant,  upon  Paine  of  Forfeiting  of  his 
Service  and  Wages. 

Alsoe  that  noe  Yeoman  have  Meate  or  Drink  except 
he  have  been  on  the  Lord  his  Business  but  at  the  Bell. 

Alsoe  that  your  Men  goe  not  forth  of  the  Places' 
without  the  Knowledge  of  the  Constable. 

Alsoe  that  noe  Soldier,  nor  any  other  Man,  make  any 
Deputy  within  either  of  the  Places,  upon  Paine  of  For- ' 
feiture  of  their  Fee,  Imprisonment  of  their  Body,  and  to 
make  Fine  and  Ramsome  to  the  Lord ;  this  standeth. 
■  Alsoe  the  Receivers  of  both  the  Places  is  to  see  them^ 
victualled  sufficiently  at  the  Beginning  of  the  Year,  or  els- 
to  pay  for  the  Victualling  of  them  theirselves ;  but  if  it 
be  not  soe  done,  he  to  be  disdiarged  presently. 
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Alsot  that  S^t  1)6  received  to  neither  Place  but  hf 
Indenture,  and  the  same  Indenture  to  be  delivered  to 
tiie  Comptroller  without  Exeuse,  upon  Pain  of  Disal-« 
lowance  of  the  same  Salt.  - 

Alsoe  forasmuch  as  the  Receivers,  before  this  Time^ 
made  Payment  to  the  Lord  without  Knowledge  of  any 
Officer  or  Comptroller,  which  if  any  vessells  that  bare 
such  Payments  were  perished,  (as  God  defend)  it  might 
he  said  it  were  a  greater  Sum  than  peradventure  were 
delivered^  Wherefore  be  it  ordained,  that  noe  Payment 
be  made  or  delivered,  but  such  as  the  Lord  commands 
tp  be  brought  to  him,  with  Knowledge  of  the  Councell  i 
mid  that  noe  Part  be  left  in  the  Treasury.  And  alsoe 
that  it  be  compiled,  upon  Paine  of  Disallowance  of  the 
same  Sume. 

'  Alsoe  be  it  ordained,  that  noe  Coroner  standing, 
Feight  or  take  Quarrell  in  Hand,  nor  Party  nor  Advo- 
cate in  noe  Place  during  his  Office,  but  in  the  Lord  his 
Causes. 

Alsoe  be  it  ordained,  that  the  Water  BaylifFe  have 
his  Deputy  in  every  Haven,  to  make  Defence  in  alt 
Causes,  and  to  make  the  Proffitts  thereof,  if  any  Forfeit 
be  lawfully  made  in  the  Lord's  Behalle,  and  to  write 
what  Goods  is  taken  out  of  the  Cotmtrey,  and  what  is 
brought  in. 

Alsoe  be  it  ordained,  that  if  Arreast  be  made  by  the  ' 
Water  BayliflSe,  that  it  may  be  given  in  the  Accompt  to 
the  Clearke  of  the  Rolls,  soe  that  the  Lord  may  have 
an  Amerciament. 

Alsoe  that  noe  Man  be  in  Frisson  at  the  Suite  of  the 
Party  for  noe  Debt  nor  Trespass  betwixt  Party  and 
Party,  but  as  the  Deemster  will  order  by  Process* 

Alsoe  that  noe  Man  pay  the  Porter  any  Fees,  that 
Cometh  in  for  my  Lord  his  Debts,  but  as  the  Deemster 
will  give  in  for  Law. 

Alsoe  that  noe  Lieutennant,  Receiver,  or  any  other 
OF^oer,  shall  have  any  Liveries  to  their  Chambers; 
neither  Bread,  Ale,  Candles,  nor  Fuell,  but  when  they 
«re  in  proper  Person. 

Alsoe  if   any  lieuteiKDant,  or  any  other  Officer^ 
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tow^  aoy  PiQ^tt  or  Beyeau^from  my  CppiiDtrQUc^ 
they  sball  loose  tbeir  Fee$  for  concedUng  or  dqing  i^ 
sioguJarly  by  blinself  ggginst  my  CompxiaDdaieat. 

Alsoe  I  Will  that  wy  Receivers  hs^ve  tlie  Goyemimo^ 
of  all  Manner  of  Victuall  that  belopgeth  to  Stores,  as 
Wheat,  iimUf  and  Sa}t^  and  to  bs  delivered  lay  him  tQ 
the  Stewaffd^  8oe  that  there  be  noe  Wai^te  m^uk,  iq^ 
FcfffBiture  of  their  Fee. 

Alsoe  that  the  laeutennant  and  Receivers^  with  too 
great  Midtitude  of  People,  shall  not  ride  into  the  Coim- 
try,  for  too  Qceat  Cogt  MsJdng,  nor  make  noe  F«a3t  nos 
Gathering,  nor  Suiters  to  have  ^^y  Answer  there  of 
Ibeifr  Sifits,  and  that  it  be  so  declared  unto  tKem. 

Alsoe  I  chai]ge  both  Stewards  of  my  two  Houses  tbaft 
tjiey  be  governed  by  my  Receivers,  as  the  will  charg!^ 
them,  for  the  amending  of  excessive  Expences,  if  there 
seem  ai^y^'  notwithstanding  the  old  Governance  afore* 
«udL 

Alsoe  that  noe  Man  ntt  at  the  hij^  Table,  but  tl^o^ 
tii^  have  Gentleovm's  Wages,  save  the  Comptroller. 

Al^soe  that  the  Receiver  and  Comptr9ller  shall  take 
Essences  ^  tfie  Honshold  every  Weeke,  if  the  see  any 
Wa^  to  commune  with  the  Lieutennant  thereof,  and 
to  amend  the  scmn^^  or  els  to  pay  it  themselves.  If  any 
of  these  Orders  be  broken  byaxly  of  my  Officers  or 
j^kddietjs,  thait  the  Comptroller  send  me  W<^d  so  sooa 
as  he  Imth  Knowledge  of  it,  and  that  it  be  not  quenched 
opQtn  P^e  of  Porfdture  of  his  Fee.    . 

Alsoe  that  the  Clearke  of  the  Rowles  w^rite  all  Thin^ 
Plaine  with  full  Letters,  and  the  Judj^cnent  tibereof  uji 
Pkrehment,  that  if  any  like  Cause  come  another  Time, 
it  m?qr  be  found  of  Record  in  the  Treasury  of  all  Man- 
ner of  Questions  asked  and  g^ven  in  by  the  Deemsters 
and  24  Keyes,  Uiat  it  may  be  of  Remembrance  in  the 
Treaswry^  \Vpon  Paine  of  Forfeiture  of  the  Qearke^ 
Fee. 

Ak^oe.the  Receivers,  shall  ask  noe  Allowance  of  noe 
Paredyis  paid,  and  if  unpaid,  in  Paine  of  their  Fee. 

Alsoe  th^t  thefe  shall  neither  Bopp  nor  Abbott,  i^ur 
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Barron,  receipt  any  Stranger  or  any  other  Person  with- 
in their  Houses,  without  Knowledge  of  the  Lieutennant, 
what  the  are,  and  from  whence  the  came,  or  whether 
the  shall  goe,  and  what  Condicon  they  be  of. 

Alsoe  that  the  Abbott  receive  noe  Monke  to  be  resi- 
dent, nor  any  Priest,  without  Lycence  of  the  Lord. 

Alsoe  that  the  Receivers  pay  the  Soldiers  at  every 
Quarters  End,  soe  that  noe  Complaints  be  made  thereof, 
upon  Peune  of  Disallowance  of  their  Fee. 

Alsoe  that  the  Comptroller  call  them  forth  suddenly 
to  muster,  and  whosoever  will  not  be  sufficiently  fur- 
nished, to  loose  his  Year's  Wages. 

Alsoe  that  the  Bookes  be  put  into  the  Treasiny  TBind 
locked  with  iui  Keyes,  the  Lieutennant  to  have  one 
Key,  the  Receivers  eitller  a  Key,  and  the  Comptroller 
a  Key. 

Alsoe  that  my  Receivers  repaire  bothe  the  Places 
sufficiently,  according  to  the  Advice  of  my  Lieutennan% 
his  Councell,  add  my  Comptroller,  and  those  that  are 
now  to  be  repmred  by  the  Advice  affi>resaid,  and  they  to 
be  made  privy  to  the  Costs  thereof;  and  this  to  be  done 
at  their  Warrant,  soe  that  from  henceforth  there  be  noe 
Decay  for  want  of  Reparacons  in  Time,  in  P&ine  thereof 
that  ^Icth.  -  ■' 

•  Alsoe  that  my  Mine  be  sett  forward  by  my  Lieuten- 
nant, Receiver,  and  Comptroller,  for  my  best  Profitt, 
and  that  they  see  the  Miner  doe  his  duty  and  not  t^ 
faile  therein,  for  noe  Manner  of  Cause,  or  els  to  msdce 
Writing,  for  1  will  not  that  he  have  Entertainment 
without  Pains  takeing. 

Alsoe  where  before  this  Time  the  Comptrollers  of 
this  Land  have  been  greatly  hurt  by  Merchandize,  by 
carrying  them  forth  for  their  own  Gaine,  such  Mer- 
chandize as  be  brought  into  the  Country  by  Strangers 
to  sell  by  privy  Bargaines,  ingrossing  all  or  the  greatest 
Part  thereof  to  tlieir  own  Proffitt,  and  then  selling  the 
«ame  to  the  Countrey  by  their  Prices.  Therefore  be  it 
ordained,  that  noe  Manner  of  Person  bargaine  nor  buy 
jmy  such  Merchandize  before  it  b«  seein  and  allowed  by 
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the  LieutennaEit  and  Councell ;  and  that  they  shall  appoint 
six  or  four  disoreet  Men  of  the  Country  to  be  solemnly 
swome  to  the  said  Merchants^  to  endeayour  them  truely  to 
make  Bargaine  Cor  the  Profitt  of  the  Land,  soe  that  the 
Buyers  of  the  Coimtrey  shall  have  the  Preferment  thereof 
at  the  Sight  of  the  lieutennant  and  the  Councell  to  be

Also  that  no  Man  bring  Begigars  or  Vagabonds  into 
the  Countrey  upon  Pkine  of  Forfeiture  of  Us  Boate. 

Also  be  it  ordained,  that  it  is  lawful  for  every  Person 
to  enclose  his  Farme  Land,  and  keep  it  several!  alt 
9jme9  in  the  Yeere,  and  if  any  Man  do  any  Hurt  to  him, 
or  let  him  in  executing  of  the  same,  he  to  complainc^ 
and  he  shall  have  remedy  as  the  Law  will. 

Also  that  every  Man  in  bis  Setting  Com  jiearly, 
after  his  Ability,  betwixt  Michaelmas  «nd  Christmas  t^ 
both  the  Places,  or  Candlemas  at  the  furthest,  at  the 
Receivers  perill,  and  that  Officers  tooke  of  every  Ten^ 
nant  such  Come  as  graweth  on  their  Grounds  of  the 
iMst  they  hav€^  except  oertaine  for  Seede.

Corbes  for  a  Wonwi^  tHe  best  Wheele  and  Cardes»

C108S,  Urn  best  Pott  or  Fuin.

Isle,  by  his  Writing  of  Conussion  imder  his  Seak  of 
Mann,  dated  at  his  Mannor  of  Cclham,  the  xxrjth  of 
June  last  past,  assigned,  appomted,  and  aothoriaed  Thos. 
Sherburne,  Esq.  Ueotennant  of  the  same  Isle,  Thorstan 
Tydcslcjr,,  Esq.  his  Receiver  Generall,  Morgan  Johnes 
his  Auditor,  John  Fleminge,  Capn.  of  Man,  Thomas 
TyMesley,  Waterbayhft  of  Man,  John  Gardner,  Omip- 
troller  of  Mann^  Edward  Coriull,  one  of  the  Deemsters 
of  Mann,  Hobert  Cadcoats,  Receirer  of  the  Castle  of 
Man,  Piers  Anderson,  Receiver  of  the  Pede  in  Man,  to 
be  his  Commissioners  for  the  hearinge,  orderinge,  and 
reforminge  of  the  Premises,  acconKnge  to  Eqoitf  and 
Justice,  by  Force  of  which  Commission,  upon  Sum- 
mons and  Warning  given  by  the  said  Commissioners  to 
the  said  Partys,  the  foresaid  Bishopp,  and  Thomas, 
Abbott  of  Rushen,  with  diverse  others  the  Clergie  of 
the  same  Isle,  and  all  other  Persons  above  named  of  the 
other  Party,  and  a  great  Multitude  of  the  same  lale^ 
appeared  in  their  proper  Persons  before  the  said  Comr

was  alleadged  by  the  said  Bishopp,  Abbott,  and  Clergy, 
that  if  any  Person,  whether  it  be  Man  or  Woman, 
Wife  or  Child,  dwelling  in  the  same  Isle^  having  Goods 
at  his  or  their  Deathes,  shall  pay  to  the  Clergy  the 
Value  of  XX*.  besides  all  Debts  which  is  call^  free 
Goodes,  and  having  Power,  by  the  Custome  of  the  said 
Isle,  to  make  a  Will  of  the  said  Goodes,  that  the  Exe- 
cutors or  Administrators  of  every  such  Person  shall  pay 
to  the  Church  for  Corpsepresents  of  everie  Person  soe 
deceased,  the  best  Beefe  or  Horse  that  he  or  they  hai^ 
or  els  \]  s.  in  Money,  at  the  Ellection  of  the  said  Exe- 
cutor or  Administrator  shall  pay  to  the  Con5present« 
such  of  the  best  Cloaths  or  Apparel  d  the  Person  de- 
ceased as  the  Church  have  used  to  take,  or  els  iij«.  ilijd, 
in  Money,  at  the  Election  of  the  Church  and  the  said 
Clergy; 

Moreover  the  ssid  Clergy  alleadge  that  they  ha4 
taken  and  ought  to  have  of  Right  and  Custome  of  evenf 
Person  brewing  any  Ale,  in  ReccH&pence  of  the  Tith 
thereof,  certfdn  Pottles  of  Ale. 

Also  the  said  Clergy  alledge  that  they  ought  to  have 
certaine  Money  of  such  Marriage  Goods  as  b  given  h^ 
Marriage  to  any  Man  with  his  Wife  at  their  Marriage, 
in  Recompence  of  the  Tith  thereof;  and  over  this  the

Fh^  we  find  by  Veittie  of  onr'O&thes,  that  alt  Fel- 
loft's  Gkxxles,  as  Hortcs  and  Mayres,  Oxen  and  Kyne, 
above  two  Yeares  old  belong  to  the  Lord  bv  his  Roy- 
alty; and  those  that  be  two  Yeares  and  under,  belong' 
to  the  Coroner.  Also  all  Sheep  Aat  be  of  a  Yeare  old 
and  under,  we  have  seen  given  to  the  Coroner.  And 
if  there  be  a  broken  Rook  of  Oafees,  we  have  seen  the 
Covoher  have  the  PeHon's  Part  thereof,  which  Cause 
we  remitt  unto  the  Lord.  And  all  Sheep  above  a 
Yeare  old,  with  all  other  Com  being  not  broken,  all 
whole  falls  to  the  Lord. 

Also  all  Swine  of  what  Age  soever  they  be  with  all 
other  Goods,  belongeth  to  the  Lord,  except  the  Corbes, 
that  should  partaine  to  any  Heyre  by  the  Law  of  this 
Land,  all  those  we  find  the  Coroner  shotdd  have. 

Also  all  Goa^tes,  we  find,  should  belong  to  the  Queen 
of  this  Land. 

We  find  if  any  forfeit  his  Goodes  to  the  Lord  by 
Felony,  his  Wife  shall  not  forfeit  her  Part  of  Goods, 
becouse  ^e  Woman  is  but  sul^ect  and  obedient  to  the 
Man.

Servants,  and  then  his  Duty  is  to  have  a  Groa^te  of  every 
such  Offender,  ^nd  vd.  of  every  such  Fellon*

Poart  of  Douglas  in  the  said  Isle,  to  and  for  the  Use  of 
the  said  Owners,  520  Barrels  of  Wheat,  every  Hun-

Archdeacon. 

Also^  aU  Parsons,  Viocars  of  the  Thirds  or  Pention 
instituted,  shall  always  choose  their  Fishing  Boat  at 
Easter  Tune,  and  their  Scoute  at  Herring  Fishing 
Time,  whether  their  fisbiiig  be  about  this  Land  oc 
elsewhere. 

Also,  that  every  one  that  dyeth  intestate,  that  the 
Bopp  or  his  Vicar  General  shall  constitute,  ordame  his 
Children  (legitimately  begotten)  to  be  jointly  Executors^ 
provided  always  those  being  unmarried,  and  those  that 
are  manyed  their  Dowry  cutteth  them  o£f  for  baving 
any  furtbnr  Portion  of  Groodes.

iU0oe,  Legaeys  are  to  be  paid  withia  ^j  Days  after 
the  Probacion  of  the  Will. 

Aboe,  that  aM  Tyth  Com  be  reeehred  by  the  Tenth 
Stoke  for  casting  the  Tenth  Sheafe  in  the  Sean  or 
Farrow  wm  never  used  nor  heard  of;  and  for  evryiag  of 
itat  Tith  Com  away,  t)ie  Parson  or  Proctor  is  at  libi^y  to 
carry  it  the  next  Way,  keepmg  the  Husbandman  harm*- 
less,  maiking  the  Ditch  in  the  same  Sort,  or  as  able  as  it 
was,  or  as  he  found  it. 

Alsoe,  that  no  Husbandman  do  lead  any  Come  or 
Hay  before  sufficient  Waming  and  Knowledge  be  givca 
to  the  iWson,  Vicar,  or  Proctor,  when  that  the  Com  is 
auffident  ^y  and  able  to  be  stadced,  airf  the  Hay  idso.

Also,  if  any  do  lead  or  staek  their  Com  in  Contim»^

Proctor^  for  the  Tith  thoreof,  that  them  the  Sumimr 
at  the  Aj^xmitment  of  the  Ordinaiy,  with  two  honeAt 
Neighbour  or  more,  have  used  to  cast  dowa  their 
Stackesy  and  take  forth  their  Tythes;  and  the  said 
Husbandman  shall  make  all  Charges  for  casting  down 
Che  Stackes,  and  making  iq>  again;  and  further,  to  be 
punished  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Ordinary  for  the

Also,  all  Tjih.  Flax  and  Hemp  is  to  be  brought  tb 
the  Parish  Church  with  the  Seed  thereof. 

Also,  that  every  one  do  bring  into  their  Parish 
Church  their  Tyth  Cheese  and  their  Butter  truely; 
that  is  to  say,  once  every  Month  the  xxiiij  Houm 
Milk  made  in  a  Cheese  or  Butter,  beginning  in  the 
Month  of  M«y;  and  so  of  the  Monthes  of  June,  July, 
August,  September,  and  October:  And  m  case  any.d» 
make  Cheese  or  Buttery  and  do  not  bring  in  as  is 
afibresaid,  in  case  they  be  searched  to  be  found 
withal,  then  to  forfeitt  all  the  Cheese  mi  Butter 
that  is  so  taken. 

Also,  those  that  depose  that  they  have  neither  Butter 
nor  Cl^ese  made  within  any  of  the  said  Monthes^  thai 
then  if  they  have  one  Milk  Cow  to  pay  ijcL,  out  of  every 
Farrow  Cow  jii»  out  of  eight  Sheep  ijdLp  and  out  of  io) 
Goates  ijd. 

Also,  the  Sumner  hath  f<»r  his  Paines  and  Doty  doing 
one  principall  Cheese;  in  like  Manner  hath  the  Parson^ 
Clark,  Vicar,  or  Curat^  for  writing  all  Thbg3  piderij 
belonging  to  the  Tyth  Cheese. 

Also,  that  every  one  do  bring  into  their  Foulds  aU 
theh*  Sheep  and  Lambs  at  su<£  Time  as  the  Parson, 
Vicar,  or  Proctor,  shall  appoint,  either  in  the  fatter  end- 
of  die  Month  of  May,  or  els  in  the  Month  of  June^  ta 
pay  truly  their  Tyth  Lamb  and  Wool  without  any 
Fraud  or  Deceipt  j  that  is  to  say,  out  of  8  one  Laml^ 
md  so  out  of  9, 10, 11,  or  12,  but  one  Lamb;  provided 
idways,  that  if  the  Husbandman  pay  one  Lamb  or  more^ 
be  shall  have  Choice  of  two  Lambs,  and  then  the  Pro<^ 
tax  where  he  pleaseth  of  the  re$t.

shall  give  or  take;  and  if  their  be  but  2  or  3  Lambs^ 
then  Ob.  out  of  every  Lamb. 

Abo,  every  one  that  hath  wild  Sheep  or  Lambs  dwt 
eannot  be  brought  to  fold,  then  the  nroctor  hath  used 
to  depose  them  «pon  a  Book  what  Woo)  and  Lambf 
they  have,  and  so  to  pay  truly  rtie  Tyth  thereof. 

Also,  whoever  dotb  convey  or  hide  Ms  Lambs  from 
Place  to  Place,  and  from  Parish  to  Parish,  for  deceiving 
of  the  Church,  if  it  can  be  so  proved,  then  Restitudoa 
to  be  made  three  fould. 

Also,  that  all  Proctors  ought  at  Martinmas  T^mt 
to  put  in  a  Book  all  small  Tythes  within  the  Parisfaes^ 
that  is  to  say.  Purrs,  OUves,  and  CoKs,  and  to  receive 
them  from  the  Husbandman  at  Easter  Timei"  and  out 
of  8,  9,  or  10,  one  Purr,  imd  out  of  12  but  one  P^ir; 
and  hi  like  Manner  of  Calves  and  Coults;  provicbA 
dwayes  that  the  Husbandman  shall  choose  one  or  two 
out  of  the  Whole  of  the  best  when  he  payeth  one  or 
more,  either  Purrs,  Calves,  or  CoItSv 

Also,  when  any  Man  hath  but  5  Purrs,  Calves,  or 
Colts,  then  the'Husbandnmn  shall  have  one  Choice^ 
and  liien  the  Proctor  to  praise  the  next,  and  the  Hos* 
bandman  to  take  or  give ;  and  if  die  Husbandman  haA 
but  three  Calves,  he  shall  pay  out  of  every  one  Ob,  out 
of  3  Colts  3d.  And  whereas  the  Proctor  hath  not  had 
fbr  vj  or  vij  Lambs  but  Half  a  Lamb,  then  he  may  take 
out  of  4  Lambs  Halfe ;  in  like  Manner  of  Purrs,  Calves^ 
and  Colts« 

Also  concerning  Tyth  Geese,  they  are  to  be  taken 
after  the  same  Order,  and  most  comonly  taken  in  the 
Month  of  December:  And  as  for  Tyth  Eggs,  they  are 
to  be  taken  at  Easter,  and  are  the  Begining  of  tiie 
Annual  Fruites  next  ensuing;  for  every  Hen  one  Egg, 
and  for  the  only  Cock  two  Eggs. 

Also  concerning  Honey  and  Tyth  Wax,  if  there  be 
6,  9,  or  10  Hives  of  that  Year,  then  the  Husbandman 
shall  hava  two  Choices,  or  out  of  Twelve^  and  the 
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F^roetor  shall  have  the  AM  Choice  Hive  for  Ty th ;  and 
if  in  case  there  be  but  5  Hyves,  the  Husbancknan  shall 
have  one  Choice,  and  the  Proctor  shaU  praise  the  next 
Choice,  and  the  Husbandman  to  give  or  take ;  but 
when  there  is  but  2  or  3  Hy ves,  then,  after  the  Wax 
and  Honey  is  purified,  they  shall  take  the  Tyth  thereof 
justly  and  truly:  And  whereas  the  Proctor  hath  not 
kad  out  of  6  or  7  Hyves  but  Half  a  Hyve,  then  he 
may  take  out  4  Hyres,  Half  an  Hive* 

Also,  every  Master  of  every  Firiiiog  Boat  shall  cause 
all  the  Fbh  to  be  brought  above  the  full  Sea  Mark,  and 
Aexe  to  pay  truly  the  Tyth ;  and  if  they  will  not  truely 
pay,  then  the  Master  shall  make  five  Shiures  of  all  h^ 
Fish,  and  the  Proctor  shall  appoint  to  be  divided  what 
Share  he  will ;  the  Mastew  must  divide ;  the  Proctor 
shall  choose  in  that  Order,  because  it  hath  no  Ufe. 

Alsoy  when  Henicg  Fishing  is,  the  Proetor  shall  Uke 
his  Tyth  where  the  £k)at  doth  ground  and  laud ;  if  tlia 
Boates  land  in  another  Parish  then  their  own,  tiiey  pay 
Half  Tythe  there  for  their  kuading,  except  it  be  of  such 
Boates  as  are  in  the  first  Article  specified.  Bishop^ 
Archdeacon,  or  Parscm,  instituted  their  Boates^  are  free, 
and  pay  no  Tythings* 

And  if  there  be  any  Salmon  Fishes  tahen^  either  in 
Salt  Water  or  in  Fresh,  the  Tyth  theroof  is  to  be  paid. 
Also,  all  those  Boates  that  fish  either  in  Engkuid  or 
Ireland)  either  for  Herring  or  Gray  Fish,  is  to  agree  for 
Halfe  their  Tythe  at  their  coming  Home,  with  their 
own  Parson,  Vicar,  or  Proctor ;  and  in  case  they  bring 
any  Fresh  Herrings,  not  having  paid  Halfo  Tythe  there, 
they  must  pay  Whole  Tyth  here. 

Also,  whereas  the  Sumner,  Parson,  and  Clerk,  take 
Pains  in  gathering  Wooll  and  Lamb,  having  witli  them 
one  Horse  a-pece,  and  in  like  Manner  one  Sa^k  for 
Carriage  of  the  Wooll ;  then  either  of  them  to  have  one 
choice  Lamb  and  ooe  Fleece  of  Wooll  paid  oat  of  the 
Tyth, 

Also  as  oonoeming  the  Sumner*^  Duty  of  Come,  he 
must  have  a  Band  of  three  Lengths  of  thiee  principal 
Coru^  Porcion  aMko  paid  from  every  Husfaaadgian,  and 
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he  imiM  call  witluiKhe  Chiireb  with  the  Advfee  of  the 
Victtr  or  Cufate  all  such  Things  as  he  is  requested  of 
the  Parish  that  is  gone  or  lost  aad  ought  to  stand  at    C' 
die  Chancell  Door  at  Tfane  of  Service  to  whip  and  beafc  ^^ 
all  the  Dotfgs. 

Also,  when  the  Sumner  is  requited  by  the  Ordintfrf 
to  bring  any  OtHe^tnitt  to  Prison,  he  hath  for  Ids  Pains 
4d.  and  in  13ce  Manner  the  Porter  iiijd*  of  the  same 
Offiendet ;  and  when  atiy  is  irregular  or  disobedient 
unto  the  Sumn^  and  Ordmaty,  Uien  the  Ordinary  hath 
iaed  to  send  for  &yd  unto  the  Constable  of  the  Castle 
or  of  the  Peele,  who  presently  ought  to  gend  a  Soldier 
to  bring  such  Offender  to  the  Bii^q>  his  Prison ;  and 
the  same  SoMiet  to  hay^  (or  his  Pains  d  every  suob 
Oieinier  at  the  Dueretidn  of  the  Ordinary* 

Also,  if  in  case  any  do  bequeath  a  Corbe'  or  Hyfe* 
loorae  for  a  L^ac^  the  same  shall  not  be  given,  but 
Value  thereof  with  i)tscretion. 

Also,  it  M  aecnstonied  that  all  Men  of  Occupation, 
what  Science  soever  they  be  of,  b  to  pay  for  the  Tyth 
of  the  same  ncL  yearly,  although  he  use  it  but  three 
Hmes  in  <he  Yeare ;  provided  always,  that  all  Appren- 
tices, during  the  Time  of  their  Ap^:entioeshipp  pay 
nothing. 

Also,  all  Persons  that  are  marryed  and  unmarryed, 
that  hi^e  received  Ae  Communion  before,  pay  ijd.  every 
Eft^ter  for  four  Offering  Days ;  but  in  Case  that  be  the 
first  Time  that  any  Person  doth  receive,  he  payeth  but 
an  Ob.  which  the  Curate  must  have,  and  he  shall  ^l* 
amine  all  such  of  their  Beliefe. 

Also,  every  Parish  hath  that  liberty,  that  they  may 
chuse  their  Clark,  but  the  Ordinary  must  authorize^ 
accept,  Mftd  allow  of  him  to  be  sufficient  and  able  for 
that  Ofiiee ;  and  in  every  Time  of  Visitation,  and  other 
Business,  fost  the  Parish  must  send  to  the  Clark,  and 
the  Claric  come  to  the  Priest  and  watt  upon  him. 

Also,  the  Clark's  Due  his  standing  Wages  is  a  groat 
out  of  every  Plow,  if  the  Rowes  plow  but  three  Furrows 
wMhu  the  Year;  and  those  that  have  no  Plowed  and 
lteq>  Slbeak^  payeth  aoniially  jd. 
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Also,  the  Clark  must  have  of  every  Man  that  depart^ 
eth  this  life,  being  able  to  pay,  a  whole  Corsepresent 
xxjd  or  els  his  Apparell,  as  was  used  in  old  Time  ;  and 
of  a  Woman  xvijd.  or  els  such  Dutyes  as  were  used  in 
old  Time ;  and  of  the  Poor,  all  Debts  being  paid,  to  be 
reasonablv  agreed  withalt. 

Also,  the  Clark's  Silver  on  the  South  Side  of  the  Isle 
is  xjd.,  and  the  Headpenny,  of  the  which  xijd.,  the  Cu- 
rate hath  vijd.,  the  F^sh  Clark  iiid,  and  dbe  P^u^on's 
Clark  ijd.,  and  upon  the  North  Side  xvd. 

Also,  in  ease  a  poor  Man  or  Woman  depart,  and 
there  is  not  wherewithal!  to  pay  the  Clark's  Silver,  then 
the  Clark  shall  have  no  Duty,  but  the  Duty  to  be  sold 
to  pay  the  Headpenny'  and  Clark's  Silver }  and  if  any' 
want,  the  next  of  Kin,  both  of  Father's  and  Mother'^s' 
Side,  legitimately  begotten,^  is  to  make  it  out ;  because 
if  the  Party  which  departed  were  wealthy,  and  made  no 
Will,  they  should  be  bis  Executors, 

Also,  all  Gleebe  Lands  pertaining  to  spirituall  Men, 
that  is  to  say,  Bbhop,  Archdeacon,  Parson,  Vicar, 
Curate,  or  Clark,  if  the  Executors  or  Assignes  do  sow 
any  of  the  said  Gleebe  Land  before  Easter  Day,  they 
shall  have  all  such  Come  as  is  sowen,  with  the  ftrofitt 
thereof,  and  shall  be  at  Liberty  to  reape  the  said  Come, 
and  carry  it  away. 

Also,  if  either  Bishop,  Archdeacon,  Farmer,  P^on, 
or  Viccar,  having  Leases,  do  depart  this  Life  after 
Twelve  of  the  Clock  past  upon  Easter  Day,  their  Exe- 
cutors or  Assignes  have  ever  been  accustomed  to  have 
and  enjoy  all  the  Proffitts  of  that  Yeare  until  Easter  Day 
next  ensuing,  and  shall  find  and  see  the  Cure  served 
and  discharged. 

Also,  whereas  Parsons  and  Proctors  havii^  Tithes 
being  fer  of,  and  cannot  convenientiy  bring  them  home, 
it  hath  been  accustomed  to  draw  and  stack  the  same 
in  the  Husbsmdman's  Haggard  without  any  Trouble  or 
Let. 

Also,  all  those  which  are  suspected  of  Sorcerrie  or 
Witchcraft,  and  are  presented  by  the  Chapter  Quest, 
then  the  Ordinary  doth  examine  all  such  Causes ;   and 
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findii^  any  Scispidon,  shall  appoint  another  Jury  of 
honest  probable  Men  within  the  same  Parisb»  and  doth 
commit  the  Party  suspected  in  the  meane  Time  to  the 
Bishop  his  Prison;  And  all  the  Offences  and  Crimes 
the  Jury  do  find  or  can  prove,  the  Ordinary  shall 
write ;  and  if  the  Jury  can  bring  or  prove  any  notorious 
Fact  or  Crime  done  by  the  said  Person,  then  the  Ordi- 
nary doth  deliver  the  same  Person  out  of  the  BislK)p's 
Prison  to  my  Lord's  Goale  and  Court. 

Also,  it  hath  been  accustomed  the  Ordinary  to  take 
for  every  Citation  vjd.  for  every  Suspendon  xviijd.,  and 
for  Excommunication  ij^.  vjd^  and  if  the  Elxcommuni- 
eated  will  not  appear,  it  hath  been  used  to  send  for  a 
Soldier  to  bring  the  Offender  to  the  fiish<^'.s  Prison. 
.  Also,  when  any  great  Offence  is  worthy  of  Excom- 
munication, then  the  Ordinary  hath  been  used  to  take 
for  the  Excommunication,  Absolucion,  and  receiving  all 
such  Persons  into  the  Church  again,  x*. 

Also,  all  Parishioners  are  hound  to  maintaine  and 
keep  upp  the  Body  of  the  Church  within  and  without, 
with  ail  Ornaments,  Bookes,  and  other  Necessaries; 
and  the  P^son  is  bound  to  repair  and  keep  In  good 
Order  the  Chancell. 

Also,  all  Churchwardens  must  be  appointed  and 
swome  once  a  Yeare  to  see  good  Orders  be  kept  in  the 
Church  and  Church-yard,  their  Church-yard  IKtch  to 
be  well  made,  and  to  make  a  true  and  just  Accompt  to 
their  Parishioners  four  Times  in  the  Yeare.  * 

Also,  when  any  Irishman  or  Scotchman  is  found  irre- 
gulai:,  or  hath  cpmitted  any  notorious  Crime,  they  shall 
not  be  comttted  to  the  Bishop  his  Prison  within  the 
Peele,  but  shall  be  comitted  to  the  Moar's  Tower  with- 
in the  Castle,  or  elswhere  by  Discretion. 

Also,  all  Curates  hyred  from  Easter  to  i^aster,  or 
longer,  shall  give  a  Quarter  of  a  Yeare's  Warning  be- 
fore Easter  Day  to  his  Master,  in  case  his  Will  be  to 
depart  and  go  away  from  him ;  ^nd  in  like  Manner  the 
Master  shall  give  a  Quarter  of  a  Yeare's  Warning  to 
iiis  Curate  in  case  he  will  put  him  away;  provided 
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idwiyff,  that  the  OrdiMry  shall  place  aad  tfaplaoe  all 
iueh  Curates  at  his  Discretion. 

Also,  it  hath  been  accustomed  when  the  Ordiiiary 
sends  any  Citacon  Abroad  for  the  keening  of  SpviluaU 
Courts,  Chq)ters,  or  any  other  weighty  Matters,  then 
the  Ordinary  to  send  to  the  General  &unner,  and  he 
with  all  Speed,  to  send  them  Abroad. 

Also,  if  any  Parson,  Viccar  of  the  Third  or  P^ckm 
do  depart,  and  no  other  be  enstailed  within  six  Months 
from  £a^  next  ensuing  the  departure,  the  Bishop  or 
Ordinanr  shall  take  it  in  ttapse,  if  it  be  not  in  the  Guaft 
of  the  Lord  of  this  Land  or  Isle. 

Also,  it  was  accustomed  that  all  instituted  Vioears 
of  Pention,  heretofore  having  five  Maries  Stipend,  should 
have  four  Nobles  in  Tyt^s  <rf'  the  old  Sum  at  the  least. 


The  BOOK  qf  the  CUSTOMARY  STATUTES  of 
the  Isle  of  Man. 

Memorandum,  the  13th  Day  of  July,  1577- — 
That  all  the  whole  Customes  which  were  by  m?  Lord 
his  Commandment  put  in  writing  by  us  his  two 
Deemsters,  were  proclaimed  to  be  holden  for  Law  att 
the  Tynwald  Day  at  St.  John's  Chappell,  the  Day 
and  Year  above  written. 

Certain  Old  Customes  given  for  Law,  which  have 
never  been  put  in  Writing,  but  used  and  allowed 
of  long  Time  heretofore. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  if  any  Man  dye,  the 
Wife  to  have  the  one  Half  of  all  Ws  Goodes,  move- 
able and  immoveable,  and  the  Debts  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  Whole ;  and  also  the  Wife  to  have  the  (me  Halfe 
of  the  Tenement  wherein  she  dwelleth  during  her 
Widowhood* 
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AkOf  we  five  for  hecWf  that  if  there  }>e  any  Maa  or 
Woman  that  mlsllke  their  Children's  Behaviour,  tlie 
Parties  making  their  Will  before  tlie  Priest  and  Clarke, 
QT  sitffict^[it  Witnesses,  that  then  if  the  Parties  doe 
bequeath  to  their  said  Children  but  vjd.  they  can  elaime  /* 
DO  More  for  their  Childe's  Part  of  Gk>odes9  except  they 
^e  without  any  Will  making,  and  then  all  the  Children 
are  Executors  by  the  Law;  and  if  they  make  their 
Wills,  they  may  give  their  Goodes  and  make  Executors 
whom  they  please. 

Also,  we  g^ve  for  Law,  diat  if  one  Man  having  any 
Action  the  one  against  the  other,  it  is  lawful  for  the 
Moare  to  summon  the  same  Party  at  the  Request  of  the 
Flandff  at  the  Parish  Church,  and  the  said  Moare  to 
have  two  Witnesses  with  him  at  their  summoning. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  whosoever  is  summoned, 
and  doth  not  appear  when  he  is  called  in  Court,  that 
the  Deemster  doth  call  in  the  Moare  with  two  Wit^ 
nesses,  one  on  every  Hand  of  him,  and  to  sweare  ths^ 
they  heard  such  a  man  summoned,  then  he  is  to  bi 
putt  in  vjd.  fine  to  the  Lord. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  the  Parties  whom  he  hs^ 
summoned,  the  other  shall  enter  his  Action  by  taking 
of  the  Law,  and  there  to  be  received  what  Ijoss  or 
Hindrance  is  done  unto  him ;  and  then  at  the  next 
Court  holden  he  is  to  be  summoned  againe,  and  if  he  do 
not  appear,  the  Moare  must  do  as  is  aforesaid,  and  he 
shall  enter  his  Accon  againe,  and  the  Sume  of  his 
Losses  in  that  Accon  as  he  shall  think  good  to  say  for 
himselfe ;  and  then  the  P^urty  shall  be  putt  in  vjd.  Fine 
againe,  which  is  the  second  Time. 

Also,  we  give  for  Iiaw,  that  if  there  be  any  Man  who 
hath  b^n  summoned  thiice,  and  doth  not  appeare  at 
the  third  Court  holden  being  sununoned  as  is  aforesaid, 
then  the  Party  to  come  in  and  enter  his  Accon,  and 
what  Losses,  Costs,  and  Hindrances  he  doth  alledge  or 
lay  to  his  Charge,  he  is  to  pay  the  Whole,  and  be  putt 
in  6d.  fine  to  my  Lord. 

Also,  we  ^ve  for  Law,  that  whosoever  doth  take 
miy  Man's  Goodes  and  bring  it  to  the  Pinfold,  he  shall 
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acnd  to  Mm  that  oweth  the  Groodes  to  loose  them  hyi 
and  the  Party  that  taketh  the  said  Goodes  must  send 
Word  to  him  that  oweth  it  with  convenient  Speed, 
knowing  the  Owner ;  and  the  Owner  not  being  known, 
to  be  called  in  the  Parish  Church  upon  the  next  Sun- 
day^ or  in  the  Markett ;  if  that  then  he  will  not  do  as 
is  afores^d,  to  give  his  Goodes  Water  once  a  Day ; 
and  if  they  dye,  he  can  have  no  Mends^  for  thqr  are 
lost  in  his  own  Default. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  if  any  Person  or  Personi 
having  occasion  to  take  the  Law  one  against  another, 
if  that  he  find  him  vrithin  the  Court,  he  may  by  Law 
take  him  by  the  Arm  and  bring  him  before  the  Deem- 
sters, and  set  bis  Foot  upon  his,  and  take  the  Law  of 
him,  altho  he  never  summoned  him. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  whosoever  hath  his 
Goodes  brought  to  the  Lord's  Pinfold  shall  have  the 
Goodes  given  him  again  the  first  Time  free,  without 
paying  him  any  thing  for  them;  and  if  they  come  the 
second  Time,  the  Lord  to  have  an  Ob.  for  every  Beast's 
Foot  as  oft  as  they  shall  come  afterward,  v^rhereof  the 
one  Half  to  go  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Pinfold. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  whosoever  is  apprehended 
for  Felony,  and  is  condemned  by  the  Deemsters  to  dye, 
the  P^y  that  sueth  him  to  Death  can  have  no  more 
than  b  found  in  his  Hands  which  he  b  arraigned  for, 
and  condemned  by  the  Law,  altho'  he  confess  that  he 
bad  more ;  for  that  which  he  had  b  my  Lord's  by  his 
Rnerogative. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  the  Coroners  shall  every 
Court  Day  present  whosoever  they  be  that  have  dis- 
obeyed his  Yard  in  my  Lord  his  Amurs ;  these  Ofiend- 
ers  then  are  to  foe  fined  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Officers^ 
and  according  to  Law« 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  the  Moares  shall,  every 
Court  Day,  present  all  them  who  have  disobeyed  their 
Yards,  and  th^n  th^  are  to  be  fined  as  afForesaid. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  whosoever  keepeth  any 
Lidgates,  being  Highvrays  to  the  Forest,  to  draw  their 
Tuiff  and  ling,  and  to  drive  their  Goodes  tp  the  Com^ 
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Imons,  that  such  Persons  as  use  that  said  Way  shall  psf 
to  him  that  keeps  the  said  Gates  an  Ob.  at  the  End  of 
every  seven  Yeares ;  and  if  that  it  be  betwixt  Neighbours^ 
they  to  make  it  among  them,  and  to  take  the  Ob«  of 
every  Man  at  Time  appointed* 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  when  Controvenrr  fells 
between  Party  and  Party  for  any  Manner  of  Causey 
that  then  the  Party  Plaintiff  shall  bring  with  him  two 
honest  Men  to  sweare  with  him  to  witness  Trueth,  ac- 
cording to  the  Lawes,  soe  that  they  Witness  to  their 
own  Knowledges*  ^  .     . 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  whereas  2  or  3  Tennants  ,^^/0  c 
dwelling  on  one  Farme,  holding  the  said  Ground  with- 
out Lease,  that  if  one  of  them  that  comes  last  cause 
the  Ground  to  be  divided,  he  must  divide  it  himselfe» 
and  give  the  eldest  his  Choice :  and  so  may  he  that  is 
youngest  in  that  Ground. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  all  Manner  of  Tennants, 
as  well  my  Lord's  as  others,  shall  make  a  sufficient 
Ditch  to  defend  his  Goodes  from  his  Neighbours,  that 
is  to  know  such  a  Ditch  as  shall  defend  Horse  or  Cow, 
and  to  be  made  from  the  Annuntiation  of  our  Blessed 
Lady  till  Michaelmas,  and  to  keep  a  sufficient  Herd  to 
keep  their  Beast  from  doing  Injury  one  to  the  other. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  all  Manner  of  Persona 
dwelling  upon  our  Lord  his  Land  shall  enter  at  the 
Court  holden  at  May  upon  the  Farme,  and  the  old 
Tennant  to  go  his  way,  soe  that  the  new  Tennant  may 
enter  upon  the  Grass,  because  he  pays  the  setting 
Turff;  provide!  always,  that  the  old  Tennant  shall 
have  the  Cropp  which  he  may  take  with  his  Sickle  or 
Sytb,  as  well  Grass  as  Come;  and  also  he  ought  to 
have  of  the  Eddish  as  ffluch  as  he  can  eat  with  his 
Beast  from  Morning  till  xij  a  Clock,  and  the  new 
Tennant  to  have  the  Afternoon's  Grass,  and  soe  con- 
tinue until  he  Iiave  stacked  hii  Come,  and  then  to  have 
no  inore  Grass  at  all;  but  he  ought  to  have  a  Bame  to 
thresh  his  Come  in,  and  other  House,  at  the  Discretion 
of  the  Deemsters  for  the  Time,  and  the  old  Tennant  to 
pay  the  Yeare's  Rent. 
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Ako,  we  ^ve  ftir  Law^  that  all  Manner  of  VertKm  <ft 
Persons  that  goeth  to  my  Lord  his  Forrest  for  Turff 
and  Ling  ought  to  pay  the  Forrester  an  Ob. ;  and  if  the 
Party  do  putt  in  stoned  Horses  and  Cattle^  he  ought  to 
pay  a  Penny  Hal^nny. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  the  Deemsters  ought  to 
have  one  Choice  Servant  out  of  every  Sheading  at 
Allhollowtide,  and  likewise  at  May  for  Maid  Servants, 
or  more  if  it  be  needfiill  for  them. 

Also,  We  give  for  Law,  that  the  Moares  mefat  to 
have  their  Choice  Servants  within  their  Parishes  at 
AUhollowtide,  and  likewise  at  May  a  Woman  Servant. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  all  instituted  Parsons, 
ind  Viccars  of  Third  or  Viccars  of  Pencion,  ought  to 
have  his  Brige  and  Staff;  that  is  to  say,  if  they  have  a 
Man  Servant  that  cometh  to  them  of  tus  own  free  WiHj 
he  ought  not  to  be  taken  from  them. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  all  Manner  of  Temiants 
that  botf  my  L(ml  but  a  P^nny  Rent,  shall  pay  th« 
Coroner's  Fee;  and  if  that  he  commit  Pellony,  or  an^ 
other  Trespass,  my  Lord  ought  to  have  his  Goodes  by 
the  Prerogative  dl  his  Lawes,  whose  Tennant  soever  ht 
Be. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  the  Deemsters  may  give 
Sentence  three  several  Times  for  Corhes  to  three  sundry 
Persons  one  aiW  another,  and  the  fourth  Person  come 
afterward  he  looseth  his  Right  for  his  long  tarrieing. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  if  any  Man  dye,  his  Wife 
to  have  the  one  Halfe  of  his  unmovable  Goodes,  and 
the  third  P^  moveable  Goodes,  having  Children;  and 
If  he  have  none,  she  ought  to  have  the  one  Halfe  of  ail 
the  Goodes,  whatsoever  it  bee,  provided  that  the  Church 
Dutys  be  paid  of  the  Dead's  nxi ;  and  all  the  temporal 
Debts  to  be  paid  out  of  the  whole  Goodes. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  whereas  Controversy  fUIt 
between  Phrty  and  Party,  he  who  is  the  Defendant  must 
aweare  with  honest  Witnesses  widi  him  to  their  own 
Knowledges. 

Also,  we  give  for  Law,  that  all  Persons  who  bear  6d. 
Rent  to  my  Lord  ought  to  mako  tbek  Aiffnxmce  ai 
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^vmey  Court  faoWea  widim  the  ShefMttn^  ivbcrefai'thcgf 
-dwell ;  aad  if  ike^  do  not  ifipear.wfaen  and  wliefee  th^ 
ore  dtted,  they  ou^bt  io  be  fiaed  by  the  Dtscr^ioii  ^t 
the  Governor  and  Officers. 

Also,  vn  gi¥e  for  Iaw,  that  if  any  Mxmi  bavinj;  b«lt 
one  GhikI,  tke  next  of  Kin  of  the  F$ther'g  Side.«hidl 
We  tike  Custody  of  tke  Child  and  all  his  Goodea  till 
xiiij  Yeares  of  Age^  and  then  he  nMjr.^idose''t(>  gb  tt> 
^hom  he  pleMe )    pfOviding  ab^^  that  if  the  Child 

t^  being  under  Kiilj  Yearea  of  Age,  then  tte  md 
oodes  io  dome  to  the  next  of  .Kin  upon  the  Fathec^s 
Side,  beiMl^tunatdiy  begotten;  and  if  Ihe  ftaid  Goliifa 
e€We  by  Ws  Mother'is  Stde^  then  the  iiext  of  Kin  by^ihe 
Mc^ther  to  have  it  as  aflbvesaidj  if  thel«  be  two  CUl- 
dveoy  Atn  the  Father's  Side  to  ha^  d}0  Vdnngc^  aoA 
4h'  odier  Kindrod  fto  hairfe  the  «ldeat  ChUd^  wkh  hib 
Goodife.

I  find  in  the  Book  of  your  Lawes  delivered  me  by  the 
l>eeni^ster  Sknsbury  tiiese  two  Lawcs  following,  for 
Watch  and  Ward;  m  which,  as  there  is  great  Repug- 
nancies so  I  desire  it  to  be  resolved  whether  of  them 
remaine  In  /orcfe,  and  that  the  same  so  remained  may  be 
proiflaimed  and  made  known  to  the  People  of  this  Isle 
to  be  their  Law  for  the  keeping  of  the  said  Watch  antf 
Ward. 

Rrst,  Tliat  Watch  and  Ward  be  kept  tlirough  your 
S^  l<and  as  it  ought,  upon  Pain  of  Life  and  Limb ;  for 
wllosoever  fmletfi  any  ni^^ht  in  his  Ward,  forfeitetb  a 
Wfether^o  the  Warden  and  the  Warder,  a  second  night

It  is  ordered  that  all  Watches  and  Wardes  upon  (he 
Poorts  and  Coasts  of  the  Sea  be  well  and  duly  kept  ^ 
and  whosoever  feiles^  he  forfeits  all  his  Goodes  and 
Body  at  the  Lord's  WiM. 

The  Meaning  of  this  Statute  is,  that  if  the  Party  be

and  Goodes  to  my  Lord.

man and  Shipman  have  Lycence  as  oft  as  his  ProiBtt 
serveth,  to  England,  Ireland,  and  Wales,  so  that  he 
warrant  the  Lieutenant,  and  have  Lycence  to  go  and 
know  if  he  have  any  Business  and  Cause  to  the  Coasts 
they  go  unto,  or  back  again. 

This  to  stand  and  tJike  Effect  both  for  the  Farmer 
and  Merchants  of  the  Countrey  according  to  the  Statute. 
When  any  Man  maketh  Suit  to  carry  or  transport  any 
Stuff  or  Merchandize  out  of  this  Isle  into  any  Foreign 
Partis,  that  the  said  Captaine  shall  consult  with  the  rest 
of  the  Councell  there  once  in  a  Week  what  Wares  may 
best  be  spared  for  the  best  Commodities  of  the  Inha* 
bitants  of  the  said  Isle,  and  the  said  Captain,  with  the 
Advice  of  the  said  Councell,  shall  agree  upon  to  give 
Lycence;  and  all  those  Wares  soe  lycenced  to  be 
Bientioned  m  ^  Bill,  wltli  tlie  Quantity  thereof*  assigned 
With  tlie  Captain  his  Hanti  or  his  Deputy,  soe  that  there 
be  no  Wares  carryed  forth  but  such  as  is  lycenced,  and 
and  that  the  same  may  pay  Custom  according  to  the 
Lawes  of  the  Countrey ;  and  the  said  Bill  of  Lycence  to 
remmii  with  t}ie  Watarbayliff  until  bis  Accompts  be  at 
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41ie Xiord  Us  Anditt,  and  there  to  be  delherad;  audit 
way  more  may  be  found  than  is  lyeeoced^  the  same  t» 
be  forfeited. 

The  Captain  is  not  to  eall  the  rest  of  the  Coansell/or 
the  granting  of  Lycence  without  the  Complaint  of  the 
Countrey  for  Restraint^  and  for  the  Course  of  Lycence  to 
pay  their  Customes  as  tbejr  have  been  hitherto  ustd. 

Also  we  ^ve  for  Law,  that  a  Bastard  can  hssve  ne 
"Goodes,  except  tiiey  be  given  him  by  Will,  or  at  the 
Discretion  of  the  Oitlinaryupon  Chixity,  otherwise  ihef 
can  have  none  by  Law.

.  Nevextl^ele^s^  be  it  provided,  that  any  Man,  for  the 
Safeguard  of  his  goods  from  .the  Eneimy,  or  for  Fear  of 
any  other  Mischance,  may,  without  Danger  of  this  Law, 
lay  up  his  Treasui^  in  any  such  Place,  making  either 
his  Child,  or  any  other  Fnend,  privy  to  the  same ;  and 
that  any  such  Child  or  Friend  waj  lawfully  leoeive  $udi 
Treasnre  soe  hidden,  and  deliver  it  to  the  right  Ownf^r, 
without  any  Impeadiment  to  the  Lord  his  Prerogati^, 
provided  that  the  Party  thus  claiming  be  able  to  prove  .

As  in  every  weH-governed  Commoniyeaitb,  whole*- 
some  Statatesy  Orders,  and  Lawes  answerable  to  the 
Times,  are  usually  invei^ed,  prepared,  and  enacted  for 
Prevencion,  and  avoiding  of  such  present  and  future 
Annoyances,  Inconveniences  and  Lo^s,  as  the  Magis* 
tntes  find  the  Members  thereof  to  be  subject  unto  and 
to  suffer,  so  the  Government  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
Isle^  being  exemplary  of  antient  Custome,  guided  and 
provided  for  by  Uie  like  Ordinances;  we  tl^efore  the 
Captain,  I>eemsters,  Officers,  and  24  Keys,  having ' 
advisedly  observed  and  c(Misidered  the  manifold  Mis- 
deoieaners  and  evil  Accions  comitted  in  these  Times 
by  &f  aUe&ctors,  to  the  Ruin  and  Distmction  of  the 
Commonwealth,  doe  for  Remedy  thereof  ordaine,  enact, 
and  publbh^  to  be  executed  for  Law  henceforth,  as 
followeth : 

F^rst,  That  whensoever  any  Theef  shall  be  found  to 
steal  eiiber  Mutton,  Sheep,  Lamb,  Goate,  Kidd,  Swine, 
or  Piggy  the  same  shall  not  be  priced  bv  the  Jury  <rf 
Indictm^ot,  (as  hath  been  accurtomed,)  who  sonietimes 
valued  such  stolen  Goods  under  the  Worth  of  vjd.  Ob. 
thereby  out  of  a  foolish,  petty,  and  partiall  Riq^urd,  to 
extenuate  the  Rigor  of  Law  in  favour  of  the  Male&c- 
tors,  but  that  every  Sheex),  Mutton,  or  Lamb,  of  what 
Age  or  Worth  soever  it  be,  being  stoUeo,  hereafter 
shall  be  found  to  be  Fellony  in  the  Offender  to  Death, 
ipto  facto,  upon  the  Inquisition  taken,  without  valuing 
or  dLtinguishing  the  Price. 

Also,  that  the  stealing  and  cutting  of  Bee-hives  in 
Gardens  shall  be  Fellony  in  like  Manner  to  Deaths 
without  valuing  the  same. 

Also,  whereas  heretofore  such  as  have  stolen  Turff, 
ling,  Gorse,  robbed  Gardens,  clipped  other  Men's 
Sheep,  stollen  Com  and  Hay  out  of  Fields  and  Hag- 
gards, stollen  Geese,  Hens,  Ducks,  or  comitted  such 
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like  Pillfereys  and  Fellony,  have  all  of  them  been  coo* 
nyved  at^  and  slightly  letpass :  Be  it  therefore  ordabed, 
that  all  such  Manner  of  llieft,1f  it  amount  to  the  Value 
of  Sixpence  Ob.  shall  be  Fellony  to  Death  in  the  OiSeii- 
der,  and  under  the  Value  to  be  whipped,  or  sett  upon  a 
Wooden  Horse  ordained  for  such  Offen^rs,  at  the  Dis- 
cretion of  the  Captaine :  And  it  is  provided,  least  the 
simple  Jurors,  who,  in  such  Oases,  may  be  doubted,  will 
not  enter  into  due  Consideration  of  such  Fellony,  and 
esteem  to  their  full  Worthe :  Therefore  every  Coroner, 
soe  often  as  Cases  for  Inquirey  ci  these  Fellonys  happen 
to  fiaill  out,  shall  choose  and  Impannell  of  the  most 
sufficient  Men  in  the  Parishes  to  be  the  Jurors ;  and  if 
any  refuse  or  be  disobedient,  the  Coroner  forthwith,  using 
no  Delajrs,  to  present  th^m,  that*  they  may  be  fined, 
not  troubling  any  ot  the  24  Keyes  in  these  Sendses, 
dnkss  they  be  i^tially  commanded  tl^reunto  by  the 
Captain. 

Also,  if  any  Person  shall  hereafter  cut  Trees,  Plaints 
of  Trees,  or  Qincksetts,  upon  any  Man's  Temaement  or 
rented  Ground,*  he  ehM  pay  xs.  Fine,  without  Mitiga- 
don,  to  the  Lord's  Use,  being  of  Ability,  oAerwise  to 
be  whipped  throughoi^  all  the  Maricett  Towns  of  this 
isle. 

Also,  whosoever  shall  be  found  or  detected  to  pull 
Horse  Tayles  shall  be  punished  up<m  the  Wooden 
Horse,  thereon  to  continue  for  the  Space  of  two  Hours, 
and  to  be  whipped  naked  from  the  VV'aist  upwards* 

Also,  that  Children  entering  upon  their  Goods  and 
Livings  at  xiig  Yeares  of  Age  shall  not  be  at  Liberty  to 
make  Sail  or  dispose  of  the  same,  unless  iJiey  be 
enforced  thereunto  through  Necessity,  (before  the 
attaine  to  the  Age  of  xij  Yeares,)  and  that  made 
known  to  the  Captaine  and  the  rest  of  the  Officers. 

Also,  that  the  antient  Statute  Law  for  continuing  of 
Coroners  in  Office  more  than  one  Year  shall  be  revived 
and  put  in  Execution,  to  avoid  manv  Inounvenienees 
and  Wronges  that  otherwise  might  ledounde  as  wdl  to 
the  Lord  as  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Isle. 

Also^  that  noe  Cotterells  nor  ArtiiGcers  shall  be  lyable 
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lo  pay  any  Corbes^  bitt  Umi  they  skall  te  dl  devMeaU^ 
and  iMqaeathable  ai  otfier  GqKidi  akv  i  .  Aad  tliat  frosi 
ftoners  noe  Blaalsctt,  dtUed  the  Simday  Bknkett,  sball 
be  iafcea  for  Cdtbes,  iicfthair  shall  tliey  be  payable  for 
the  rest  of  the  C^rbes,  but  to  thetr  o^n  ChUdmsn,  and 
to  such  as  by  Right  the  Fanite  ihali  descend  unto  fer 
the  Meintenuice  tbereof.

poor  Mto's  Estates,  which  Sfyles  in  Winter  ih^y  are  $6 
inforced  unto^  net  bcmg  ^tfaerwiae  able  to  pay  their 
Michaelmas  and  Christnias  Rente  ^n  due  to  hie 
Lordship  c  Hb  Heoaur  bariag  takea  the  same  s^riottsly

no  Wayes  prejudiciall  to  the  Privilidges  formerly 
Enjoyed  by  the  Soldiers  there  und^  the  Captaine  in 
Garrison.  These  directions  to  endure  until  his  Lord- 
ship hath  further  considered  of  the  Consequence  of  this 
Business,  and  do  give  further  0|der  therein.

Itm.  His  Lordship  doth  direct,  that  the  Captaine; 
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Deemsters  aftd  other  Officers  that  have  Custody  of  the 
Records  of  that  Island,  shall  forthwith,  in  short  Time^ 
•end  oyer  to  his  Lordship  Coppies  of  all  the  Lawes> 
Orders,  and  Ordinances,  made  for  the  good  Government 
«f  the  Island  and  the  Inhabitants  thereof  since  the 
]>ecease  of  Ferdinando,  late  Earl  of  Derby^  and  Lord  of 
that  Island.

Whereas  before  this  Time,  at  Peele  Town,  the 
xviijth  Day  of  July  1643,  before  the  Right  Honourable 
James  Earl  of  Derby,  Lord  of  the  said  Isle,  &c.  the 
Officers  Spirituall  and  Temporal!,  with  the  24  Keyes 
rf  the  said  Island,  and  four  Men  of  every  Parish,  were 
assembled  together  to  advise  and  consider  of  certain 
Grievances  of  the  Church  and  Comons  of  the  said  Isle, 
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laid  down  and  expressed  in  and  by  their  sererall  Petn 
tions  and  Complaints  nnto  his  Lordship,  and  to  stmdbf 
and  devise  such  convenient  Remedy  and  Redress  therein 
as  might  br  may  best  stand  with  the  Maintenance  and 
Preservation  of  his  Lordship^s  Royalties,  Rights,  and 
Prerogatives  of  and  within  the  said  Island,  the  Grood 
and  Welfare  of  the  Church  and  Comons  of  the  same, 
and  the  Peace  and  Safety  of  the  whole  State  in  general  | 
at  which  Race  and  Day  it  was  mutually  condescended 
and  agreed  imto  by  all  Parties,  as  well  Complainants  as 
Deffendants,  and  it  was  their  humble  Desires,  that  his 
Lordship  should  chancelarise,  order  and  decide,  all  and 
every  their  Matters  and  Business  of  Complaint  or 
Agrievance  whatsoever,  as  in  his  Honour's  Wisdom 
shall  be  thought  Meet  and  Convenient.  To  whidi

Itm.  Whereas  there  hath  been,  and  it  is  a  great 
Complunte  made  by  the  Countrey,  for  the  Losses  they 
have  suffered  by  the  Ministers  and  Proctors  not  coming 
in  due  Time  to  take  the  Tyth  of  their  Come,  whereby 
the  Farmers  have  sometimes  lost  their  own  Corne,  not 
daring  to  draw  or  lead  the  same  before  the  Proctor  or 
Minister  come  to  take  away  their  Tyth ;  his  Lordshk> 
therefore,  for  Prevention  of  such  Inconveniencies,  doth 
prder  and  decree.  That  from  henceforth  the  Parson, 
Viccar,  and  Proctor  of  every  Parish,  shall  acqumnt  the 
several  Fanners  of  the  Parishes  with  the  Names  of  his 
or  their  Under  Proctors  or  Deputies,  who  are  to  receive 
their  Tytfies ;  and  this  shall  be  done  in  the  Month  of  July 
before  the  Harvest  beginn ;  and  when  the  Time  of  Har^ 
vest  is  come,  the  Farmer  shall  give  Notice  to  him  c«r 
them  who  are  to  have  and  receive  their  Tyth  Come  the 
Evening  or  day  before  such  Fanner  intends  to  lead  his 
Come ;  and  then  if  the  Pkrson,  Viccar  pr  Proctor,  or 
his  or  their  Under  Proctors,  come  not  to  take  the  Tyth 
of  the  Farmer's  Com  according  to  the  Warning  given, 
the  Farmer  to  take  two  Neighbours  to  justify  with  him 
that  he  hath  left  his  due  T^th :  This  Warning  to  be 
given  by  the  Farmer  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  given  at  the 
parsonage,  Viccarage,  or  Proctor's  House,  who  is  to 
receive  the  Tythes,  if  there  be  any  such  in  the  Parish  ; 
and  if  it  be  a  Stranger  of  another  Parish,  or  Layman  of  ■ 
the  same  Parish,  shall,  before  tlie  Time  of  Harvest, 
acquaint  the  Fanner  at  what  House  in  the  same  Parish 
.the  Farmer  sh^ll  give  or  leave  such  Notice,  that  his 
Come  is  ready  for  leading,  or  that  he  intends  to  lead; 
^nd  the  like  Order  for  Tyth  Hay  is  to  be  observed. 

Itm«  Whereas  it  is  complained  of  by  the  Comonaltie 
against  tlic  Ordinary,,  and  his  ^irituall  Officers,  that 
Orphans  Goods  and  just  Debts  to  Creditors  are  not  and 
have  not  been  sufficiently  secured  by  their  Court;  by 
Means  whereof  diverse  poor  People  being  left  Orphans, 
fxii  nmny  others,  who  had  just  Debts  owin^  unto  ^em 
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by.  the  Beceadto.  Iiave  mightUy  suffiMrt d  in  difiv  E9tatf9| 
his  Lordshqp  therefore  doth  ojnier,  that  the  Goods  of  the 
JDeceadt.  aceordiDg  to  the  Inventory,  shall  be  made  good 
by  the  Ordinary,  or  his  spirituall  Officers,  if  he  or  they^ 

Xn  the  proving  of  the  Will,  or  making  of  the  Decree 
tre  no  Will  was  made,   do  not,  or  shall  not  take 
sufficient  Security  for  the  s^me. 

And  whereas  there  is  a  Contrpvem^  betwixt  the  Clergy 
and  Proctors  upon  the  one  Part  and  the  Comonalty 
upon  the  other  Part,  concerning  the  Payment  of  some 
other  Tythes  and  Dutyes,  as  Tyth  Wooll  and  Tyth  Fish, 
Clerk  Silver  Fees  for  Probation  of  Wills,  and  the  Sum* 
Iter's  Dues,  and  this-upon  a  pretended  Record  produced 
by  the  Comonalty  of  the  Year  1541  j  which  Record 
hath  this  Day  been  in  open  Court  deliberately  discussed 
and  argued  pro  et  contra,  by  both  Partyes,  before  Iiis 
Lordship,  and  there  adjudged  of  no  Validity,  upon 
diverse  good  Reasons;  his  Lordsliip  doth  therefore 
order  and  declare.  That  the  said  Record  be  of  no  Force 
or  Effect  hereafter  to  be  pleaded  in  Way  of  Barre  to  th« 
Book  of  the  Spirituijl  Statutes  enrolled  in  the  Statute 
Book  of  this  Island;  and  that  therefore  the  Lawes  and 
Orders  positively  made,  and  in  that  Book  recorded,  shall 
be  from  henceforth  duly  and  truly  observed  in  all  Things, 
till  some  other  Law,  Statute,  or  Ordinance  shall  be 
aggreed  upon,  to  the  contrary. 

And  whereas  there  is  an  undecent  and  irreverent  Use 
in  tliis  Island  by  the  Proctors  and  Clergy,  when  they 
collect  their  small  Tythes  and  Offering  Moneys  at 
lilaster,  tliey  demand  the  same  at  the  Time  the  People 
are  to  receive  the  Communion,  and  sometimes  will  stop 
the  People  from  receiving  the  Blessed  Sacrament,  l>e- 
cause  they  have  not  paid  their  Duties;  his  Ix)rdship 
therefore  ordereth,  that  the  Proctors  and  Ministers  to 
whom  such  small  Tythes  and  Oblacons  belong,  shall  sitt 
in  the  Parish  Church  upon  Monday  and  Tuesday  in  Easter 
%Veek  after  the  People  have  received  the  Co^muinion, 
there  to  receive  their  Dues ;  and  whosoever  shall  not 
pay  their  Dues  to  them  upon  one  of  those  Days,  the 
Jdiiiisters  and  Proctors  shall  proceed  against  them  by

Tynwaidf  now  bolden  under  tl^e  Right  tton<9i|ab}r 
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€to^8  E/ial  cfDeAy,  I^d  of  Mtnn  nii^  ttit  Irfes^  thf 
true  and  undoubted  Lord  and  Patron  of  the  same  Is}^ 
and  the  said  former  Acta  of  16S0  to  be  reputfd  invalid 
Jind  ooneelled  for  tlie  fiitMre,  and  these  now  inade  to  be 
Ibe  true  and  only  Recoit^  ai>d  Statutes  9a  foUpweth  s 
'  First,  Wh^eas  it  is  observed  at  the  Cwunon  hem 
Courts  of  this  IflC)  that  there  are  many  Actons  entered 
between  Party  aiiid  Party  €ar  triviail  ymall  Matteiii 
rather  out  oi  an  envioi^s  and  turbulent  Spiritt  than  for 
eny  just  Cause  <nr  Complaint)  to  the  Trouble  of  both 
the  Court  and  Jurors ;  which  Manner  of  Actions  the

Pbrty  or  some  <rf  the  Jui^,  be  dead,  and  also  after  that 
the  Tmvere  is  entered,  yet  great  Delays  used  in  the

Itm,  Sixthly,  That  all  Men  Servants  giTin|;  Wanmlg 
to  their  Masters  on  Michaeliiiis  Dajr,  and  Maid  Servai[it« 
on  I^y  Day,  shall  be  acc^puited  lawful!  aadantbenlKlc, 
if  it  be  given  between  Sunrrise  and  Sun-sett  on  those 
Dayes :  And  in  case  the  Master  or  Mistress  happ»  to 
be  fi-Ditk  Home  on  the  said  Dayes,  or  dp  absent 
themitejves  in  a  deceitf uU  and  frauidulent  Manner,  to  the 
End  to  take  Advantage  of  the  Servant  by  being  not 
present  to  hear  tbfi  Warning,  or  wiiAin  hearing  in  any 
Fart  of  the  House  where  the  Servant  may  opt  presume 
to  con^;  that  then  and  in  audk  Cases  the  Servant  rfiall' 
take  any,  either  Neighbpfir  or  other  Servant  that  is  a 
competent  Witness,  with  bias,  and  repair  to  the  usual) 
Plaifie  where  the  Bdaster  or  Mistms^  did  sitt,  at  the 
H^tfth  or  at  Mieat;  0r  in  pase  the  Doors  be  made 
against  the  l^eryant,  then  the  Servant  and  Witness  t9 
come  to  the  Dopr  where  th^  Master  pr  Mistress  usually 
enter  into  the  Fire^hotise;  and  in  any  of  thosn  Places 
upon  the  Occasions  aSbres^id,  give  the  usuall  Warning, 
and  it  shall  be  authentick  in  Law  against  the  Master  or 
Mistress,  in  case  of  Complaint  against  that  Servant 
toudbipg  Warning;  soe  likewise  if  the  Servant  happen 
to  be  siqc,  or  ino^iassitated  to  give  Warning  iqi  any  the 
Manners  as  afforesaid^  then  may  he  doe  the  seme  by  his: 
lawfull  Proxie,  with  a  sufficient  Witness  likewise  with^ 
him,  and  it  shall  be  reputed  authentick  as  before :  And 
it  is  also  ordered,  that  noe  Contaract  or  Hire  made  before 
the  Dayes  of  Warning  afforesaid  shall  be  any  way  au* 
thentkk  against  the  Hire  lawfully  made  in  Manner  as 
before-mentk)ned  in  the  fifth  Statute,  but  that  the  same 
mav  be  mad^  null  and  of  no  Eflfect,  li^n  Comphiint 
and  Difference  arismg  tpndiing  the  Hue  soe  made  as 
afibresaid.  » 

Itm.  Seaventhly,  That  all  Ministers  in  this  Isle  shall 
have  their  Bridge  and  Staff  according  as  is  spetiiyed  in 
the  3ook  of  Statutes;  for  the  better  unde^fstanding 
wj^egl^  ^t  is  declared^  That  any  Servant,  whether  Afa^

Serraats  doe  make  or  intend  to  make  that  G^d  after 
the  ind  him  or  her  in  another  Man's  Service,  be  it 
igfovk  any  Pretence  whatso^er^  }Hrovided  that  such  old 
descri^tt  and  sick  Persons  do  in  every  Yeare  enter  the 
Naane  d  such  choice  Child  aecording  to  the  former 
Order  nuide  in  that  Behalf,  and  give  Notice  of  the  same 
at  tl^  Punish  Chufdi  after  Divine  Service,  that  all 
Peruons  and  Jury  of  Servutts  may  take  notice  thereof^ 
and  not  attempt  the  having  or  making  of  that  Child  by 
Jurors,  f<^  the  avoiding  of  further  Trouble,  as  often- 
tivies  is  occasioned  for  want  of  sueh  tin^  ^try  and 
Notice  given  as  afforesaid. 

Lkm.  Toithly,  That  Juryes  for  Servants  be  impan- 
neUed-all  Times  in  the  Yeare  as  often  as  there  will  be  ' 
just  Cause  for  the  same  $  and  that  the  Vagrant  Sar-> 
vaats  by  the  said  Jurors  found  be  first  made  liable  and 
put  to  Service,  otherwise  to  suflfer  Punishment  until 
thqr  snbmitt,  having  for  Allowance  in  that  Time  as  is 
ordered  for  refiraotory  Servants :  And  that  the  Days  of 
St.  Cathaorine's  in  Winter  for  Men  Servants,  and  St. 
Collumbe'K  in  Summer  for  Maid  Servants,  be  noe  Hin- 
dr^ds  thereunto  for  the  future ;  provided  nevertheless, 
that  this  Liberty  be  not  granted  to  any  but  such  as  are 
^efx  tbereuotQ  tiwugb  9ianifpst  Nece^ity;^4&»  tfc^t 
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*  mtsny  relying  cm  this  Liberty  forbear  to  keep  any  Sei^ 
▼ants  in  the  Winter  and  Summer  Season  ttil  towards 
Harvest  Time,  when  Servants  are  scarcely  to  be  had^ 
and  then  to  the  Prejudice  of  poor  People,  as  Cotlers^ 
Intack-holdersy  Plrentices,  and  the  like,  who  are  en«> 

Eiged  by  Trades,  and  giving  Shearing  for  Crofts  and 
ooks  of  Ground  for  the  Relief  of  a  poor  Family,  they  are 
molfested  by  such  Negligent  Fanners,  by  endeavouring 
to  compel  them  to  their  Service  by  Juries  of  Servants, 
provided  therefore  that  no  Man  Servant  be  henceforth 
iDade  to  any  by  Jurys  of  Servants  or  otherwise  but  ia 
the  Time  of  Winter,  nor  a  Maid  Servant  but  within 
a  reasonable  Time  of  Summer,  except  in  respect  of 
Death  or  other  just  and  lawful  Cause  or  Reason,  (and 
that  made  known  to  the  Governor  and  Deemsters)  a 
ibrther  Liberty  be  granted  for  the  same. 

Itm.  Eleventhly,  If  any  Jury  for  Servants  do  proceed 
in  making  Servants  otherwise  than  hereby  is  declared 
and  as  the  law  provides,  that  their  Verdict  shall  be 
reputed  invalid,  and  themselves  liable  to  such  Fine  and 
Punishment  as  their  Governor  and  Ofl^ers  in  their  Dis* 
cretion  shedl  think  fit. 

Itm.  Lastly,  That  such  Servants  as  are  made  by 
Juries  as  aforesaid  shall  have  for  their  Wages  according 
as  is  provided  and  sett  down  in  and  by  the  Statute  of 
the  Year  1609,  as  is  incerted  in  the  Book  of  Satutes  of 
this  Isle:  And  as  for  the  frequent  Com^^aint  made  by 
Servants  soe  made  by  Jurors,  to  know  what  Dyett  and 
Vsnge  they  ought  to  have,  it  is  therefore  <»tiered  and 
dectared,  That  such  Complaints  be  henceforth  viewed 
and  certified  at  the  Sight  of  four  honest  and  sufficient 
Noighboors,  who  are  to  be  charged  to  tluit  End  by  the 
Coroner  or  Locfcman  of  the  Parish,  and  Presentment 
to  be  !n»de  agFilngt  such  as  shall  disobey ;  and  the  said 
Neighbours  to  approve  or  disapprove  of  sueh  Dyett  and 
V^ge  either  in  t\w  \faster's  or  Servant's  Part,  as  near 
as  may  be  to  the  Custom  and  Condition  of  the  Coim- 
try,  or  as  funnerty  hath  been  held  and  used  in  that 
Parish  or  particulnr  House  complained  of;  and  in  case 
the  same  be  not  observed  afterwards,  but  the  Servant 
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fiirfiier  oceasioiied  to  con^auie^  tiien  and  in  that  Case 
the  Master  is  to  give  in  sufficient  Security  to  the  Per- 
formance for  the  remaining  Pwrt  of  the  Year, 

Forasmuch  as  notwithstanding  the  severall  Orden 
heretofore  made  to  restrain  the  Poor  of  this  Isle  for 
ranging  and  bc|^ging  from  Parish,  to  Parish^  they  doe 
nevertheless  not  ol:^erve  the  same,  i^hereby  the  said 
former  laudable  Orders  are  neglected,  and  the  Charity 
of  the  respective  Parishioners  not  extended  and  affiorded 
to  the  Relief  of  their  own  Poor,  as  is  most  expecfiei^ 
to  be  distributed,  it  is  therefore  ordered  and  ordained  at 
this  Court  of  Tinwald,  That  the  Poor  of  the  Isle  shall 
not  range  or  bcgg  out  of  dieir  own  Parish  into  any 
<ither  Parish ;  wherein  if  they  do  offend  contrary  to  this 
Order,  then  the  Constable,  Coroners,  or  Lockman  of 
«uch  other  Parish,  is  for  the  first  Time  to  wame  and 
itequire  such  Beggars  back  to  their  own  IVisb,  which 
if  they  neglect  and  refuse,  then  are  they  to  be  com<* 
j^ed  and  whipped  to  their  said  Parish;  Bsad  if.  they 
continue  refractory,  and  be  disobedient,  then  .are  they 
to  be  brought  by^^any  of  ^  said  Officers  into  the  next 
Gaole,  there  to  continue  until  they  declare  themselves 
tsonformable  to  this  Order:  And  it  is  also.  <)rdered. 
That  none  be  relieved  as  the  Poor  of  any  Parish  but 
fuch  as  are  Mind,  lame,  mayme,  or  decrepit!  in  respect 
of  Age  or  other  infirmity ;  and  that  all  young  and  sound 
persons  shall  either  labour  for  their  Livelibood,  or  be 
made  to  serve  b^  a  Jury  of  Servants,  or  otherwise  to  be 
committed  unt&U  they  submitt  thereunto;  and  this 
Order  to  be  observed  from  the  last  Ds^  of  this  Month, 
tipon  the  Pain  and  Penalty  contained  herein ;  and  if  the 
said  Constable,  Coroner,  or  Lockman  of  any  Parish,  do 
Wglect  their  Duty,  oimtrary  to  what  is  before  ex{39res$ed» 
th^  and  erary  of  them  so  offending  and  neglecting  is^\ 
upon  Complaint  and  Proof  nu^e,  to  be  fined  and  pun^ 
ished  at  the  Discretion  of  the  Governor  and  Officers  of 
this  Isle  for  tiie  Time  being.-^Signed). — ^Isaac  Sodor

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«ho^$  and  tint  the  Allowmee  of  Wages  to  other 
Maid  Seranti  of  meaner  Capacity  and  Abiliynr,  and  tQ 
Shepherds  and  the  Uke^  be  estunoted  by  the  Deemster, 
and  in  some  Tilings  both  by  Ae  Deemsters'  and  the 
^Sfamding  Juiys  for  Senrants  m  each  Yeare,  if  smdi  \mt 
Sort  of  Servants  wiU  not  be  otherwise  reasonri>ly  satisr 
fied  by  their  Master  or  Mistress  $  and  pb  other  certMn 
Wages  to  be  given  above  Hie  Rkes  and  in  Manner  as 
aforesaid,  unless  it  be  by  Way  of  Bounty,  at  ^  Discre* 
tion  of  the  Master  or  Mistress,  as  they  dball  imderstand 
'Ae  Servant  worthy  o^  or  himself  deserre,  according  as 
is  mentioned  in  the  foresaid  Statutes  And  if  any 
Servant  be  r^nadory,  and  refuse  to  serve  at  the  Wages 
«nd  Rates  aforementioned,  such  Servants  (upon  Ccnm- 
plaint  to  the  Governor,  or  his  Deouty)  are  to  be  im-r 
firisoned,  and  so  to  continue  with  uie  Dyett  of  dbobe* 
idient  Servants  until  they  submitt  to  the  Statute.  Urns 
made^  and  give  Security  for  thehr  honeat  and  -oarefull 
JLiabour  as  Oocasion  shall  require;  and  besides,  to-pay 
such  Fees  for  their  0>ntempt  as  by  the  Govvernor  or 
his  Deputy  shall  be  thought  nt. 

And  it  is  provided,  That  the  said  Wages  is  conditional 
in  case  the  Servants  be  not  able  to  perform  the  work, 
otherwise  to  be  lessened  at  the  Deemsters  Discretion. 

4.  Itm.  Whereas  divers,  under  the  Pretence  of  old 
and  decrepit  P^sons,  do  make  entrance  of  Chmce  Child- 
ren for  their  Freedom  from  Service,  when  as  such  Chal- 
lenge and  Claime  by  many  of  those  Entrys  is  contrary 
to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  the  Statute  made  in 
that  Beha)f,  by  Means  whereof  a  Scarcity  of  Servants 
are  occasioned,  and  an  Obstruction  both  to  the  Farmers,^ 
Deemsters,  and  other  Officers,  who  should  have  the 
Benefit  of  yarded  Servants,  &c. ;  Be  it  therefore  hereby 
ordered,  enacted,  and  declared.  That  no  Person  shall 
have  the  Benefit  of  Entrance  of  a  Choice  Child  for  the 
future,  but  such  as  shall  have  the  Approbation  for  the 
same  under  the  Hands  of  the  Jury  of  Servants  in  their 
0wn  Parish  for  the  just  Necessity  thereof,  and  then  after 
^  enter  the  same  with  the  Comptroller  at  the  usual! 
Time  ai^cprding  to  die  Statute  in  that  Behalf;  and  to 
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this  End  the  Deemsters  are  to  give  Orders  to  die 
CHoners  of  every  Sheading,  or  their  Lookmen,  to 
imfNOUMll  a  Jury  for  servants  in  a  seasonaWe  Timc^ 
betwiKt  AUhoQowtUe  and  May,  and  so  to  repEMun  |i 
Standing  Jury  for  that  Year  for  staking  of  vagrant  Ser* 
vants,  and  certifying  with  svch  as  shall  be  thought  me^ 
tohave  the  Benefit  of  Choice  Children,  which  is  to  t)e 
included  in  thek  Oath  for  tiieir  true  dealing  thereb. 

5.  Itm.  Hiat  such  Witnesses  as  are  charged  morp 
Unn  once  ixm  any  Case  (except  tfie  Lcmfs)  at  fine  Suit 
of  either  Haiirtiff  or  Defendant  in  one  and  the  same 
Business,  shall  have  reasonable  Charges  allowed  and 
paid  them  at  the  Discfetion  of  the  Court,  or  of  the 
Gov emor  or  Deemsters  before  whom  the  Casedependsi 
frDm  the  rarty^  whether  Plaintiff  or  Defendant,  or  any 
olher  Person  that  is  the  Cause  of  thetr  unnecesMry 
Charge  and  Trouble;  and  if  the  Default  be  by  any 
of  the  WitMSses  themselves,  then  such  to  be  emulct 
both  in  a  pecuniary  Fine  to  the  Lord,  and  Satisfaction 
towards  the  Charges  of  the  rest  of  the  Witnesses  that 
appeared  and  are  occasioned  to  be  further  troubled  by 
svdi  Negleets,  provided  such  Persons  be  lawfully 
charged,  and  due  Presentment  made  thereof. 

I  have  perused  these  five  Orders  and  Statutes  be-* 
fore-mentioned,  and  do  give  my  Consent  and  Appro- 
bation for  their  Confirmation,  and  will  that  they  be 
published  at  the  next  Tynwald  Court  as  enacted  and 
wholesome  Laws  to  be  observed  within  that  my  Isle 
of  Mann,  amongst  other  the  Statutes  there. 

And  have  thought  fit  to  propose  these  ensuing 
Orders  to  my  Governor,  Officers,  Deemsters,  and  24 
Keyes  of  my  said  Isle,  for  their  Perusal  and  Subscrip- 
tions, conceiving  and  approving  them  to  be  expedient* 
for  tlieir  Continuance  as  enacted  Statutes  and  Lawes, 
and  so  to  be  published  at  the  Court  of  Tynwald 
within  my  foresaid  Isle;  that  my  Intention  and 
Resolution  thereby  may  be  extant  to  future  Ages,  it 
so  much  relating  to  the  good  of  my  Island  and  Peo-

Law  he  is  bomd  to  maintaine  with  him,)  ^hidl  for  every 
Beast  thus  trespassing  and  brought  to  the  Pinfold  pay 
besides  the  Lord's  Due  to  the  PMy  damoifled  iiHd.  for 
Trespass  in  Summer,  and  ijd.  for  Trespass  m  flie 
Winter  Season,  unless  the  P^  grieved  shall  thicA  fit 
fo  remit  or  lessen  it ;  and  the  same  t6  be  levied  \tf 
Authority  from  the  Deemster,  who  AsU  not  Is3  upoir 
jtist  Compkmt  to  issue  fevth  his  Token  to  this 
Purpose.

it  IS  now  declared,  that  such  Hed^  or  Fences  shall  be 
of  the  Height  of  fiye  Foot  at  the  least  for  the  future. 
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Hping  had  haSofm»Aon  giveii  8»e  tbitk  by  Kea^oii  of 
savorall  Cross  Stetutes  yet  extant  upon  Record,  said  also 
of  pretended  Customes  and  Brest  Lawes,  contrary  some- 
times to  tlie  Statutes  in  force,  mv  People  are  much 
distracted  in  their  Affidn,  and  made  uncertain  bow  to 
proceed  in  the  Transaction  of  their  meanest  Concern^ 
mentSy  and  are  drawn  unto  unnecessary  Charges  of 
Coppys,  and  that  Law  suitaaad4ifferences  are  multiplied, 
and  their  Diqpatch  hindered  and  prolonged: 

These  are  to  require  my  Comptroller,  Deemsters,  and 
all  Qlher  my  Officers  wUii  li  are  best  uct^uamted  with  the 
I^wa  and  State  <ifmv  Tslaml,  together  with  the  Advice 
spl  Assistance  of  the  2-%  Keyes,  to  make  an  e^iwct 
fioquiry  and  Seaieh  into  the  Statut^%  that  such  as  are 
i^pAind  fit  to  be  abrogated  may  fortliwith  be  repealed  and 
qSAcdledi  and  tiiat  the  reist  that  are  neeessanr  for  the 
Ck>venimeat  of  the  Island,  together  with  sueh  Customes 
as  are  thought  worthy  to  be  transhited  into  Laws,  may 
be  wr«4e  fair  into  a  Bo<jk,  and  made  the  Ilule  t>f  Pro-

Curate,  shall  the  first  Week  of  every  Quarter  visit  the 
vetty  Schoole,  and  take  an  Account  in  a  Book  of  the 
improvement  of  every  Child,  to  be  produced  as  often  as 
the  Ordinanr  shall  call  for  it. 

10.  For  the  more  effectual  Stippression  of  Vice,  &c.  the 
Minister  and  Churchwardens  and  Chimiter  Quest  dudl, 
the  last  Sunday  of  every  Month  after  Evening  Prayers, 
set  down  in  Writing  the  Names  of  all  such  Persons  as, 
^thout  just  Cause,  absent  themselves  from  Church ;  of 
JP^urents,  Masters,  and  Mistresses,  who  neglect  to  send 
tiieir  Children  and  Servants  to  be  catechised ;  of  Par 
rents  and  Guardians  who  send  not  their  Children  to 
fidioole ;  and  aU  other  Matters  they  are  bound  by  their 
P^tbes  to  present;  and  that  they  may  conscientiously 
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^t&schatge  their  Duty,  the' Articles  of  Visitation  are  to  be 
read  to  them  at  every  such  Meeting,  and  this  to  be  done 
under  Pam  of  the  severest  Ecclesiasticall  Censures. 

Now  forasmuch  as  some  of  the  Orders  and  Constitu* 
tions  in  this  Synod  sunreed  unto  are  such  as  do  require 
the  Authority  of  the  Civil  Pohver  to  make  them  effectual! 
to  the  Ends  they  are  designed,  the  Bishop  and  Arthdea-^ 
con  are  earnestly  desired  to  procure  Confirmation  from 
the  hori,  his  founcell^  and  the  24  Keyes,  to  the  Glory 
0f  God,  and  Wellfare  of  this  Church,  and  for  the  better 
Government  of  the  Chnrch  of  Christ,  for  the  making  of 
such  Orders  and  Constitutions  as  shall  from  lime  to 
Tnne  be  found  wanting;  and  that  better  Enquirey  may 
be  made  into  the  Execution  of  ^  those  that  are  in  fqrce, 
ih^ie  stiall  be  (God  wUling)a  Convocation  of  tfiCwhole 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese  on  Thursday  in  Whitsun  Week 
every  Year  after  this,  at  the  Bishop's  Chappell,  if  his 
Lordship  be  within  this  Isle,  or  as  soon  as  conveniently 
after  bis  Return ;  and  that  by  these  Constitutions  we 
may  more  efiectusdly  oblige  ourselves  and  others,  we  do 
each  of  us  subscribe  our  Names  this  3d  of  February

An  Act  for  thf  pfrfect  Settling  and  Confirmation 
of  the  Estates,  Tenures,  Fines,  Rents,  Suites, 
and  Services  of  the  Tennants  of  the  Right  Ho* 
nourable  James  Earl  of  Derby,  within  hb  Isle  of 
Mann,  passed  at  a  Tynwald  Court  holden  at  St. 

«  John's  Cbappel  within  the  said  Isle  the  fourth 
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D«y  of  February,  m  the  Vear  of  (mt  Lorf  tne 
fhcmsiand  seven  hundred  acnd  three,  by  <he  sai^ 
James  Earl  of  Bierby,  Lord  of  the  said  Isle, 
Robert  Mawdesley  E&quir^  Governor,  and  flte 
rest  of  hb  said  Lordship's  Officers,  t^d  2i  Keyes^ 
the  Repi^sentativesof  <he  said  Isle. 

WnfiUBAS  several!  Disputes,  Questions,  and  Differ- 
f!l!ces  have  heretofore  arfseit  and  been  conte^t^d  be- 
tween the  Ixyrds  of  the  said  Isk  and  their  Tennants 
toachfng  their  Estates,  Tenures,  Fines,  Rents,  Snites, 
and  Services,  to  the  great  Prejudice  of  the  Lords,  and 
Impoverishment  of  the  Tennants  and  People  there,  who 
by  that  Means  have  been  dlseoimiged  from  making  sueh 
Improvements  as  their  Estates  were  and  are  capable  of  ^ 
£br  the  absolute  and  perpetuut  ascertamiiif^  whereof,  and 
the  avoiding^  all  Ambiguitys,  Doubts,  and  Questions,  that 
may. or  might  at  any  Time  hereafter  arise  or  grow 
touching  or  concerning  the  same.  Proposals  were  made 
unto  the  said  James  Earl  of  Derby,  now  Lord  of  the 
said  Isle,  at  Lathome,  the  Sth  Day  of  September  last 
past,  by  Ewan  Christian  of  Unerigg,  in  the  County  ol 
Cumberland,  Esquire,  John  Sievenson  of  Balladoole^ 
and  Ewan  Christian  of  Lcwaige  within  the  said  Isle, 
Gentleman,  who,  by  an  Instrument  under  the  Hands 
of  the  24  Keyes  now  rcinainlng  upon  Record,  were  im- 
powered  to  treat  concerning  the  same,  as  well  for  and 
<m  the  Behalf  of  themselves  as  all  and  every  the  Ten^ 
Hants  within  the  said  Isle,  in  Sfann^  following : 

First,  That  hi  case  his  Lordshro  would  be  pfeased  t& 
declare  and  confirm  unto  his  Tennants  their  ancient 
customary  Estates  of  inheritance  in  tJieir  respective 
Tenements,  descendable  from  Ancestor  to  Heir  accord-' 
ing  to  the  Lflw9  and  Customes  of  the  said  Isle,  thdt  then 
the  said  Tennants  should  iti  consideration  thereof  ad- 
vance and  pay  unto  his  said  Lordship  the  same  Fine^ 
which  they  severally  and  respectively  paid  for  tfccif 
several  and  respective  Tenements  at  the  General  Fming^ 
which  was  in  or  about  the  Tear  of  our  Lord  one  ^ou-* 
smi  m  hundred  fourty  and  three ;  except  where  mif 
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Tcnnant  m  Tf  nimntb'  have  or  hath  one  or  more  Life  of 
fives  in  beingj  and  that  then  and  in  such  Cane  he  or 
ihey  should  severally  and  respectively  pay  Two-thirds 
only  of  the  said  generaJl  F*ine  for  their  respective  Tene- 
ments. 

Secondly,  That  apon  the  Change  of  any  Tennant  by 
Death  or  Alienation,  the  next  and  succeeding  Heir  or 
Alienee  sliould  ptiy  unto  the  Lord  of  the  said  Isle  fot  the^ 
Time  being,  Uie  third  Part  of  the  said  intire  Sum  whick 
was  Paid  far  u  Fine  at  the  said  Generall  Fineing  ia^ 
Mmnner  foUowing ;  that  h  to  say,  in  case  of  the  Chsmge 
of  a  Tennant  by  Death,  then  the  said  Fine  should  be 
paid  within  twelve  Months  after  the  Death  of  suck 
Tennant  ^  and  in  case  of  the  Change  or  Renaoval  of  a- 
Tennant  by  /Uleijatloiijr  tlien  the  same  should  be  paid! 
imediately  after  such  Alienation  made,  proportionably  to 
the  Lands  and  Tenements  whieh  should  descent  or  be 
aliened,  and  this  to  continue  for  ever  hereafter  as  a  fixed 
and  eertaiu  Fine  upon  every  Descent  and  Alienation; 
pro%  ide4  nevertheless,  that  idl  Intacks,  Cottages,  and 
Milnes,  which  by  the  Laws  and  Customes  of  the  said 
Isle  were  and  are  reputed  Chatties,  might  be  chargeable 
with  Debts;,  and  di^vLseable  by  Gift,  Grant,  Will,  or 
Assignment,  as  formerly  accustomed,  paying  such  Fines 
respectively  as  were  paid  at  the  Generall  Fineing  affore- 
said,  to  wit,  the  whole  Fine  wheri  there  were  no  Lives 
In  being,  and  two  Parts  thereof  only  where  there  were^ 
and  still  arc  one  or  two  Lives  in  being,  and  a  third 
Part  of  the  said  Generall  Fine  for  ever  hereafter  upoft 
every  Descent  or  Alienation  as  afibresaid.

Rents,  Customes,  Skates,  and  Servhei 
Bs  formeaij  and  antiently  accustomed:  And  that  tb0 
Tythe&  ansing  out  of  the  Abbey  Demea^nes,  and 
reserved  by  James  late  Earie  ot  Derby  u(K>n  the  C<mi«* 
positions  by  hkn  made  in  the  Year  one  thousand  six 
Widred  foorty  and  three,  and  afterwards  by  Charles  lat^ 
Earl  of  Derby,  granted  to  Bishra  Barnnr  (since 
deceased)  and  his  Successors  for  the  Use  of  the  Clergy 
of  die  said  Isle,  should  be  reserved  and  for  ever  hereafter 
payable  to  them.

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Honourable  James  Earl  (tf  Derby,  and  aD  and  ringidar 
the  Tennants  and  InhatntaDts  within  the  said  Isk,  and 
Members  of  the  same,  are  contented  and  well  pleased 
that  the  said  Proposids,  and  all  Things  therein  con- 
tained, should  be  ratifi^  and  confirmed  by  an  Act  of 
Tynwald  Court :  May  it  therefore  please  your  Lordship 
•that  it  may  be  enaoled,  and  be  it  enactod  by  the  said

An  ACT  fbr  repairing   ihe   Highways  wUMn  iUs 
hlandd 

For  amending  of  Highways  within  tliis  Isle,  which 
now  are  or  hereafter  shall  be  ruinousv  in  decay,  and 
dangerous  for  Travellers,  Passengers,  and  Carria^s,  be 
it  enacted  by  the  Authority  of  the  Right  Honourable 
James  Earle  of  Derby,  Lord  of  Man  and  the  Isles,  the 
Governor,  Councell,  Deemsters,  and  twenty-four  Keyes, 
That  the  Setting  Quest  of  every  Pkrish  shall  yearly^ 
upon  every  Tuesday  next  after  Michaelmas  Day,  meet 
and  elect,  and  appoint  one  or  niore  sufficient  Person  or 
Persons,  such, as  the  Governor  and  Officers  at  th^ 
several  Sheading  Courts  shall  approve  of,  to  be  Over- 
seer of  the  Highways  within  the  severall  Parishes  of  this 
Isle  for  one  whole  Year;  and  the  said  Setting  Quests, 
under  the  Penalty  of  x^.  Fine,  are  to  give  Notice  to  the 
said  Persons  to  appear  at  the  next  Sheading  Court  held 
for  that  .Parish .  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Michaell  the 
Archangel  in  every  Year,  to  take  their  Oathes  for  the 
Execution  of  the  said  Office^  upon  Pain  any  of  them 
making  Default  to  forfeit  ten  Shillings  to  the  ix>rd  of

now  out  of  Repair,  shall,  within  one  Month  after  the 
Publication  of  this  Law,  expend  the  Sum  of  three  Shil-* 
lings  and  Fourpence  a^piece  in  repidring  of  the  s»ne, 
•fter  suqh  Manner  as  th^  -said  Orersper  of  the  Parish  or 
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District  where  the'  same  lies  shall  order  and  direct,  ant 
thereupon  to  be  freed  from  any  further  Charge  that 
Year;  and  if  the  said  Ss.  4d,  do  not  suffidentiy  repair 
the  said  Witys,  that  then  the  said  Way  shall  be  further 
repaired  by  the  Labour  of  the  rest  of  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  said  Parish,  that  is  to  say,  every  Person  or  Persons 
holding  a  Quarterland,  as  well  Barron's  as  Lord's  Ten- 
nants,  ^hall  send  one  sufficient  Horse,  with  a  Carr  or

£nglish  Spade,  or  other  necessary  Tools,  as  the  Over-

Whereas  in  compliance  with  and  Proposals  laid 
before  the  Honound)le  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Customes  to  prevent  the  Complaints  made  by 
them  touching  the  Exportation  of  forreign  Goods  from 
this  Island,  there  was  a  Law  made  here,  publidied  and 
proclaimed  the  5th  of  November  1711>  &i^d  immediately 
put  into  Execution,  restraining  the  Trade  of  this  Island^ 
by  obliging  all  Persons  exporting  forreign  Groods^  from 
hence,  to  enter  into  Bond  with  two  or  more  sufficient 
{Sureties,  Inhabitants  of  this  Island,  that  the  said  Goods 
so  exported  by  them  should  be  landed  in  die  Port  or, 
Vl^cp  the  same  were  entered  for,  and  to  return  Certifi- 
<:ate  wjthin  six  Months  that  her  Majesty's  Duties  were 
fully  paid,  otherwise  the  Bond  to  be  forfeited  and  sued, 
with  many  other  Restrictions,  as  in  and  by  the  said  Act 
may  more  fully  appear  5  in  consideration  of  which  Lawa 
so  past  and  put  in  Execution  within  this  Island,  it  was

Persons,  but  likewise  destructive  of  the  pubtick  Good, 
ms  being  the  common  Rec^tacles  of  Felons,  and  other

Xdvings,  Promotions,  and  Benefices,  under  certain 
Restrictions  and  Forfeitures  in  the  said  Act  mentioned; 
and  forasmuch  as  they  have  be^n  and  still:  are  attended 
with  many  Dii&cultys  and  Inconveniencys  in  the  due 
Observance  of  the  said  Statute,  in  respect  several  of  the 
Vicarages  and  one  of  the  Rectorys  now  and  for  some 
Ages  past  have  not  h^  Houses  upon  them  for  the 
Residence  of  the  Incumbents,  and  some  others  being  in 
a  ruinous  Condition  for  want  of  proper  Means  and 
Encouragement  to  keep  them  in  Repair,  be  it  therefore 
ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Right  Honourable  James 
£^  of  D^rby,  Lord  of  the  said  Isle,  by  and  with  the 
Advice  and  Consent  of  the  said  Governor,  Council. 
Deemsters,  and  Keyes,  iii  this  present  Coiirt  of  Tynwald 
assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  any 
Rector  or  Vicar  who  shall  hereafter  erect  or  builc^  or 
make  any  Addition  to,  or  Repair  any  Dwelling-house 
or  Out-house  upon  any  Church  Glebe  withih  this  Isl^ 
to  be  fitt,  convenient,  and  durable  for  himself  and  Suc« 
cessors,  such  Rector  or  Vicar,  or  his  Executors  or 
Administrators,  shall  be  intitled  by  this  Act  to  have  and 
receive  from  his  next  and  immediate  Successor,  or  his 
Execntors  or  Administrators,  two-third  P^urts  of  what- 
ever Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  shall  really  and  truly  be 
expended  by  him  upon  such  Buildings  and  Improve-

Oath,  to  be  registered  for  the  Satisfaction  of  all  Persons 
concerned.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Autho- 
rity aforesaid,  That  such  Successor  or  his  Executors,  so 
paying  the  Two-thirds  of  the  Money  disbursed  and 
expended  as  afore-mentioned,  shall  be  intitled  to  receive 
one  Moiety  thereof  (viz.

Whbrbas  upon  the  Application  of  the  twenty-four 
Keyes,  the  Most  Noble  and  Puissant  Pntice  James 
Duke  of  Atholl,  Lord  of  Mann  and  the  Isles^  out  of  liis 
tender  Regard  to  the  Happiness  of  his  People  of  the  said 
Isle,  and  in  order  to  their  better  Government,  hath  been 
graciously  pleased  to  condescend  not  only  to  the  Revisal 
of  severall  of  the  old  Laws  and  Customes  of  the  said  Isle, 
and  the  abrogateing  of  such  as  are  obsolete  utid  hurtfull 
but  likewise  to  the  makeing  of  such  new  Laws  as  should 
be  thought  necessary  and  agreed  iqpon  for  the  Ptoerva- 
t^on  of  tibeir  Labertys  and  Propertys,  and  the  estabKdiing 
of  the  same  upon  a  firm  and  lasting  Foundation,  con- 
formable to  the  Necessitys  of  their  Circiunstances,  to

Times  so  obstinate  and  willfull  in  their  Proceedings,  and 
especially  with  respect  to  the  Point  of  Proofe,  that  they 
will  not  find  malefactors  Guilty,  unless  the  Fact  be 
proved  agtdnst  them  by  two  positive  evidences,  which 
can  seldom  happen  in  such  Cases,  and  by  that  Means 
many  notorious  Delinquents  have  escaped  Conviction, 
and  they  and  others  following  their  Example  still  con- 
linoe  to  go  on  in  their  wicked  Courses,  to  the  great 
ftejudice  of  the  Publick :  For  Remedy  whereof,  it  is 
ordained,  declared  and  enacted  by  the  Authority  afore- 
said, That  for  the  future  one  credible  Witness  {mrveing 
the  Fact,  and  supported  by  probable  Circumstances,  or 
<he  Mainor  being  upon  Search  or  otherwise  found  with 
or  upon  the  MdeJFactor  or  Malefactors,  and  proved  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  held  good  and  sufficient  Froofe  in

in  the  Execution  of  their  Duty,  according  as  the  Natoft 
of  the  Offisnce  shall  deraeiitt. 

Thirdly,  For  the  better  enabling  of  the  People  of  tht 
said  Isle  to  pav^  Lord's  Rents,  Finesy  and  ower  Due^ 
and  support  tne  Necessities  of  themselves*  uid  thar 
Familys,  be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Authority 
afovesai^  That  all  Fairs  and  Marketts  within  tfie  said 
Isle  whatsoever,  whether  held  by  Custome,.  or  by  par- 
ticular Order,  Call,  or  Publication,  shadQ  for  the  Future, 
be  free  and  open  to  all  Buyers  and  Sellers^  whether 
Strangers  or  Natives,  to  barter,  buy,  sell,  and  enort  aH 
Manner  of  Goods  and  Comoditys,  as^  of  tl^  Growth^ 
Product,  and  Manufisuiture  of  this  Is]^  as  of  any  other 
Kingdome,  IsUuid,  or  Country,  without  Let^  Stop,  of  i 
MoUestation :  And  upon  Af^lication  of  any  Struiger 
or  Native,  the  Govemcnr  of  this  Isle  to  grant  his  Lyoence 
for  calling  Marketts  at  such  Time  and  Race  as  the 
Persons  so  am>lying  shall  desire  and  think  most  proper 
for  makeing  their  Marketts :  But  such  Marketts^neverr 
tbeless  to  be  ftet  for  all  others,  as  weU  as  the  Person 
lycensed,  to  buy  such  Goods  as  are  vendible  thereiii^ 
according  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  this  Actf 
any  Law  or  Custome  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Fourthly,  And  whereas  many  groundless  and  vexatious 
Accons  of  Aneast  have  for  several  Years  past  been  cosk 
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ttieneed  in  the  Coutt  of  Chsncery  of  this  Isk,  aad  pro* 
eecuted  without  aay  just  Cause  of  Accon  appearing 
'when  the  same  came  to  au  Issue^  and  yet  the  Defend- 
ants had  notwithstanding  been  put  to  great  Di£Bcultyt 
to  find  Bail,  or  otherwise  lye  in  Prison^  and  sometimes 
Vessels  and  Merchandizes  have  been  arrested  till  the 
Aocon  came  to  a  Hearing,  wher.eby  divers^e  Inconve«- 
niencys  have  happened^  especially  to  trading  Persons ; 
be  it  therefore-  ordered,  declared^  and  enacted  by  the 
Authority  aiSbresaid,  That  if  any  Person  or  Persons 
whatsoever  shall  hereafter  bring  any  Bill  or  Accon  of 
Amssi  in  the  said  Court  of  Chancery  against  another* 
and  thereon  arreast  pr  detain  his  Vessell  or  Goods,  and 
that  no  just  Cause  of  Accon  afterwards  appears,  or  is 
made  out  on  the  heario^  of  such  Bill  or  Accon,  then 
and  in  such  Case  it  shall  be  lawfiiH  for  the  Defendant 
BO  injured  to  bringhis  Accon  against  such  CompUdnant 
for  the  Costs  and  Damages  sustained  by  him  bv  Reasoa 
thereof;  and  when  such  Accon  comes  to  to  Issue,  the 
Governor,  as  Chancellor  of  this  Isle,  shall  make  a  Rule 
or  Order  thereon,  directing;  the  same  to  a  Jury,  consist- 
ing of  Merchants  and  Marmers,  or  other  proper  Person^, 
to  award  suitable  Costs,  Damages,  and  Reparation,  to  the 
Party  grieved,  as  well  for  the  false  Imprisonment  as  for 
the  wrongfull  Detention  of  any  Vessell  or  Goods,  as 
they  In  their  Consdeaces  shall  find  and  return  to  be 
jjist  and  reasonable ;  upon  which  Return  the  said  Chan- 
cellor is  hereby  impowered  to  make  an  Order,  and 
^hereon  grant  Execution  for  levying  the  said  Damages 
off  the  Person  bringing  fmd  comencing  such  false  and 
vexatious  Accon  as  affioresaid :  Provided  always,  that  if 
the  Costs  and  Damages  found  by  such  Jurys  should  be 
too  high  or  unreasonable,  it  shaU  bt'  lawful  1  for  the 
Chancellor  to  moderate  the  same  according  to  Justice  and 
Equity,  any  Thing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding: Provided  also,  that  no  Accon  ofArrca/it 
4ihall  be  granted  against  any  landed  Man  or  Native  within 
this  Isle,  to  imprison  or  hold  him  to  Baile,  unless  he 
hath  obtained  the  Governor's  Pass,  ^r  that  there  is 
^me  other  j^st  Cause  to  believe  he  designs  to  go  off 
2m  2 
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the  Isknd*  And  be  it  further  enacited^  hj  the  AtUiitf- 
lity  afcMTesaid^  That  any  Person  prosecuted  in  this  Isk 
for  a  foragn  Debt,  by  Miy  Accon  erf  Arreast  in  the  ^H 
Court  of  Chancery,  shall  for  the  fiitare  be  beld  to  Ba3 
only  for  his  personal  Appearance  to  sndi  Accon,  and 
for  the  forthcoming  of  what  Effects  he  hath  within  this 
Island  to  answer  the  Judgment  iqion  the  same ;  and  if 
those  Effects  foil  i^rt,  the  Complainant  shall  have  the 
Benefitt  of  a  Juiy  of  Enquiry  to  find  out  what  othor 
Effects  he  hath  to  satisfy  the  said  Judgement ;  and  diat 
all  fraudulent  Assignments  or  Transfers  of  the  Debtor's 
Ck)od8  or  Eiffects  ^hall  be  void  and  of  no  Effect  against 
Us  just  Creditors,  any  Custome  or  Practice  to  the  con- 
tntfy  notwithstanding. 

Rfthly,  For  preventing  the  many  notorious  Instances 
of  Discord  and  Animositys  among  the  People  of  this 
isle,  occasioned  by  slanderous  Words  and  Defemations, 
H  is  cnrdered,  ordained,  and  enacted  by  the  Audiority 
afforessud.  That  after  Slanderers  or  De&mers  are  found 
GuilW  either  in  the  Tempo^  or  Spiritual  Courts,  as 
the  Matter  shall  be  properly  cognozabk,  the  Person  or 
Persons  so  slandered  shall  not  only  recover  their  C^tB 
by  Accon  at  Common  Law,  but  also  such  further  Da- 
mages and  Satisfaction  against  the  Slanderer  or  Slan- 
derers as  shall  be  suitable  to  the  Injury  sustaiMcl,  and 
the  AbilKty  of  the  Defamer  at  the  Juc^ment  of  the  Jury 
sworn  for  Tryai  of  the  said  Accbhy  any  former  Law  or 
Custome  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sixthly,  And  whereas  the  Herring  Fishing  in  this 
Isle  hath  for  many  Years  past  been  very  tmcertain,  and 
yet  severall  Strangers  as  well  as  Natives  faWe  bought 
and  transported  fresh  Herrings  before  the  Country  was 
supplied,  whereby  the  Comonalty  hath  often  beeq  disap- 
pointed and  deprived  of  their  chief  Support,  and  obliged 
to  buy  Herrings  from  Abroad  at  h^h  Prices,  to  the 
•great  Detriment  of  the  Publiek  in  generall ;  it  is  there- 
fore ordered,  declared,  and  enacted  by  rtie  Authority 
aforesaid,  That  no  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever  shaU 
for  the  Future  be  permitted  or  suffered  to  buy  up  anjr 
]9ertings  for  Exportation  from  tins  Isle  or  llie  Coa^ 
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iheieof,  befoe  the  Country  or  Connnonaltjr  be  supplidl; 
that  is  say,  as  long  as  the  Herrings  may  be  bought  and 
sold  at  omt  Shilling  and  Tw<^peace  per  Hundred,  or 
above  and  the  Pialiermen  have  a  Vent  for  the  sane  at 
that  Prteemrithin  the  Istand ;  and  if  any  Person  or  Pa*- 
sons  shall  be  found  to  transgress  this  Law,  be  or  th^  sO 
affisndtftg  shidl  fotfeit  as  follows,  viz.  The  Buyer  to 
forfeit  4dl  such  Heirings  as  shall  be  so  bought  and 
shipped  for  Exportation,  or  the  Vahie  of  tiie  same,  and 
the  Seller  also  to- forfeit  a  Sum  equivalent  to  the  Price 
he^  s6ld  them  for,  by  Execution  from  the  Waterbayliff 
upon  Proofo^made  before  him,  One^half  to  tfie  Informer, 
and  the  other  to  Ibe  i^Mir  of  the  Parish  where  sudi 
Forfeitures  shaU  happen,  any  Law  or  Custome  to  the 
contary  notwithstanding.  i 

Seventhly,  Whereas  by  the  customarv  Usage  of  this 
isle  all  PiffittWicys  aiiseii^.  between  Party  and  P^actf 
toucliing  Wi^,  Watercourses,  Mears,  and  Bomadvys^ 
and  such  like,  ard  peculiar  to  the  Enquiry  and  De- 
e^iatk  ot  the  great  Enquests,  and  a  first  and  second 
concurring  in  their  VeHiiots  upon  aiiy  Cause  before 
them  hath  been  heM  conclusive,  or  in  their  Disagree* 
ment  the  Difference  referred  to  the  Determination  of  a 
Grand  Jury  of  twenty-four  Men  selected  oat  of  the 
seveiall  Parishes  of  that  Side  of  the  Island :  And 
whereas  it  hath  been  observed  and  c&en  eomplained  of, 
that  notwithstanding  the  Care  taken  to  jpromote  Justice 
and  preserve  Propertys  by  the  Establishment  of  such  a 
regular. Method  of  Procedure,  yet  the  said  two  first 
Enquests  knowing  themselves  not  to  be  accountable  by 
Law  for  Irregularitys,  have  followed  each  other's  Steps, 
and  concurr^  in  Error  and  Wilfulness  rather  than  any 
just  Reganl  either  to  Law  or  the  Merits  of  thdr  Evi- 
<lakce,  to  the  great  Prgudice  of  the  Publiok:  For 
•Remedy  whereoJF,  be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the 
Authority  aiforesaid,  That  the  Method  of  proceeding 
by  two  great  Enquests  on  all  su<^  Diffsrences  as  affi:>re- 
aaid  shsdlbe  had,  c^Served,  and  carried  on  in  the  same 
Manner  as  formerly;,  but  under  this  Regulation  and 
Hescriction,;  that  although  suf^  two  first   J^quesia 
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ibeiiM  ootoeuir  in  thor  VercU^  is  tiiv  Cause  f hegr  AM 
iMreafter  be  convened  upon,  yet  any  Party  finding  him* 
aelf  aggikTed  shall  haTe  the  Benefitt  of  a  Grand  Jury 
mt  twenty-four  Men  sdected  as  afiforesaid,  to  pass  on 
0»eh  Jiglnqiiests  Proeeedings  as  be  might  heretofore  have 
had  on  thenr  Disagreement ;  and  it  shall  be  IsvrfuU  foe 
sneh  Gnmd  Jury  fiilly  to  enquire  and  examine  into  die 
Mmtter,  and  into  the  L^ality  of  the  ^aid  Enquests  Pro- 
ceedings^  and  impartiaUy  return  tlmr  Verdict  upon  the 
same,  according  as  the  Clase  shall  appear  to  them ;  which 
Ver^t  shall  he  held  of  Validity  and  Efieet  against  the 
Verdict  or  Verdicts  of  the  said  Enquests,  any  Custome 
m  Practice  to  iht  contrary  notwithstanding :  Plroyided 
this  Act  shall  not  aieet  any  Cause  proceeded  in  hereto- 
fore, and  that  such  Grand  Jurys  shall  always  give  in 
Iheir  Verdicts  at  the  Court  of  Goale  Delivery  where  the 
P^urtys  may  have  an  Opportunity  to  be  present,  to  make 
th«ir  Objections,  if  they  have  any,  in  qpen  Court :  Pro- 
vided also,  that  if  the  said  Grand  Jury  finds  that  both 
or  either  of  the  said  Enquests  have  acted  oroneous  or 
partial,  it  shall  be  lawfull  for  them  to  return  such 
Enquest  or  Enquests  to  the  Mercy  of  the  Court,  to  be 
fined  in  wof  Sum  not  exoeeding  six  ShiUii^s  «nd  Sight* 
pence  »-piece«  And  in  Consideration  of  tiie  great 
Trouble  which  Great  Enquests  are  constantly  pat  to^ 
and  often  by  turbulent  and  littigpous  Persons  upon  tri  viid 
Occasions,  it  is  further  ordered  and  enacted.  That  when 
any  Person  comes  to  the  Coroner,  Lockman,  or  Serjeant 
of  any  Banrony,  with  Authority  to  convene  the  Great 
JBnquest  upon  any  Cause,  sudi  Persons  shall  (bendes 
the  nsual  Fee)  deposit  two  Shillings  into  siich  Officer^a 
Hands,  to  the  End  thatihe  same  may  be  apftlted  to  the 
Cbaiges  of  the  said  Enque^ ;  yet  if  it  shoiUd  afterwards 
appear  that  the  Defendant  was  the  Cause  of  the  Trouble 
gben  to  the  said  Enquest,  it  shall  then  be  lawfull  for 
the  Mtfistrate  who  aecq>ts  their  Verdict  to  grant  ime- 
^te  ^ceeotion  to  the  Plaintiffs  to  levy  as  well  th^ 
said  two  Shillings  as  all  other  occasionaUiaes  ofi^  and 
£rom  such  Defendant  without  further  Suit,  any  Custona^ 
#r  Usage  to  the  contrary  nothwithstanding  s  and  that  i^ 
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often  as  «  €nufid  Jott  i^  conTvned  and  trcnd>1ed  umi 
any  Cause  as  aforesaid,  Aejr  shall  have  ^spa^ce  a-pieee 
towards  their  Chatges,  payable  in  the  Manner  iba?r 
<Brected  in  ll»  Case  of  the  Great  Bnqnest. 

Eightly^  Whereas  many  Instances  ha^e  lal;dy  hap* 
pened  of  notoriocMi  Malefectors,  as  well  as  Persona 
imprisoned  for  Debt,  breaking  and  maldi^  their  Escqpa 
out  of  Ooale,  and  so  by  the  Help  of  their  Confederates 
secrettmg  thiemselTes,  md  clandestinely  getting  o£F  the 
Island,  by  whidi  Me«is  Ddinqnents  evade  Justice,  and 
honest  People  are  dqmyed  of  their  due  Debts,  to  Uie 
great  Detiiment  of  the  PubHck ;  and  the  Law  having  not 
hitherto  made  any  Ph>vi8ion  in  tiiese  Cases,  so  as  to  make 
the  Aiders  and  AbeMors  of  such  MalefiM^tors  and  others 
lyable  to  Ponishnient  and  Restitution,  thoi^  generrilf 
rancipd  CotttriveiB  and  Actcm  in  siich  Enonnitys :  For 
Remedy  whereof,  be  it  ordaiaed  «nd  enacted  by  the 
Authority  afores^.  That  any  Person  or  Posons  who 
ftereafker  shall  be  found  and  lawfully  convicted  of  rescue- 
ing  any  Makfcctor  aiding  or  assisting  to  break  or  make 
his  Escape  out  of  Goale,  such  Person  or  Persons  so 
offen^g  shall  forfeit  the  Sum  of  twenty  Pounds  to  the 
hati'ot  this  ble :  And  whosoever  shaU  be  found  and 
convicted  of  betag  any  way  active  in  ccmveying  and 
carrying  any  Malefieietor  (fff  the  Idand,  or  aiding  or 
assisting  him  in  his  Escape,  agreeing  with  a  Veisd. 
carrying  Messages,  or  the  hke,  sudi  Ofender  or  Offisnd* 
ers  shaU  be  fined  in  any  Sum  not  exceeding  ten  Pounds 
to  the  hordy  besides  three  Months  Imprisonment :  And 
whoever  shaH  reseue  any  Person  imprissoned,  or  in 
Execution  for  Debt,  or  be  hereafter  found  directly  or 
faidirectly  concerned  in  aiding  or  assisting  any  Dciitor 
to  escape  out  of  Goale,  or  to  get  off  the  Island,  or  in 
privately  conveying  or  carrying  c^  any  Pers<m  indebted 
within  this  Isle  such  Person  or  Parsons  so  aeting,  aiding^ 
or  assistiog,  upon  Proofe  made  thereof,  shall  be  lyaUe 
to  pay  all  the  Debts  which  such  DebUNr  or  Debtors  did 
owe  within  die  said  Isle  at  the  Time  of  his  or  tbear 
Departure  from  the  same,  besides  a  Fine  not  eieeeding 
three  Pounds  to  die  liord,  any  Custome  or  Usage  to  tte 
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tOhtrary  natti)itIistaricKng;  but  in  case  inA  pBrsofl>il 
t^ersons  acting,  aiding,  or  assisting  as  aforesaid,  hnivt 
ticft  ££fects  to  (Mscharge  and  pay  &e  said  Debts,  that 
then  he  or  they  so  offehding  shall  be  puHickly  trldpt  in 
the  four  several  Maiieett  Towns  of  this  Isle,  besides 
three  Months  Imprisonment ;  and  if  any  Goods  can  be 
discovered  or  found,  the  same  to  be  i^lycd  towards  the 
Payment  of  such  Debts  as  finr  as  they  will  extend  to 
discharge  them. 

Ninthly,  And  whereas  by  certain  antient  Stages 
Incerted  in  the  Book  of  Statutes  of  this  Isle  in  tfic 
Governance  of  the  Tynwald,  and  in  the  Years  of  our 
liord  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-two,  and 
one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty^four,  it  is  declared, 
That  neither  Vessell  or  Boat  shall  carry  any  Pferson  off 
this  Isle  without  a  Special  Lycence  from  the  Lord  or  his 
Lieutenant,  upon  Pain  of  forfeiting  the  Vessell,  and  all 
the  Goods  therein,  &c. ;  and  it  being  now  conceived  that 
the  said  Forfeiture  is  too  high  and  rigorous,  and  that 
Merchants  and  Owners  intrusting  their  Ships,  Vesseils, 
wid  Goods  under  the  Care  of  Masters,  may  be  greatly  • 
prejudiced  thereby,  since  such  Masters  may  daily  trans- 
I  gress  and  ineurr  the  Penaltys  of  the  said  Statutes^  with- 
out Knowledge  or  Privity  of  their  Employers,  which 
being  also  a  Discouragement  to  Trade;  be  it  therefore 
ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  Hiat 
the  said  Statutes  shall,  and  ate  hereby  absolutely  repeall- 
ed to  all  Intents  and  Purposes  whatsoever;  and  that 
any  Ship,  Vessell,  or  Boat,  which  shall  hereafter  cftrry 
any  Person  or  Persons  off  this  Isle  whatsoever,' without 
the  Governor's  Lycence  first  had  and  obtained  foip  his 
or  their  Departure,  shall  forfeit  any  Sum  not  exceeding 
ten  Pounds  to  the  Lord  of  this  Isle,  to  which  Forfeiture 
the  Master  of  such  Ship,  Vessell,  or  Boat,  shall  in  thfe 
first  Instance  be  Ijrable,  over  and  besides  paying  the 
Debts  which  such  Person  or  Persons  so  cariyed  off  did 
bwe  in  the  Island  at  the  Time  of  their  Departure,  as 
already  mentioned  in  the  eighth  Act  above  written ;  jwro- 
yided,  that  if  the  Master  shall  at  any  Time  be  absent  or 
bsdvent^  the  Vessel  to  be  then  subject  and  lyable  to 
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^  imi  Rm  «id  Ochto  in  Afinar  tfare-mettdoQctf 
tibe  mSA  Statute^  or  aiqr  other  fbn&ar  I4aw9  C.nttoi&e,  oi^ 
Plradioe  to  the  joontmy  of  this  Aet  notwithstaiKling  | 
but  such  Vessell  not  lo  te  ao  Ijrable  longer  than  for  tM 
Term  of  twt>  Yeati,  unless  the  continuei  to  fat  the  rest 
nropertv  of  the  sme  Ovpiner* 

.  Tenthljr,  And  be  it  further  ordidiitd  aod  enacted  bv 
the  Authority  afoiesaid»  That  the  Comoiencement  of  all 
Suites  and  iWesses  for  Title  of  Honiiesy  Lands,  Tene^ 
■lentsy  Milds,  Cottages,  and  Intacks^  Whag  Inheritance 
or  Quarterlands  witmn  the  sud  Isle^  shall  always  be  by 
Accon  tit  Comon  Law,  and  not  otherwise,  and  tryable 
by  Sheading  Jurys,  Traverses^  and  the  Ke|^  as  accuse 
lomedi  proTided  nevertheless^  that  if  manifest  Frauds 
and  D^eipts  shall  be.comit^d  or  made  use  of  to  gain 
or  procure  legall  Titles,  whidi  cannot  be  relieved  or 
proceeded  in  hv  theCca^on  Law,  but  require  io  be 
detected  i^  redrenaed  in  th^  Chancery  Court  in  Eauitty, 
tiien  and  in  that  Case  the  Plidntiff  bringing  his  Accon 
ioi  the  Titk  at  Compn  Law  may  also  alledge  the  Fraud 
therein;  and  upon  the  Defendant's  Appearance  to  the

•t  Cemoo  Law  shall  be  stayed,  and  the  Plaintiffe  allowed 
to  go:  with  his  Cau^e  into  Chancery,  ^  prove  and  make 
tfie  Frauds  imd  Deceipts  complained  of  hy  way  of  Accoa 
pf  Bill  in  Equitty :  And  when  the  Defendant  jdns 
XsmiCy  the  Ch^eeil^ir,  for  his  better  Information^  shall 
wect  the  Exaoiitiation  of  the  Matter  to  six  of  the 
tprenty-foiir  i^yes  by  way  of  Comission,  to  enquire  int^ 
IIm^  same  by  Oathes  or  otherwise,  as  the  Ciase  shall

and  receive  the  same,  tiie  Sum  of  one  Penny  each 
Yearly  and   every  Year  during  the  Term    hereafter 
iimitted  by  thi&  Acti  a^H  that  non^  ^Kiill  be  exempt 
from  the  rayment  thereof,  si^ve  only  such  as  shall  be 
found  to  be  decrepit,  indigent,  or  disabled  by  Poverty, 
being  past  sixty  Years  of  Age,  and  not  otherwise,  which^ 
IS  to  be  particularly  enquired  of  and  reported  in  the 
annual  Accompts  returnable  by  the  Collectors  here- 
after mentioned.     And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the 
Autiiority  aforesaid.  That  the  Overseers  of  Uie  High- 
ways in  the  several  Parishes  of  this  Isle  shall  be  and 
are  the  Collectors  nomunated,  impowered,  and  appointed 
by  this  Act,  to  levy,  collect,  and  receive  the  said  Penny 
a-piece  Yearly  from  all  and  every  the  said  Person  or 
Persons  within  their  respective  Parishes  as  aforessud, 
who  are  to  do,  perform,  and  execute  that  Duty,  and  all 
other  Dutys,  Services,  Matters,  and  Things  directed 
and  laid  down  for  them  by  this  Act,  upon  Oath,  to  be 
administered  unto  them  by  the  Deemster  at  the  same 
Time  they  are  or  shall  be  sworn  Overseers  of  the' 
Highways,  and  for  their  Trouble  and  Encouragement 
therein  are  to  have  and  retain  to  themselves  the  Sum  of 
one  Shilling  as  allowed  them  out  of  and  for  every 
twenty  Shillings  that  shall  be  so  edlected  by  them; 
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mul  tkat^he  llineof  CoHection  diaU  be  ftom  tbe  6fs4 
Day  of  February  to  the  first  Day  of  May  in  every  Year, 
the  first  Colleetion  to  begin  upon,  and  so  to  commence 
from  the  first  Day  of  February  nect  after  tlie  Pk^olDuU 
gaticm  of  tlus  Act,  and  so  to  continue  afterwards  for  and 
during  the  Term  and  Space  of  fourteen  Years  next  en- 
suing the  same:  And  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  be 
refractory,  and  refuse  to  pay  the  said  Penny  each  Yearly 
upon  Demand,  at  such  Times  and  Places  as  shall  be 
noticed  by  the  Collector  in  every  Parish,  or  willfully 
absent  themselves  to  evade  the  Payment  thereof,  such 
Offender  or  Offenders,  upon  Certificate  of  the  Contempt 
returned  by  the  Collector  of  the  Parish  to  the  Governor, 
shall  be  ImmedBately  confined  by  Execution  from  the 
said  Governor,  until  he,  she,  or  they  shall  submit  to  pay 
the  same,  besides  a  Fee  of  Fourpence  a-piece  to  the 
Soldier  or  Soldiers  that  shall  conutt  him,  her,  or  them 
by  such  Execution;  and  if  any  Native  or  Stranger, 
chargeable  as  aforesaid,  shall  happen  to  be  out  of  the 
Isle  at  the  Time  of  Collection  in  any  Year,  he,  she,  or 
they  shall  be  obliged,  under  the  same  Restrictions,  to 
pay  upon  bis  or  their  Return*  And  to  the  End  that 
this  Fupd  may  be  the  more  exactly  collected  and  ac- 
counted for,  the  said  Overseers  and  Collectors,  with 
the  As^tance  of  the  CapUuns  of  their  Parishes,  the 
Coroners  of  the  respective  Sheadings,  and  the  four 
Great  Enquest  Men  in  every  Parish,  shall  take  a  true 
Account  or  List  in  Writing  at  some  convenient  Time 
before  the  first  Day  of  February  in  every  Year,  of  the 
Names  of  all  such  Persons  in  every  Parish  as  are  to  be 
charged  by  this  Act,  (incerting  also  the  Names  of  such 
decrepit,  mdigent  Persons  being  above  sixty  Years  of 
Age,  as  they  shall  judge  unable  to  pay,)  and  afterwards 
to  set  down  the  Sums  as  received  to  every  Person's 
Name;  and  to  lay  their  Accounts,  attested  by  the 
Cs^tains,  Coroners^  and  Enquest  Men,  annually  before 
the  Governor,  Ofiicers^  Deemsters,  and  Keyes,  at  the 
Court  of  General  Goale  Delivery  to  be  held  after  the 
first  Day  of  May ;  and  at  the  same  time  to  pay  in  the 
Money  by  them  sevendly  collectefl,  (exclusive  ojf  their

\  Whebsas  it  is  observed  that  the  Fund  settled  and 
^abiished  by  a  late  Act,  intituled,  **  An  Act  for  tiic 
xenairing  and  amending  the  Sea-ports  and  Harbours  of 
'this  Isle,V  jiassed  at  a  Tynwald  Court  held  the  sixteenth 
Shi^  ol.JiUy  whkdi  was  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one 
tlicniland  seven^  hundred  and  thirty-four,  hath  not  been 
W-^ylji  ooUctai,  nor  so  properly  applied  to  tiie  partieu* 
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ht  l>irections  of  the  said  Act  as  it  oug^t  to  be,-  iiy 
tcoom  the  CoAedtOrs  of  due  Bs6d  FVmd,  nor  tlie  Super- 
visors intrusted  to  apply  tiie  saoaie  and  ^eet  tiie  Works,

Whb&eas  the  Act,  intituled,  '^  An  Act  for  the  Buiid> 
ing  and  Repafaring  of  Bridges  within  this  Isle,"  passed 
at  a  Tynwsdd  Court  holden  at  St.  John's  Chappell  the 
twenty-fifth  Day  of  June,  which  was  in  the  Year  of  ear 
Ixvd  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and 
promulged  the  first  Day  of  October  following,  was  to 
continue  in  force  only  for  the  Term  of  fourteen  Years, 
commencing  from  the  first  Day  of  February  in  the  ssid 
Yewr,  which  Term  is  now  near  expiring ;  and  whereas  it* 
is  found  necessary  to  renew  the  said  Act  for  the  accom- 
plishing of  the  said  useful  Works,  be  it  therefore 
ordaindi  aud  enacted  by  the  Most  Noble  and  Puissant

Wim&JiS  &e  Provifiton  made  bv  an  Act»  intitule^ 
^Aai  Act  for  raking  the  Highways  withift  Ibk 
Island,''  passed  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
seven  hundked  and  twdv^  and  published  at  a  Tynwatd 
Court  hold^i  the  twenty-fourth  Day  of  J'Une  ode^ 
thcnMuid  seven  humhed  and  tbHrtoen,  is  by  Experienoi 
found  to  be  tnauSicient  for  tiie  uselull  Design  of  thti 
said  Act;,  and  it  beooimng  very  nocesaary  to  make  somtf 
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tropcf  P*t)Vislon  for  that  Purpose  to  mtike  the  Poblick 
loads  safe  and  ccmimodioiis  fM*  Trttvdkrs^  P^issengen^ 
and  Carriages,  and  it  being  taken  into  Consideration^ 
tiiat  to  raise  a  Fund  to  defray  the  Expenc^  of  this  Worh 
there  is  no  Method  more  eflfectual  or  less  burthensome 
to  the  I\»ople  than  to  lay  an  additional  Charge  .upon 
lijrcences  for  Publick-houses,  besides  what  they  alrauly 
pay ;  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Most  Noble  and 
Pbissant  Prince  James  Duke  of  AthoU,  Lcurd  Strange^ 
Lord  of  Mann  and  the  Isle,  &c.  the  Governor,  Councily 
Deemsters,  and  twenty-four  Keyes  in  this  present 
Ck>urt  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same. 
That  over  and  besides  the  two  Shillings  and  Sixpence 
already  paid  and  payable  yearly  for  Lycences  for  Publick 
bouse  Keepers,  by  an  Act  intituled,  "An  Act  to  suppress 
petty  Alehouses  and  Tippling-houses  within  this  Isle,'* 
passed  at  a  Tynwald  Court  holden  the  sixteenth  Day  of 
July,  which  was  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  thirty-four,  for  the  Uses  and  to  the 
Purposes  in  that  Act  mentioned,  there  shall  for  the 
iiiture  be  a  further  Charge  or  Sum  of  nine  Shillings  and 
Ninepence  therewith  Yearly  paid  into  the  Hands  of  the 
Comptroller  for  the  Thne  being  for  every  Lycence  taken 
out,  three  Shillings  and  Sixpence  whereof  to  be  appUed 
to  the  better  and  further  repairing  and  anoending  the 
•aid  Highways,  and  the  remaining  six  Shillings  and 
Threepence  to  be  applyed  for  the  Encouragement  of 
Publick  Industry,  in  such  Branches  and  in  suck 
Manner  as  shall  hereafter  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
€k>vemor.  Officers,  Deemsters,  and  twenty-four  Keyes, 
as  occasion  offers  will ;  and  the  said  three  Shillings  and 
Sixpence  appropriated  to  the  Highways  shall  be  paid 
to,  expended,  and  laid  out  in  such  Manner  and  to  such 
Purpose  as  shall  be  thought  fit  and  agreed  upon  by  the* 
Governor,  Officers,  Deemsters,  and  Keyes,  or  a  Com- 
mittee of  them,  to  be  named  and  appointed  on  the 
Midsummer  Tynwald  Day  in  every  Year;  and  the  sud 
Governor,  Officers,  Deemsters,  and  Keyes,  or  their 
Committee  so  nominated,  shall  have  Power  and  Autho- 
Afy  from  Time  to  Time,  to  view,  survey,,  and  overseer 
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the  said  H^jbways  to  be  TCfNored  and  amended,  ani 
generally  to  give  soeh  Ordeia,  Direcf^Hcis,  and  Instrue-* 
lions  for  the  domg  thereof  fis  shall  in  their  C^nion  be 
necessary ;  and  to  settle,  r^^ulate,  and  adjust  all  Ac* 
counts,  Disbursements,  and  Transactions  relative  to  ct 
concerning  the  same.  And  be  it  furdier  enacted  by  the 
Authority  aforesaid.  That  the  said  former  Statute  of  the 
Year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twelve  shall 
remain  and  eontinne  in  full  force  according  to  the 
Tenor  and  Purport  thereof;  save  and  except,  Idbat  whea 
any  Person  whose  JLand  ^joins  any  Highway  shall  be 
required  to  expend  (in  tlie'  first,  instance)  bis  three 
shillings  and  Fourpence  thereon,  and  then  to  be  repsured 
by  the  rest  of  the  Parish,  it  is  to  be  deemed  and  under* 
stood  for  the  future  that  the  lining  out  of  the  said  three 
Shillings  and  Fourpeuce,  and:  the  I^abour  of  the  Parish^ 
shall  begin  together,  and  that  it  shall  be  lawiull  for  the 
Overseer  or  Overseas  (if  neecUul)  to  require  the  Per- 
formance of  both  at  the  same  Time ;  and  whenever  a 
General  Repair  ^h^U  come  to  be  made  on  any  Highway^ 
or  Part  of  any  Highway,  by  the  Publick  Labour  of  the 
P^sh,  the  Turns  of  such  Parishioners  after  the  first  Time 
shall  be  left  to  tlie  Direction  of  the  said  Committee  to 
'  order  the  same  as  they  shall  see  most  proper.  And  for  the 
more  effectual  Performanee  of  the  Repairs  intended  by 
this  Act,  the  Governor  of  this  Islcfor  the  Time  being  shaU 
and  is  to  nominate  and  appoint  one  General  Supervisor  or 
Supervisors  for  the  whole  Island  from  Time  to  Tin^  to 
act  for  and  imder  the  said  Committee,  with  like  Power  to 
view  and  survey  the  Roads  to  be  repaired,  and  to  over- 
see all  Repairs  and  Amendments  that  are  to  be  made^ 
and  to  order  and  direct  the  several  Overseers  of  tlie 
Highways  in  the  doing  tliereof,  and  from  Time  to  Time 
to  give  such  proper  and  particular  Directions  tlierein^ 
and  for  the  employing  and  finding  Workmen,  Horses, 
and  all  other  Materi^s  for  the  Purpose  as  he  or  they 
shall  see  needful;  and  tlie  said  Overseers  and  others 
are  hereby  required  to  submit  to  and  follow  his  or  their 
Directions  and  Instructions  as  they  will  avoid  the  Penaltys 
pf  Law,  and  that  the  said  Parish  Overseers  shall  truly 
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conliw  to  this  «Bd'to  tbe  miA  fonner  Act;  aid  as  tiMir 
AtUKmaee  nHutaowr  he  noce  aitraoidinsry  and  fte- 
mtnt,  theyakail  bealioified  one  6hUliW'«acli  bjrtlie 
mj  forikeir  Trouble  aad  Care  tbemn :  Phmdcd»  Utat 
iftaey  or  a«y  of  ihem  dudi  at  any  Time  be  found  toi^e 
eareless  or  a^Ugtnt,  or  to  faile  in  doing  their  Doty  at 
liie  General  Sufwrisor  or  Suparmofs  dMI  require  and 
direct,  that  then  it  shall  be  lawfiill  for  hjan  or  than  lo 
disatlofr  or  Induce  the  saidShiUiiig  pcsr  Da^v  or  .m 
Fart  thefeof,  at  his  or  their  Biseretion;  and  if  «vii 
Oferseer  shall  oontinue  in  his  Obslinaef  or  I>tiaiiHt  then 
Ae  Geocfal  Snpervisoir  or  Supernsoss  m$if  appoint 
another  sufficient  Man  mider  him  to  do  the  Doty^  and 
order  the  said  Shilling  per  Day  to  be  paid  him  I  in  which 
oase  the  Overseer  in  deftult  shall  have  nothings  but  yet

Thai 
if  there  will  be  occasion  to  borrow  Money  for  the  Fur- 
therance of  the  said  Repairs  and  Amendments  before 
the  Fond  established  by  this  Act  can  afford  to  pay  the 
Charges  thereof,  or  at  any  oliier  Time,  that  dien  and  in 
such  Case  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfuU  for  the  said  Com- 
mittee from  Time  to  Time,  to  borrow  any  Sum  or 
Sums  of  Money  upon  their  Bond  that  wUl  be  snffident 
for  that  Purpose,  upon  the  Security  of  the  said  Fund 
on  such  Interest  as  they  can  agvee  for ;  and  mofeover, 
if  any  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever  diall  think  fit  to 
advanee  their  own  Money  for  or  towards  the  repairing 
or  amending  of  any  Highway  within  thb  Isle,  the  same 
shall  bear  such  Interest  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  with- 
the  said  Committee  in  Manner  aforesaid,  provided  the 
mii  Repairs  shall  be  made  and  performed  under  the

5 resented  as  afforesaid,  and  fined  in  one  Shilling  and 
Vopence  a-piece  for  every  Default  or  Neglect,  to  be

For  the  securing  and  indemnifying  Landlords  of  and 
in  their  Rents,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Most  Noble  and 
PuiMant  Prince  James  Duke  of  AthoU,  Lord  Strange^ 
Lord  of  Man  and  the  Isles,  &c.  the  Governor,  Council^ 
Deemsters,  and  twenty-four  Keyes  in  this  present  Court 
MsemUed,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from 
and  after  the  Day  of  the  Promulgation  of  this  Act  no 
Goods  or  Chatties  of  Tennants  being  in  any  House  or 
Houses,  or  on  any  Lands  or  Tenements  leased,  sett,  or 
letl  for  Life,  or  for  one  or  more  Years  or  otherwise, 
ihaU  be  Uken  by  virtue  of  any  Execution,  or  extended,' 
unless  the  Par^  at  whose  Suit  the  said  Execution, 
is  sued  out  shall,  before  the  Removal  of  such  Croods 
or  Chattks,  pay  the  Landlord  one  Year's  Rent,  (if 
Qot  already  paid  him)  and  then  the  Party  may  proceed

WnaaBAS  upon  the  Scarcity  of  Brass  Money  aod 
want  of  Change  within  tfiis  Island,  it  waa  the  geneml 
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Sequetft  and  Desire  that  His  Grace  the  Lord  of  thk 
Isle  would  be  pleased  to  sujyly  this  l>efect  by  procuring 
a  Coinage  of  Brass  or  Copper  Money  for  the  Use  of 
this  Isli^d^  and  to  be  current  here ;  and  forasfnuch  as 
His  Grcice  hath  been  pleased  to  comply  wild  tlie  said 
Request^  and  hath  accordin|Iy  sent  over  two  hundred 
and  fifty  Pounds  in  Copper  Pence,  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty  Pounds  in  Copper  Halfpence,  fee  it  therefore  or- 
dered, ordained,  and  enacted  by  his  smd  Grace  James 
Puke  of  Athollj  LordStrBiigei  Lord  of  Mann  and  the 
Isles,  &c.  the  Governor^  Council,  Deemster,  and  Kejs 
in  this  present  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority 
of  the  same^  Tliat  the  above- mentioned  Sums  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  in  Copper  Pence  mid  one 
hundred  and   fifty  Pounds  in   Halfpence  shall  at  all 
Times  after  tins  Day  be  current  and  pjissuble  m  Change

That  if  any  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever  shall  be 
guilty  of  counterfeiting  any  of  the  said  Pence  or  Half- 
pence, or  be  aiding  or  assisting  therein,  or  in  bringing 
into  this  Isle,  or  uttering  or  paying  any  such  fieilse  or 
counterfeit  Pence  or  Halfpence,  knowing  the  sione  to 
be  so«  ai\d  be  lawfully  convicted  thereof,  such  Person  or

shall  be  ob%ed  to  pi^y,  besides  the  Fee  of  one  ShiHing 
British  for  writing  out  such  Lycence,  tiie  further  Sum 
of  twenty-four  Shillings  and  Sixpence,  to  be  secured 
and  applyed  in  Augmentation  of  the  Fund  appropriated 
by  Law  for  the  BuUding  and  Repairing  of  Brieves,  or  to 
such  other  Publick  Use  for  the  common  Good  of  the 
Country  as  the  Governor,  Council,  Deemsters,  and 
Keys  shall  from  Time  to  Time  think  nK>st  proper; 
which  said  Licence  b  to  continue  and  be  of  Fcm^  and 
Efiect  for  tiie  Term  and  Space  of  one  Year,  taking 
Commencement  from  the  Date  thereof  and  no  longer. 
And  for  the  more  effectuall  carrying  this  Act  into  Ex- 
ecution, it  is  hereby  enacted  and  declared.  That  ifi  and 
every  such  Pedlar,  Chapman,  or  Dealer  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  obliged  to  carry  along  with  him,  when  tmveffiig 
and  selling  his  Goods  as  aforesaid,  his  said  Licence  ft? 
tiiat  Purpose,  and  shall  produce  and  shew  the  same 
upon  Demand  unto  the  Governor  or  his  Deputy  or 
Deputys  for  the  Time  being,  or  unto  the  Officers^ 
Deemsters,  or  Keys,  and  also  to  the  Captuns  of  the 
severall  Garrisons  suod  Parishes,  Deputy  S€»reh«rs  or 
Coroners  of  this  Isle,  who  are  hereby  authorizedi--^ 
demand  and  examine  tiie  same;  and  that  sudi  BeAt 
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Aiay  not  plead  Ignorance  hereof,  il  is  ordered  anl 
directed  that  the  same  shaO  be  mentioned  and  spedfied 
in  such  Licences  respectively;  and  in  case  any  such 
I'edler,  Chq^manj  or  travelling  Dealer  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  produce  and  shew  his  licence,  that  then  and 
ip  that  Case  his  Goods  and  Effects  may  be  detained  by 
soch  Person,  who  by  vertue  of  this  Act  shall  demand  a 
View  of  the  said  licence  untill  such  Times  as  a  proper 
Arrest  and  Authority  can  be  obtained  from  the  Govenior 
for  that  Purpose,  or  untill  a  proper  Lycence  is  produced. 
And  forasmuch  as  there  are  daily  Complaints  of  great 
Losses  and  Nuisances  occasioned  by  Dogs  by  worring 
Sheep  and  Lambs,  and  domg  other  Damage  in  this  Isle^ 
and  uiat  the  l^al  Relief  against  the  same  hath  been 
found  very  tedious  and  insufficient,  fcnr  the  more  spee^ 
and  effectual  Remedy  whereof,  be  it  ordered,  ordainecC 
and  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  from  and 
after  the  Pnblu»tion  of  this  Aet,  upon  the  first  Instance 
and  Complaint  of  any  Damage  being  done  by  any  Dog 
or  Dogs  belonging  to  or  han>oured  by  any  Person,  and 
Pinoof  thereof  being  made  by  the  Testimony  of  one 
single  \^tness,  or  by  strong  Circumstances  before  the 
Deemster,  who  is  hereby  ai:^orized  and  impowered  to 
take  Cognizance  therecrf^,  or  to  direct  the  same  to  be 
mquired  into  by  a  Jury,  as  he  shall  in  his  DisGretion 
think  most  proper,  and  afterwards  to  judge  of  the  Fact 
and  award  the  Damage  and  thereupon  grant  Executioo 
against  such  Person  or  Persons  keeping,  harbouring,  or 
encoun^eing  such  Dog  or  Dogs  in  or  about  their 
Houses,  who  shall  appear  to  have  done  such  Damage 
as  aforesaid,  for  the  said  Loss  and  Damage,  estimating 
and  computing  a  Mutton  aftex  the  Rate  of  five 
Shillings,  a  Sheep  four  Shillings,  and  a  Yearling  and 
a  Lamb  at  three  Shillings  severally  and  respectively^ 
and  also  order  the  said  !l^og  or  Dc^  to  be  forthwith 
hanged  or  destroyed;  and  in  case  the  Pact  cannot 
dearfy  be  made  to  appear  against  such  Dog  or  Dogs  in 
Manner  aforesaid,  but  there  shall  be  Circumstances 
that  any  Dog  compltuned  of  is  any  way  suspicious  of 
4ie  Fact,  or  anoying  ^  High  Ik^  that  ih^n  the  aaid 
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lief mster  lawfully  may  ordef  such  Dog  or  Dogs  to  W 
forthwith  hanged  or  destroyed,  any  Order,  Ordinance, 
Custome,  or  Practice  to  the  contrary  in  anywise  not-

An  ACT  to  piretmt  Ckm/destme  Marriage. 

Whxrbas  great  Mischiefs  and  InconvenieBOes  have 
arisen. from  Clandestine  Marriages,  solenmiz^  some-^ 
times  \jj  the  beneficed  Clergy  of  thiis  Isle,  bul  move 
particularly  by  Forrigners,  who  have  resorted  hither  fo» 
that  Purpose  in  order  to  obviate  and  evade  the  salutary 
laws  of  their  own  country  i^ainst  such  illegal  Practices^ 
by  Mean  j  whereof  the  People  of  this  Isle  hive  not  only 
suffered  in  themnelves^  but  aie  also  become  obm^ous 
to  the  neighbouring  Nations;  fdr  preventing  where<rf 
for  the  future,  be  it  enacted  by  the  Most  Noble  and 
I'nissant  Prince  James  Duke  of  AthoU,  Lord  of  Maiiu 
and  the  Isles,  &e.  the  Groveinor,  Officers,  Deemsters^ 
and  Keys,  at  this  present  Court  assembled,  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same.  That  frond  and  afk^  the  Pub» 
iication  of  this  Act  all  Bands  of  Matrimonv  shall  be 
published  in  an  audible  Manner  in  tfae.Parisn  Churd^ 
whereto  such  Persons  to  be  married  shall  belongs 
according  to  the  Form  of  Words  prescribed  by  the 
Rubrick  prefixt  to  the  Office  of  Matrimony  id  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  upon  three  several  Sundays,^  (itf 
which  particular  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  have» 
in  like  Manner,  thought  proper  to  alter  the  Rubrick). 
preceding  the  Solemnisation  of  Marria^e^  during, the 
Time  of  Morning  Service,  or  of  Evening  Service  if  t^erd 
he  no  Morning  l^rvice  in  such  Church  xxfoa  any  of  those 
Sundays^  immediately  after  the  second  Ifesason;  and 
whenever  it  shall  happen  that  the  Persons  to  be  married 
shall  dwell  in  aiverse  Parishes,  the  Banns  shidl  in  like 
Manner  be  published  in  tbe  Church  belonging  to  suclr 
Parish  wherein  each  of  the  said  Persons  shall  dwell; 
jsmdthat  all  other  Rules  prescribed  by  the  Rubriek  coik 
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ceming  the  PablicatioD  of  Bands  and  die  iolemiiization 
of  Matrimony,  and  not  altered  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
dbserved;  and  itmt  in  all  Cases  where  Banns  shall  have 
been  published,  the  Marriage  shall  be  solemnized  in  one 
of  the  Vmsh  Churches  where  such  Banns  have  been 
published,  and  in  no  other  Place  whatsoeicer :  Provided 
always,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted.  That  no  Parson,  Vicar, 
Minister,  or  Curate,  shidl  be  obliged  to  publish  tbe 
Banns  of  Matrimony  between  any  rerson  whatsoever, 
unless  the  Persons  to  be  married  shaU,  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  Time  required  for  the  first  PubUcation 
of  such  Banns  respectively,  deliver,  or  cause  to  be 
delivered,  to  such  Parson,  vicar,  Minister,  Clmplain,  or 
Curate,  a  Notice  in  Writing  of  their  true  Christian  and 
Surnames,  and  of  the  House  and  Houses  of  their  re- 
spective Abodes  within  such  Parish,  and  of  the  Time 
they  have  dwelt,  inhabited,  or  lodged  in  such  House  or 
Houses  respectively.  * 

And  be  it  further  ordered,  ordained,*  and  enacted  by 
the  Authority  aforesaid.  That  no  such  Banns  of  Matri- 
mony as  aforesaid  shall  be  published  in  any  Church  of 
this  Isle  between  any  Couple,  either  of  the  Parties  being 
Aliens  or' Strangers,  who  shall  resort  or  come  to  thi$ 
Isle,  unless  such  Alien  or  Stranger  shall  have  resided  at 
least  tlo'ee  Months,  and  one  Month  in  such  Parish  be- 
fc»re  such  Publication:  Provided  always,  and  be  it 
enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaidy^That  no  Parson, 
Viccar,  Minister,  or  Curate,  solemnizing  Marriages  after 
PublicQtion  of  this  Act,  between  Persons  both  or  one 
of  whom  shall  be  under  the  Age  of  twenty-one  Years 
after  Banns  published,  shall  be  punishable  by  eccle»as- 
tical  Censures  for  solemnizing  such  Marriages  without 
Consent  of  Parents  or  Guardians,  whose  Consent  is 
required  by  Law,  unless  such  Parson,  Viccac,  Minister^ 
Of  Chaplain,  or  Curate,  shall  have  Notice  of  the  Dis- 
sent of  such  Parents  oir- Guardians,  and  in  case  such

And  be  it  hereby  further  enacted,  TTiat  no  Licence

this  Act,  be  granted  by  the  Bishop,  Vicar  General,  ot 
#thar  Person  having  Authority  to  grant  such  Lycaices, 
to  scdemnize  any  Marriage  in  any  other  Church  or  Cha* 
pel  than  in  the  Parish  Church  of,  within,  or  belonging  to 
snch  P^sh  in  which  the  usual  Place  of  Abode  of  one  of 
the  Persons  to  be  married  shall  have  been  within  the 
Space  of  three  Months  imediately  before  the  granting  of

Petition  to  the  Governor 
of  this  Isle,  or  his  Deputy  or  Deputys  for  the  Time 
being,  who  is  and  are. hereby  impowered  to  proceed 
upon  such  Petition  in  a  summary  Way ;  and  in  case 
the  NJarriage  proposed  shall  upon  Examination  appear 
to  be  proper,  the  said  Governor,  or  his  Deputy  or  De-

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vQacasion,  the  iGbiurchwardens  of  eveiy  Parish  in  ^jxi^ 
Isle  shall  provide  proper  Books,  in  .which  all  Manriages 
and' Banns  of  Marriage  respectively  there  published  aod 
sotonnized  shall  be  registered,  and  every  Page  thereof 
shall  be  mariced  at  the  Top  with. the  Figure  of  the 
Number  of  every  such  P^js,  be^mngat  ifae  second 
Leaf  with  the  Number  One,  and  ewety  Leaf  or  Page  so 
numbered  shaU  be  ruled  with  lines  at  proper  and  e^ial 
Distance  from  each  other;  and  all  Banns  and  Marriages 
published  or  celebrated  in  any  Parish  Church  within  ^ 
Isle  shall  be  respectively  entered^  registrrd^  or  .^tten 
upon  such  ruled  Lines,  and  shadl  be  signed  by  the 
Parson,  Vicar,  Minister,  or  Cbq>lain,  or  Curate,  or  ^me 
other  Person  in  his  Presence  and  by  his  Direction,  and 
such  Ek)trys  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid  in  successive 
Order;    and  all  Books  provided  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
deemed  to  belong  to  every  Pfuish  respectivdy,  «id  shall 
be  carefully  kept  and  preserved  b>r  pviAy^  Usj^    And 
m  order  to  preserve  the  ]£videne!e  of  Maniagesy  and  to 
make  t^e  Proof  thereof  more  certain  and  easy,  and  for 
the  Direction  pf  Ministers  in  the  .Celd^jration  of  Mar- 
riages and  Qegistring  thereof,   be  it  enacted.   That 
from  and  after  the  Publication  of  ihis  Act,  all  Mar- 
riages shall  be  solemnised  in  the  Presence  of  two  or 
more  credible  Witnesses,  besides  the  Minister  who 
riiall  celebrate  the  same,  and  that  immediately  after  th^ 
Celebration  of  every  Marriage  an  £ntry  ibereof  shall  be

Whxrbas  it  iias  been  observed  that  the  several 
JLoughs  and  Stagnations  of  Water  in  divers  Farts  and 
Flaces  of  ^s  Isle  are  not  only  obnoxious  and  Nusances 
to  the  Publick  Weal,  but  also  of  greUt  Loss  and  De- 
triment to  the  several  Proprietors  of  Land  iwhereon  the 
Water  so  lie,  as  the  said  Waters  cover  and  spoil  the 
Lands,  and  the  Proprietor  can  reap  litUe  or  no  Benefit  or 
Advantage  therefrom^  and  forasmuch  as  some  refractory 
Persons,  by  not  keepmg  proper  Drains  or  scouring  thdr 
I>itches  in  a  good  and  sufficient  Manner  so  as  to  carry 
the  stagnated  Waters  from  off  the  said  several  Lands, 
have  been  the  Occasion  of  the  said  Nusances  and  Loss 
to  the  Publick  in  general;  and  whereas  the  same  hath 
been  so  notorious  and  appeared  to  be  so  necessary  to  be

Whereas  much  Litigiousness  and  Contentions  are 
fomented  and  carried  on  by  several  ignorant  and  evil-* 
Blinded  Persons^  who  provoke  Lawsuits,  and  pretend  to 
practice  as  Attorneys  therein,  though  altogether  unquali- 
fyed,  to  tlie  great  Trouble  and  Perplexity  of  the  several 
Courts,  Judges,  Magistrate  and  Jurys,  and  also  to  the 
great  Inconveniency  and  Detriment  of  the  Public  in 
general ;  be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Authority  afore- 
said.

Lord  of  Mann  and  the 
Isfes,  &ei  and  the  Governor,  Council,  Deemst^^,.  and 
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Ifcj^  ki  this  i^Bueat  Court  assniUfdy.  m4  by  the- 
Authoiity  aforesmd.  That  ev^iy  re«9gn  aol  Penq|« 
whatooeyer  (sa^e  a&  hfiteafter  meoUoned)  h^Tin&^eu>> 
tmuBp^,  harbouringt  of  entertsunmg  91^  D^  orPogf 
of  any  apecies  whatsoevejh  ia  or  al^out  their  Houses, 
shall  pay  for  «aob  and  ^vary  aueh  Dog  the  yearly  Smi 
of  one  Shilliiig,  and  for  each  and  evrry  Greyliound  or 
Fointery  thejroarty  Sum  of  five  ShUUogs  aad  Teopence  ;

Ex^ution  from  the  Deemster;^  one  Half  to  die  Iflloraier^ 
wSi  the  vititr  HalF  to  be  expend^  on  the  High  Roads ; 
and  in  case  any  Dispute  shall  arise  in  the  Execution  ci 
this  Act,  the  same  shall  be  heard  and  finally  determined 
by  and  before  the  Deemster,  and  the  said  Overseers  are 
to  levy  and  coHect  the  Money  arising  in  virtue  of  tUs 
Act  fitnn  Christmas  to  the  Month  of  May  in  each  and 
every  Year,  so  as  the  same  may  be  paid  in  at  the  Head

fcctton  liroitted  in  and  b^  the  said  Statute  for  Tires- 
passes  is  too  low  and  trUIing,  and  so  for  from  beii^  a 
Penalty  to  deter  such  unjust  Practices,  that  it  is  inade- 
quate to  the  Loss  and  Damages  sustahied,  to  the  great 
Discouragement  of  Hnsban£y  and  Improvements;  be 
it  therefore  enactM  by  the  Authoritv  aforesaic^  That

other  Goods,  shall  pay  the  fidl  Poundage,  and  also  a 
Fine  to  the  Lord,  as  by  the  said  recited  Statute  is  pro* 
vided,  together  with  such  Costs  and  Charges  as  the 
Peemster  siiall^  upon  hearing*,  )hink  proper  to  award ; 
and  this  Act  to  continue  in  force  for  6v^  Yev$  from  and 
after  the  Promulgation  thereof.

the  Office  of  parochial  Surveyor  as  aforesaid,  that  sueh 
Person  or  Persons  so  refusing  shall  for  every  Offence 
forfeit  the  Sum  of  one  Pound,  and  thereupon  the 
Coroner  shall  return  as  aforesaid  another  Person  or 
Bersons  to  execute  the  said  Office,  who  are  severally 
and  respectively  to  be  approved  of  and  sworn  in  Man-* 
Ber  before  prescribed ;  and  that  each  and  every  parochial 
Surveyor  shall,  within  one  Month  next  after  nis  being 
•worn  into  Office  as  aforesaid,  duly  survev  and  examine 
the  State  and  Condition  of  the  several  highways  and 
Bridges  within  his  and  their  respective  District  or 
Pistriets;  and  in  case  any  of  the  said  Highways  or 
Bridges  shall  b^  found  to  be  out  of  Re^ir,  that  sucll 

Birochial  Surveyor  shall  report  the  sam^  to  a  Surveyor 
eneral;  and  when  and  as  often  ad  any  of  the  said 
fiighways  shall  be  ordered  to  be  made,  altered,  dr 
Impaired,  the  said  parochial  Surveyor  shall  summon  the 
esveral  Land  Owners  and  others  compellable  to  perform 
their  Parish  Labour  in  Manner  hereinafter  directed  ^ 
imd  that  the  said  parochial  Surveyors  shMl  take  due  Care 
of  and  be  accowitable  for  all  Utensils,  Tools,  and  other 
Implements  provided  for  the  Use  of  the  said  Highways. 
And  be  it  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  Permis* 
fion  and  Authcnrity  aforesaid.  That  the  Proprietor  or 
Occupier  of  each  and  every  Quarterland  or  Baron  LancL 
by  Estimation  computed  to  be  eaoal  to  a  Quarterland^ 
shall,  upon  two  Davs  prerious  Notice  given  by  Sum^ 
^ons  to  such  Proprietor  or  Occupier,  send  four  Men, 
^'^  to  in  Proporti(m  to  be  employadia  the  oiaking^ 
9£ 
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altering,  or  rfpairing  cS  tbe  said  Hiriiways ;  and  that  all 
other  Proprietors  or  Occupiers  of  Dwelling-bouses  that 
are  or  may  be  situate  on  Quarterlands  or  Baron  Lands, 
so  that  Uie  Premisses  do  not  pay  more  than  one 
fourth  PM  of  the  Chief  Rent  of  such  Quarter  or  Baron 
Land^  shall  send  one  Man ;  and  that  all  Proprietors  and 
Occupiers  of  Dwelling-houses  on  Cottages  or  Intacks, 
not  exceeding  two  Shillings  original  Chief  Rent,  shall 
send  one  Man;  and  that  all  and  every  Fropneior  of 
each  and  every  Cottage  or  Intack,  from  two  Shillings 
to  seven  Shillings  and  Sixpence  original  Chief  Rent, 
whether  such  Cottage  or  Intack  be  dwelt  upon  or  not, 
shall  send  one  Man ;  and  that  all  and  every  Proprietor 
or  Occupier  of  Intacks,  from  seven  Shillings  and  Six- 
pence to  fifteen  Shillings  of  such  original  Chief  Rent, 
shall  send  two  Men ;  imd  that  the  Proprietors  or  Occu- 
piers of  each  and  every  Intack,  from  fifteen  Shillings  to 
one  Pound  two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  of  such  original 
Chief  Rent,  shall  send  three  Men ;  and  that  all  and 
every  Prc^rietor  or  Occupier  of  Intacks,  from  one 
Pound  two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  to  one  Pound  ten 
Shillings,  (which  original  Rent  of  one  Pound  ten  Shil- 
lings is  to  be  deemed  equal  to  a  Quarterland,)  shall  send 
four  Men ;  ini  so  on  for  Intacks  of  greater  Rents  in 
the  same  Proportion:    And  whenever  it  shall  at  any 
Time  be  found  necessary  to  employ  Carts  or  Wheel 
Carrs  for  the  Use  of  the  said  Highwavs,  that  all  and 
every  Person  and  Persons  having  in  then:  Possession  or 
Occupation  one  or  more  Carts  or  Wheel  Carrs  fit  for 
the  carrying  of  Stones,  Gravel,  or  other  necessary 
Materials,  being  so  summoned  as  aforesaid  for  that 
Purpose,  shall  send  one  such  Cart  or  Wheel  Carr,  with 
an  able  and  sufiicient  Horse  or  Horses  and  Driver,  to 
and  for  the  Use  of  the  said  Highways ;  and  that  one 
Da/s  Labour  of  such  Cart,  with  two  such  able  and 
sufficient  Horses  and  Driver^  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
for  one  Turn,  or  four  Men ;  and  one  Day's  Labour  of  a 
Cart  or  Wheel  Carr,  with  one  Horse  and  Driver,  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  for  two  Men ;  and  that  the  several 
parochial  Surveyors  shall  give  such  Notice  iis  aforesaid 
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6y  Summons  within  their  respective  Parishes  to' the* 
Inhabitants  or  Proprietors  in  a  regular  Course,  without 
Favour  or  Partialijiy,  to  attend,  make,  and  perform  such 
Labour  in  Manner  hereinbefore  directed ;  and  that  such 
Labour  done  by  the  several  Inhabitants  or  Proprietors 
throughout  and  within  each  Parish  in  Rotation  shall  be 
deemed  a  Turn  of  such  Statute  or  parochial  Labour, 
which  Labour  is  hereby  ordered  to  be  made  and  per-* 
formed  in  Rotation  and  Course  as  aforesaid  as  often  as 
Occasion  may  require,  so  that  such  Labour  doth  not 
exceed  three  Turns  in  one  Year :  And  in  case  any  Per* 
son  or  Persons  so  summoned  as  aforesud  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  perform  the  said  Statute  Labour,  that  the 
parochial  Surveyor  or  Surveyors  shall  thereupon  forth- 
with make  Presentment  of  such  Default,  and  cause  the 
Party  to  be  summoned  before  the  Grovernor,  Lieutenant 
Governor,  or  a  Deemster,  and  the  Party  so  offending 
shall,  upon  Conviction,  be  obliged  to  pay  for  and  on 
Account  of  each  and  every  Labourer  so  neglecting  to 
attend  for  each  and  every  Default  the  Sum  of  one 
Shilling;  and  for  each  and  every  Defoult  in  not  sending 
such  Cart^  or  Carts,  Carr  or  Carrs,  with  Horses  and 
Drivers  as  aforesaid,  the  Sum  of  two  Shillings  and  Six* 
pence,  to  be  levied  by  Distress  or  Execution,  with  Costs. 
And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Permbsion  and  Autho*' 
rity  aforesaid.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  to  and 
for  the  said  Surveyor  General  or  parochial  Surveyors, 
and  such  Person  or  Persons  as  he  or  they  shall  appoint, 
to  dig,  gather,  take,  and  carry  away,  in  and  through  the 
Lan£  dp  any  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever,  any  Stones, 
Gravel,  Sand,  or  other  Materials,  in,  from,  and  out  of 
any  Lands  adjacent,  or  near  unto  the  said  Highways 
where  it  may  be  most  proper  and  convenient  for  the  Use 
of  the  said  Highways,  save  and  except  Gardens,  Orch- 
ards, and  Yards  severally  adjoining,  or  near  unto  any 
Dwelling-house,  so  as  the  least  Damage  to  the  Proprie- 
tors of  such  Lands  be  thereby  occasioned,  and  also  to 
make  Ditches  and  Drains  in  and  through  the  Lands 
liext  adjoining  to  the  said  Highways  for  the  carrying  off 
the  Watqrs  lying  thereon ;  and  the  said  Ditches  and 
3e  2 
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Dfains  ar^  wlten  Aiade^  to  be  kept  properly  deiAse^ 
tad  open  hf  the  Proprietors  of  the  Land  Auroogh  vAAdk 
the  same  are  to  be  made  as  aforesaid. 

And  whereas  the  Statute  Labour  having  been  hitherto 
found  insufficient  for  the  making,  repairing^  and  amelid- 
ing  the  said  Hi^hw%y<i,  it  is  hereby  further  ordained  and 
enacted  by  the  Permission  and  Authority  aforesaid,  Thai 
the  additional  Sum  of  nine  Shillings  and  Ninepenee 
imposed  upoh  the  Publiek-house  LAcences  in  tod  by 
llhe  said  Act  of  6ne  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty^ 
ihr^  sh  dl  continue  to  be  yearly  mud  into  the  Hands 
^f  the  Clerk  of  the  Rolls  for  the  Time  bebg,  for  each 
and  every  Ucence  which  the  Governor  or  Ljeutenant 
Coventor  shall  think  pr<^r  and  expedient  to  grant  $ 
the  Whole  of  which  said  several  Sums  so  continued  te 
be  pajrahle,  and  to  arise  from  such  licences  as  afbresak^ 
ahatl  be  so  p^d  to  the  Clerk  of  the  RoBs  as  a  Fund  t^ 
be  applied  in  the  making^  repuring,  and  amending  tf 
•aid  Highways  in  such  Manner  as  shall  be  ordered  and 
directed  by  the  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor,  witk 
the  Council  and  Keys^  or  a  Committee  t6  be  by  Iheial 
Appointed  as  aforesaid. 

And  whereat  by  an  Aet  of  Tyn#ald  made  in  the  Yeti* 
ene  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sbcty^three,  which  b 
so#  eitpired,  the  annual  Payment  c(  certain  Sutoa  o^ 
Money  were  imposed  upon  the  Owners  or  Keepers  of 
PogS|  and  the  Fund  arising  therefrom  was  iqaplied 
towards  the  making  and  repairing  of  the  said  Highways^ 
and  which,  together  with  the  Fund  arising  from  Pub* 
lick^house  Licences  herein-before  mentioned^  w^  found 
barely  sufficient  to  answer  the  Purpose  for  which  th^ 
same  were  leried ;  be  it  therefore  ordained  and  enlu:ted 
by  the  Permission  and  Authority  aforesaid,  That  all  and 
every  Person  and  Persons  having,  keeping,  or  makidg 
use  ()f  any  Greyhound,  or  half^-hred  Greyhound,  Pointei^ 
or  Spaniel  for  coursing^  pointing,  setting,  or  shootings 
m  any  Dog  fit  for  or  that  shall  be  mAde  use  of  for  any 
of  the  like  Purposes,  shall  yearly  and  every  Year  pay  ttie 
Sum  of  six  Shillings  for  each  and  every  such  Dog;  and 
flml  all  and  every  Person  or  Persons  liaving^  J^^ing^ 
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•r  making  ttse  bf  as  afore^d  any  Homid  B^le,  or  oEhcr 
{>og  whatooever  fit  and  proper  fot  huntings  or  whi<^ 
shall  be  mide  ose  of  for  that  Purpose,  shall  pay  yearly 
and  every  Year  the  Sum  of  three  Shillings  for  each  and 
every  such  Dog ;  and  also^  that  each  and  every  Person 
wid  Persons  having  and  keeping  any  other  Dog  or  Dogs 
whatsoever^  and  not  used  for  Diversions,  or  nt  for  the 
killing  of  Game  as  aforesaid,  shall  yearly  pay  the  Sum  of 
Sixpence  for  each  and  every  siich  Dog ;  which  said  several 
£iunn  are  to  be  collected  and  received  by  the  parochial 
Surveyor  or  Surveprs  of  the  Highways  in  each  Puish 
betweea  the  first  Day  of  September  and  the  first  Day  of 
Mard)  in  each  and  every  Year,  and  that  the  said  Several 
{Mffochial  Snrveycnrs  shall  make  out  a  regular,  true,  and 
i>artieular  Account  in  writing  of  such  Dog^,  and  by  whotfl 
kept  severally  and  respectivdy;  which  Accounts  shaH 
be  annually  given  into  and  received  by  the  Clerk  of  thfe 
Rolls  for  the  Time  being  on  the  first  or  second  Day  Of 
May,  with  such  Sums  as  shall  be  so  levied  and  collected 
by  the  said  parochial  Surveyors,  who  are  thereu))on  to 
be  paid  for  their  Trouble  in  the  collecting  and  paying  lA 
*the  same  the  Sum  of  one  Shilling  in  the  Pound  out  cf 
«uch  Money;  the  Remainder  whereof  shall  be  added 
to  the  Fund  arising  out  of  Public*hoabe  Licences  hei«- 
inbefore  mentioned,  and  shall  be  applied  to  and  for  the 
making,  altering,  and  repairing  of  the  said  Highways 
under  the  Directions  hereinbefore  provided  relative  to 
the  said  Fund :  And  in  case  any  Doubt  or  Dispute  shall 
arise  coniceming  the  levying  and  collecting  of  the  said 
several  Sums  so  ordered  to  be  paid  on  Account  of  ^uch 
Dogs  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  and  are  hereby  ordered 
t6  be  heard  and  finally  determined  by  and  before  a 
Deemster ;  and  that  the  Keys  or  any  of  them,  and  the 
Surveyors  General  and  pqrochial  Surveyors  severally  and 
respectively,  shall  have  full  Power  and  Authority,  upon 
■view,  to  make  Presentment  of  all  Obstructions  and 
Nuisances,  or  any  other  Damages  wilfully  done  to  th^ 
said  Highways^  or  to  the  Mile  Stones  that  are  or  shaH 
be  erected  thereon;  and  the  Person  or  Persons  thereiii 
4»£feiiding  shall^  190ft  Convidioto  before  the  Governor 
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<Mr  lieatedttit  Governor,  or  a  Deemster,  be  fined  in  any 
Sum  not  exceeding  the  Sum  of  three  Pounds  according 
to  the  Circumstances  of  the  Offence,  to  be  levied  by 
Distress  or  Execution ;  and  in  case  any  Person  or  Per- 
sons shall  wilfully  and  obstinately  withstand,  obstruct, 
or  hinder  the  said  Committee,  Surveyor  or  Surveyors 
General,  parochial  Surveyors,  or  any  of  them,  or  any 
Person  or  Persons  by  them  employed  for  the  Purposes 
of  Uiis  Act,  he,  she,  or  they  so  offending  shall,  upon 
Conviction  thereof  before  the  Governor,  or  lieutenant 
Governor  or  a  Deemster,  be  fined  in  the  Sum  of  three 
Pounds,  and  committed  until  the  same  be  paid;  and 
that  the  several  and  respective  Fines  hereinbefore 
mentioned  shall  be  paid  and  applied  in  the  making^ 
repairing,  and  amending  of  the  said  Highways,  which 
said  Highways  to  be  made  by  virtue  and  in  pursuance 
of  this  Act,  shall  be  eight  Yards  from  Ditch  to  Ditch. 
And  it  is  hereby  further  ordained  and  enacted  by  the 
Permission  and  Authority  aforesaid,  Hat  the  Highway 
from  Castletown  to  Douglas  shall  be  continued  through 
Newtown  as.  in  and  by  the  Act  made  in  the  Year  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-three  is  mentioned 
and  directed ;  and  that  all  and  every  Surveyor  and  Sur* 
veyors  doing  and  performing  their  Duty  and  Office  as 
hereinbefore  directed  shall,  during  such  thdr  Office,  be 
exempt  from  all  other  parochial  Services,  and  shsjl  for 
their  Trouble  have  and  receive  at  the  Discretion  of  a 
Survevor  General  a  Sum  not  exceeding  one  Shillbg 
and  Twopence  each  Day  in  the  Discharge  of  his  Duty, 
without  the  special  Approbation,  Direction,  and  Ap* 
pointment  of  the  said  Committee,  who  are  hereby 
authorized  and  impowered  to  make  such  reasonable 
Compensation  to  the  Surveyor  or  Surveyors  General 
for  his  or  their  Trouble  and  Expence  in  the  Discharge 
of  his  or  their  Duty  under  and  in  pursuance  of  this  Act; 
and  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  to  and  for  the  Sur*- 
veyor  or  Surveyors  General,  whenever  ai)d  so  often  as  he 
or  they  shall  think  proper  to  discharge  any  parochial  Sur- 
veyor for  Neglect  ^  Duty  or  Failure  in  the  Eiecution  of 
such  hk  Office^  and  another  Person  in  bis  Place  and 
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^^tead  to  nominate  and  appoint,  so  that  snch  Person  be 
Approved  of  and  sworn  into  Office  as  hereinbefore  men* 
tioned.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Permission 
and  Authority  aforesaid,  That  all  Pavements  in  the 
several  Streets  in  the  Market  Towns  of  the  said  Isle 
shall  be  even  and  regularly  paved  to  the  Middle  of  the 
Street  by  the  several  and  respective  Inhabitants  or  Pro- 
prietors adjoining  the  same,  within  one  Month  from  and 
after  the  Publication  of  this  Act;  and  that  the  said 
Streets  and  Pavements  thereof  shall,  by  Order  of  the 
Captain  once  a  week,  be  swept  clean  by  the  said  Inha- 
bitants or  Proprietors  of  each  Town,  and  remafn  dear 
of  and  from  all  Dung,  Filth,  Lumber,  Rubbish,  or  other 
Nuisance  whatsoever;  ^nd  in  case  any  of  the  Inhabitants 
or  Proprietors  aforesaid  shall  make  Default  or  Neglect 
herein,  the  Captain  of  such  Town  shall  make  Present- 
ment thereof,  and  such  Inhabitant  shall,  upon  Convictioa 
before  the  Goveipor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Deem- 
ster, be  amerced  in  the  Fine  of  ten  Shillings,  with 
Costs ;  and  in  case  any  Captain  or  Captains  of  Towns 
shall  neglect  to  make  such  Presentment,  he  or  they 
shall,  upon  Conviction  as  aforesaid,  be  fined  in  the  Sum 
of  ten  Shillings  for  every  such  Neglect,  one  Half  there- 
of to  be  paid  to  the  Informer,  and  the  other  to  be 
applied  as  hereinafter  directed.

WfTBRSAs  many  of  the  Laws  aBd  Customs  of  this 
Isle  have  been  found  not  only  to  be  defective,  but  in 
many  Instances  impolitick  and  very  inadequate  to  the 
Purposes  of  good  Order  and  Government,  it  being  now 
thought  expdKent  to  repeal  all  obsolete  and  ludess 
Laws,  which  however  properly  adt^ted  to  more  early 
Ages  are  now  become  insufferable  and  oppressive,  and 
to  institute  a  new  Arrangement  and  Connection  of  the 
most  wholesome  Laws,  retaining  every  Part  possible  of 
the  andent  Constitution,  and  being  made  to  bear  the 
nearest  Resemblance  to  the  3ystem  of  English  Juris- 
prudence, which  is  conceived  may  greatly  conduce  te 
the  Honour,  Welfare,  and  Happiness  of  this  Isle :

That  hereafter  all  Actions  and  Suits 
at  Common  Law,  which  require  a  Trial  by  Jury,  shaD 
be  tryed  and  determined  at  the  Common  Law  Court, 
and  that  the  Juries  for  that  Purpose  shall  severally  consist 
of  six  Men,  to  be  duly  impannelled,  approved  of,  and 
sworn  to  try  the  Issue  between  the  Parties  as  hereafter 
mentioned,  and  that  upon  such  Trial  the  Court  may;

having  laid  the  same  beifore  the  King,  1  am  to  inform  your 
Grace>  that  the  said  Acts  have  been  tidien  into  Cimsider* 
atton;  tbet  wo  former,  viz^  <^  An  Act  for  the  better 
R^idation  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Law,"  and  '^  An

capable  to  hold  any  Office  or  Place  of  public  Trust. 

And  be  it  further  eimcted;  by  the  Authori^  aforesaid, 
that  all  Perspns  ^vho.  from  and  after  th^  promulgation 
qf  this  Act,  ^|iall  nilsely  and  designedly  obtain  any 
Money,  Goods,  Wares,  or. Merchandizes  from  any  Per- 
son or  Persons,  by  means  of  any  false  Token,  counterfeit 
Letter,  or  by  any  other  false  pretence  or  pretences  wbat^ '

ioever,  with  intention  to  die^t  or  deftvadanyPenon  or 
Persons  of  die  ssme;  or  shall  kaowinglvseiidor  deliver 
any  Letter  or  Writing  with  or  without  a  Naine  or  Names 
subscribed  thereto,  or  signed  with  a  fictitious  Name  or 
Names,  Letter  or  Letters,  threatening  to  accuse  any  Per^ 
son  or  PtooRs  of  any  Crime  punishable  by  the  Laws  of

Whsrbas  by  an  Act  of  Tynwdd,  pnmnilgatedfaitlie 
year  of  our  Lord.one  thousand  seven  nondbra^snd  t1iiity-» 
seven,  it  is  enacted,  ^  That  no  Court,  Jndge,  or  Magis* 
trate  within  this  Isle  whatsoever,  shall  hove  power  or 
authnrity  for  the  future,  to  fanpose  or  inflict  any  Ffces  dr 
Punishment  upon  any  Person  or  Persons  within  the  sud 
fsle,  for  or  on  account  of  any  criminal  cause  wfaa^tsoever, 
until  he,  she,  or  they  be  first  ccmviqted  by  tlic  Veidict 
or  Presentment  of  four,  six,  or  more  Men,  as  the  caac 
rtall  requhre,  upon  some  Statute  JUw  in  force  in  the 
said  Isle."  And  whereas  doubts  maybe  entertained, 
whether  such  Act  of  Tynwald  extends  to  Treasotw  and 
Felonies  at  and  by  the  Common  Law  of  the  bland,  or 
only  to  other  smaller  Crimes,  OflFences,  and  Misdepiean-p 
ers;  We,  therefore,  your  Majesty's  most  dutiM  and. 
loyal  SuWects,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  CouncB,  Deem- 
sters, and  Keys  of  the  said  Isle,  do  humbly  beseedh  yoor 
Majesty,  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted,  by

We,  therefore,  your  Mwest/s  most  dutiful  and  loyal 
Subjects,  the  lieutenant-Uovernor^  Council;  Deem$tar9^ 
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and  Keys  of  the  said  Isle,  do  humbly  beseech  your 
Majesty,  that  it  may  be  enacted,  and  be  it  enacted  by 
the  King's  Most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Council, 
Deemsters,  and  Keys  of  the  said  Isle,  in  Tynwald 
assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  the 
said  recited  Act  of  the  thirty-sixth  year  of  his  present 
Majesty,  so  far  as  respects  the  use  of  Tarred  Nets,  be 
repealed,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  accordingly.
